Mississippi Legislature Indorses 
Suggestion of Percy That a 
Primary Be Called--Song and 
Jest Marked Close of Sensa- 
tional Session. 


Jackson, Miss., April 16.—After in- 
dorsing the suggestion of, United 
Senator Leroy Percy, that a primary 
be called, in effect, to serve as an 
indorsement or repudiation by the 
people of his election to congress, the 
Mississippi legislature adjourned sine 
die today after probably the most sen- 
sational legislative session in the his- 
tory of the state. 

Contrary to expectations, and not in 
keeping with the stormy scenes which 
marked the contest for the senatorial 
nomination in succession to the late 
United States Senator A. J. McLaurn 
and the aftermath charges of irregu- 
larity, culminating in the denounce- 
ment by the state senate of State 
Senator Theodore Bilbo, the author of 
the charges, the closing hours of the 
assembly were spent in song and jest 
and, on the surface, all or the animosi- 
ties engendered apparently forgotten. 

Vardaman Does Not Reply. 

Following a vituperative address 
yesterday ty Senator Percy before a 
joint session of the legislature, in 
wlrich he scathingly denounced Sena- 
tor Bilbo and arraigned his leading 
opponent fcr senatorial honors, former 
Governor James K. Vardaman, whose 
cause Bilbo expoused, it was expected 
that Mr. Vardaman woyld address the 
legislature today in reply. 

After a conference between Mr. 
Vardaman and his friends, however, it 
was decided not to reply at this time. 

The resolution as to the primary 
adopted by the legislature instructs 
the state democratic legislative com- 
mittee to call the election to select @ 
party senatorial nominee for the regu- 
lar term, which will begin in 1913, to 
be held during the month of November 
of this year instead of jin 1911 as regu- 
lar procedure would provide. In this 
primary Mr. Percy and Mr. Vardaman 
will both be candidates. Should the 
result be unfavorable to Percy, he 
agreed in his address yesterday, to 
tender his resignation as United States 
senator for the present term to the 
next session of the state legislature, an 
appointment to be made by the gover- 
nor to hold until the ncminee selected 
at the proposed primary is seated in 
1913. 

Both Men Agree to Plan. 

Both Senator Percy and Mr. Varda- 
man have addressed letters to Chair- 
man Lomax, of the democratic state 
executive committee, agreeing to the 
plan. It is probable also legislative 
caucus for the nomination will enter 
the primary. 

The legislative session ended today 
was convened in January last and was 
devoted, first. to the selection of a 
successor to the late United States 
Serator A. J. McLaurin, Leroy Percy, 
of Greenville, being chosen after a 
caueus extendirg over six weeks. Then 
came charges of irregularities pre- 
ferred by State Senator Bilbo, a sup- 
porter of Vardaman in the legisiative 
caucus, the indictment of L. C Du- 
laney, a wealthy planter and adherent 
of Percy, charged with tendering a 
bribe, and a legislative inquiry, which 
terminated in a resolution demanding 
the resignation of Bilbo. To this he 
has not replied. 

Through it all partisan lines were 
tightly drawn and personal feeling 
has been, at high tension, but beyond 
several fisticuffs, the end came with- 
cut serious -cla: hes.

and Draining Entire City and County from Old Howells Mill Road, to Plasters Bridge 
Road a Section Already Under Development and Which Will be Included 
in City Limits Within Five Years.” 


After devoting many months of careful 
study and after having secured the co- 
operation of recognized expert engineers, 
Edwin P. Ansley yesterday made public 
his plans for permanently disposing of 
the great sewer problem which 
faces the city of Atlanta ang Fulton 
county, a plan by which all of the terri- 
tory on the south side of Peachtree creek 
and also on the north side of the same 
creek as far as the ridge outlined by 
the Peachtree road and Pace’s Ferry road 
is taken care of by a gravity system, 
which does away with any and all pump- 
ing stations—thus reducing any expense 
for maintenance in the future to practi- 
cally nothing—and at the same time leav- 
ing Pe@icthtree creek absolutely uncontam 
inated from sewage, even during the 
hardest rains and freshets, and ridding 
the many small creeks that empty into 
Peachtree from all possibility of cess- 
pools or standing water during the dry 
seasons when such mosquito and germ- 
breeding places are a dangerous menace 
to the health of the citizens of both At- 
lanta and Fulton. 

Ansley Park, the only section in which 
Mr. Ansley was personally interested, 
having already been taken care of in the 
present plans adopted by City Engineer 
Clayton and approved by Mr. Rudolph 
Herring, leaves this present Ansley plan 
simply the best solution of a great ques- 
tion in the opinion of one Atlantian who 
~ has devoted time and money to its study. 

But as to this, Mr. Ansley makes his 
proposition entirely clear both’ by his 
own statement of the present situation 
and the remedy and by the reports of 
expert engineers whose services he se- 
cured. 

Mr. Ansley’s statement follows:’ 
ANSLEY PARK ALREADY PROVIDED 
FOR. 

“First of all,’"’ began Mr. Ansley, “‘let 
me state that now that Ansley Park has 
been fully taken care of by the present 
plans of the authorities, I have no fur- 
ther interest in this proposed plan than 
-~has any other Atlantian. But just now 
the proper study of Atlanta is sewers, 
and the very best sewer sytsem that can 
be devised, and it is because of the fact 
that my proposition is supported by ex- 
perienced engineers that I believe it is 
worthy of consideration. I am also quite 
willing to admit that when I first started 
on this question, I did have a selfish and 
interested motive, but now that the pres- 
“ent plans provide in every way for the 
proper drainage of Ansley Park, this 
selfish and personal interest ts entirely 
eliminated. 

“First of all, I belfeve that this sewer 
situation is the most vital and the most 
important to the best interests of the 
Greater Atlanta of today and. the far 
Greater Atlanta of the immiediate future 
than is the question of water, schools or 
enything else. 

“Not that I mean to lessen the impor- 
tance of these other grave questions, but 
I am convinced that the proper and per- 
manent solution of this problem means 
more to Atlanta and Fulton county, both 
as a health measure and in @ purely com- 
mercial way, than any other. 

“For this reason, I believe that both 
the city and county should decide upon 
some system that will mean a perma- 
nent cure rather than to temporize with 
the situation. 

KEEP PEACHTREE CREEK CLEAR. 

“IT believe that Peachtree creek should 
be made a pure, clear stream, absolutely 
uncontaminated with sewage in times of 
heavy rains or at any other season of the 
entire year.

Engineer S. Z. Ruff Outlines Plan 


Prell Known Authority Makes Exhaustive Study of Present 
Situation, Completes Surveys and Proves Natural —

Dear Sir: As requested by you I have examined the proposed location of

the disposal plant for the sewage from the Butler street and Orme street sew- 
ers, in North Atlanta, and the location of the proposed reduction pipes lead- 
ing to this plant, and have gone over the profiles prepared by the city engineer, 
and beg leave to report as follows: 

1. The plan as now proposed provides for the location of the disposal plant 
in land lot 145, and contemplates a 48-inch circular concrete sewer or reduction 
pipe from the outfall of the present Butler street sewer, laid for the most part 
on a gradient of 0.2 per cent to the disposal plant. This pipe, in order to dis- 
charge its flow into the disposal plant by gravity, does not care for all of the 
sewage that now flows into Clear creek and Peachtree creek, and the sewage 


that cannot enter this pipe by gravity. will have to be pumped into the in- 


tercepting pipe. 


2. In order to meet all demands the disposal plant should be located further 
west, and the intercepting pipe should be lowered and extended. At a point 
in land lot 184, 
a disposal plant, with outfall of sewer 19 feet above ordinary water. 

38. The present plan contemplates a pipe that will only be taxed ordinarfly 
one-eighth of its capacity, and is of ample size to 
within the present city limits for all time to come. If the disposal plant is moved 
to the point suggested at the old Howells Mill, the pipe will have to be laid on 
a gradient of 0.175 per cent. This will reduce the flow about 10 per cent; therefore 
in order to retain the same capacity it would be necessary to increase the size 
of the intercepting pipe to 4 feet 3 inches in diameter. 

In connection with the intercepting pipe, a smaller sewer of vitrified pipe 
should be laidyon the north side of the creeks, that will carry sewage only, and 
this can be laid on a grade that will flow into the disposal plant by gravity, and 


just below the old Howell Mill, 


thus avoid pumping. 


The beds of the streams should be straightened out and shaped up so that the 
flow of the water will be regular, and all low, places drained so as to leave no 
pools to catch the refuse matter in case of overflow. 

By this plan this whole section of the city, as well as 
outlying territory, will have adequate sewer facilities at the least possible cost.

“More than this, Atlanta has any num- 


ber of precedents fri the experiences of 
other cities where they have tried to 
temporize and correct existing situations 
similar to ours, and, go far as I am able 
to learn, have been compelled in every 
instance to eventually effect a final and 
permanent remedy. 

“I believe that as Atlanta is bullt upon 
a ridge and has a rolling topography 
that Nature has shown us the very best 
system in the use of gravity as a mo- 
tive power for carrying off this sewage 
and that we should avail ourselves of 
this privilege if possible and so do away 
with all cost of maintenance such as be- 
longs to pumping stations. If we can 
not do this in all sections, at least let 
us do se in such sections whére this nat- 
ural means is possible and practical. 


CLEAN UP ALY. CESSPOOLSE. 


“I am opposed to. any plan that will 
make even possible the remaining of cess- 
pools, puddles and standing, stagnant 
water of any kind around or near Atlanta 
if there is any way of remedying this 
danger. Certainly most Atlantians, and 
all those who live on the North Side, will 
remember the experience we had out at 
Ponce de Leon last summer, a situation 
that called for immediate action to pre- 
vent serious consequences. 

“Having stated a number of objectious 
—and I realize it is much easier to criti- 
cise than to devise a remedy—I am glad 
to submit my plan which has received 
the indorsement of practical, experienced 
engineers who have made a special sub- 
ject of this very question, believing that 


it is at least worthy of consideration, for

Re. Extension of Butler Street Sewer, Atlanta, Ga. 


Mr. Edwin P. Ansley, City. 


Dear Sir: Having looked over the route proposed for the above mentioned 
extension and examined profile of survey made by your engineer, Mr. Ruff, beg 
to advise that in view of the fact brought out at a meeting of the sewer com- 
mittee on even date,—namely, the lack of funds that would be necessary in order 
to make this extension in the most advisable way of extending the present 
trunk sewer,—it is my opinion that the modifications of the proposed plans, as 
advised by Mr. Ruff are well and advisedly suited to meet the conditions you 
have in hand, namely: 

First. At a nominal cost, to remove practically all of the sewage from 
Peachtree creek that may now or in the next several years, drain towards said 
creek, from either side. 

Second. Without the use of one or more pumping stations within the city 
limits, to provide sanitary sewerage facilities for certain sections that could 
not be carried by gravity into a sewer built on the present proposed grade. 

Third. The location of the septic tank at a point so remote from the pres- 
ent city limits that it will be entirely out of the way for a greater number of 
years. 

The above conditions appear to be admirably met by the modifications pro- 
posed by Mr. Ruff. 

In regard to the 0.200 per cent grade as against the 0.17% per cent grade, 
will say that, considering in each case, the same size and type of sewer, the 
former would be capable of slightly (about 10 per cent) greater discharge. How- 
ever, it is my understanding that the city proposes to build 
a four-fvot (4), circular sewer for this extension, and from 
such observations as I have had time to make, this appears adequate to pro- 
vide for the sanitary sewage involved. In this event will say that a sewer 
might be built on the 0.175 per cent grade, capable of a discharge equal to that 
of a four-foot (4), circular sewer on a 0.200 per cent grade, by one of two 
methods, namely: 

First. By substituting a three foot four inch by five feet (3 feet 4 inch by 
5 feet), egg-shape sewer, which has practically the same area and would require 
practically the same amount of materials as the four-foot (4) circular. 

Second. By increasing the diameter of the circular sewer to four feet three 
inches (4 feet 3 inches). 

Summarizing, will say that I would heartily indorse and commend to you the 
modifications as advised by Mr. Ruff.

COMPARTMENT CAR SCANDAL. 
ON THE ENGLISH RAILROADS 


London, April 16.—One of the things 
which an American traveling in Eng- 
land most wonders at is the survival 
in a country, otherwise fairly up-to- 
date, of the old-fashioned and incon- 
venient “compartment” type of rail- 
way carriage. It is true that on some 
of the great lines corridor cars, some- 
thing like the American and conti- 
nental cars, have been adopted for the 
finest trains on the longest runs, but 
practically all the short distance and 
local travel is still carried in the old 
compartment cars, 

For the benefit of those who do not 
know the compartment car, I may de- 
scribe it as a long car cut up fnto 
horse boxes. Each of these boxes is 
wide enough to allow two rows 
of persons to sit facing each other 
and each is entered from the side of 
the car. There is no communication 
from one compartment to the other. 
This applies to all classes of carriages. 
The only difference between the third, 
or cheapest class, and the first and 
second is that the third-class benches 
are bare boards, while the first and 
second are cushioned more or less 
comfortably. From time to time there 
is an agitation against this type of 
carriage, usually caused by some

lishmen will believe in bringing to an 
end the ruinous competition between 
the great powers in preparation for 
war on both land and sea. I have the 
rumor that Andrew Carnegie is in 
communication with Mr. Roosevelt 
since his return to civilization, and 
has sought his powerful aid inthe 
effort to make the next international 
peace conference something more than 
an academic debating society, and from 
the same authority I learn that Mr. 
Roosevelt is in hearty sympathy with 
the movement. Mr. Carnegie is com- 
ing to London next month and will be 
here when Colonel Roosevelt will ar- 
rive. 

It can be said that England will 
heartily welcome any plan which 
promises to bring about a cessation of 
the tremendous expenditures for bat- 
tleships. While England is the richest 
country in Europe, she feels the strain, 
and if Mr. Roosevelt brings with him 
a plan to put an end to the present 
policy he will be welcomed more 
heartily than is even now planned. 

Mr. Carnegie, when asked today of 
the cabled report from London that he 
was to meet Mr. Roosevelt in London 
next month for the purpose of discuss- 
ing international peace and the limi- 
tation of armament, said: 

“It is true, I hope to see Mr. Roose- 
velt when he reaches London next 
month. I cannot say what we will 
talk about. It is a reasonable as- 
sumption, however, that when two men! 
are so greatly interested, as we are, | 
in one subject that is advancing the 
cause of international peace, that sub- 
ject will be discussed.” 

Roosevelt at Imperial Dinner. ' 

The emperor’s dinner at the Imperial 
palace at Schoenbrunn tonight consti- 
tuted the concluding official function 
of Colonel Roosevelt's visit to the Aus- 
trian capital. As the hour of the din- 
ner was set for 6 o'clock, Colonel 
Roosevelt and Kermit, in evening 
dress, left the hotel in a court car- 
riage a half hour earlier. Arriving at 
the entrance of the palace, a court 
official] met and escorted them up 
the broad flight of stairs, where, 
according to court etiquette of impe- 
ria] dinners, Count Bellegarde, master 
of the kitchen, was in waiting. He 
conducted them to the “mirror room,” 
where the other guests were assem- 
bled. 

As the president and his son reached 
the threshold the doors opposite were 
thrown open and the emperor, wear- 
ing the uniform of a field marshal, ad- 
vanced to meet the guest of the even- 
ing. 

After greetings, Colonel Roosevelt 
presented his son. and in a few min- 
utes the emperor, with the ex-presi- 
dent on his left, led the way through 
several spacious apartments to what 
is called the “small gallery”—a white 
gala apartment where small court din- 
ners usually are given. The gallery 
overlooks an exquisite garden, in the 
center of which a marble fountain is 
constantly playing. 

Guests at the Dinner. 

Thirty-five . additional guests sat 
down to the table, including Count 
von Achrenthal, the foreign minister; 
Baron Burian von Rajecz, the <Aus- 
trian minister of finance; General 
Franz Schoenaich, the Austro-Hunga- 
rian minister cf war; Baron von Bie- 
nerth, the Austrian premier; Baron 
Hengelmueller von Hangervar, the 
Austro-Hungarian ambassador to the 
United States; Prince Palffy, court 
chamberlain in Hungary; Count Czir- 
aky, grand marshal of the court in 
Austria; County Kinsky, master of the 
horse; and other high officials of the 
emperor’s civil and military house- 
hold; the American ambassador, Rich- 
and C, Kerens, and the members of 
the American embassy, and Dr. Ker- 
sel, his majesty’s body physician. 

With the exception of the Americans 
all the guests were in full uniform. 
Colonel Roosevelt sat at the emperor's 
right and Ambassador Kerens at his 
left. 

Count won Aehrenthal sat next to 
Mr. Roosevelt, while Kermit was re- 
moved nine places from his father, 
occupying a position between Count 
Cheloniewsky-Nysska, grand master 


Perstorff, director of the chancellory 
of the cabinet. 

Throughout the dinner, which com- 
prised twelve courses with eight wines 
of rare vintage, the band of the Thir- 
ty-second infantry played in a gallery, ! 
principally selections from Strauss 
The table service was of silver and 
im- 
perial eagle on the borders. 

No Formal Toasts. 

Still following the ceremonial of 
private dinners, as distinguished from 
gain and state banquets, no formal 
toasts were given. The dinner occu- 
pied precisely one hour, and upon aris- 
ing from the table the party potuened | 
to the mirror room where what is | 
known as the “Cercle,” followed, dur- 
ing which the emperor personally 
made the round of his guests. His 
leave-taking of the former president 
and his son was exceedingly cordial. 

From the palace Colonel Roosevelt 
and Kermit drove direct to the impe- | 
rial opera, where they occupied the 
court box for a short time, during 
the second act of the “Barber of Se- 
ville.” The house Was crowded in 
anticipation of Colonel Roosevelt's 
presence, in which he was given a 
hearty reception. 

They drove from the opera to the 
American embassy, where an informal 
reception to the American colony had 


the ex-president. Mr. Roosevelt will 
leave for Budapest at 9 o'clock, a 
special car having been placed at his 
service. He will be met by Count Ap- 
ponyt at Pressburg, and will proceed 
in an automobile to spend the day 
with the count at his castle at Eber- 
hart. He will resume his journey 
at 6:30 o'clock in the evening, arriv- 
ing at Budapest about three hours | 
later. 
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B. A. GLANVILLE 
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AND DAUGHTER, 


Of London, Now in Atlanta. 
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Crossing an ocean and half a con- 
tinent and traveling over 4,000 miles, 
the Hon. B. A. Glanville, of London, is 
in Atlanta for the purpose of bringing 
a message to Dr. Len G. Broughton, 
pastor of the Baptist Tabernacle, and 
telling him that he has a call to an 
English church and to ask him if it is 
God’s will to accept. 

It is not often that such a messenger 
travels so great a distance for such a 
cause. 

Mr. Glanvill is stopping at the Pied- 
mont, and will remain in the city ,un- 
til Wednesday of this week. He is a 
typieal Englishman, a gentleman and 
aman of deep religioug convictions.

In Their Effort to Obtain 
Right of Suffrage. 


Convention Just Adjourned at 
Washington Resolves to Pre- 
sent Mammoth Petitions to 
Congress Demanding. That 
Women Be Allowed to Vote. 


. Washington, April 16—A graceful 
and courteous reply from President 
Taft, flatly declaring that he enter- 
tained no personal feeling in connec- 
tion with the hissing episode. at the 


suffragist convention on Thursday 
night, and mingling his regret over 
the incident with the sorrow of the 
delegates because it might be used in 
an unfair way to embarrass the lead- 
ers of the woman suffrage movement, 
is the latest event in the chronology 
of the one sensational feature of the 
forty-second annual convention of the 
National American Women - Suffrage 
Association. 

The president’s response to the as- 
sociation’s official expression of regret 
that his address had been interrupted 
by a manifestation of dissent from 
the views he voiced on woman suf- 
frage was read to the convention to- 
day and enthusiastically received by 
the delegates. 

Mammoth Petitions. : 

Arrangements were completed to- 
day for the presentation to congress 
on Monday of mammoth petitions from 
every state and.territory in the union, 
advocating an amendment to the fed- 
eral constitution enfranchising the 
women of the nation. This is re- 
garded by the delegates as the most 
important feature of the present con- 
vention. 

Delegates representing each state 
and territory, bearing the petitions 
signed by citizéns of their respective 
commonwealths, will enter automobiles 
at the hotel where the convention is 
assembled, and, decorated with the 
‘banners of their cause, will descend 
upon the capitol, where each delega- 
tion will hand its petition to a senator 
and representative of its state who 
have consented to present the docu- 
ment to the two branches of congress. 

The convention received numerous

State Trying to Enforce 
Writ of Oyster. 


Oil Trust Lost in the State 
Courts and Has Appealed to 
United States Supreme Court. 
Criminal Conspiracy Is Al- 
leged. 


Washington, April 16—The govern- 
ment has for the moment given way 
to let the state of Tennessee wrestle 
with the “Standard Oil” in the su- 
preme court of the United States. 
While the main attack upon the great 
oi] corporation under the federal an- 
ti-trust law has been deferred, per- 
haps, for months, a subsidiary battle 
will be fought before the court early 
next week over the attempt of ths 
state of Tennessee to oust the Stand- 
ard Oil from doing business there be- 
cause of alleged violation of the anti- 
‘trust statute of that state. The state 
courts have adjudged against the cor- 
poration, which now appeals to the 
federal supreme court. 

Cause of the Suit. 

The ouster proceedings originated 
out of a transaction at Gallatin, Tenn. 
in 1903. 

The Standard Oj] Company and two 
of its agents were indicted on a charge 
of criminal] conspiracy in restraint of 
trade, in violation of the Tennessee 
arti-trust act. One of the agents 
was convicted and his sentence to pav 
@ fine wag affirmed by the supreme 
court of Tennessee, while the company 
Went free on the ground that the 
‘sta‘ute dig not authorize a fine on cor- 
porations, but provided: for ouster or 
dissolution as a punishment. 

The ouster suit was then brought. 

Contextion of Oil Company. 

Mr. Vertrees, counsel for the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of Kentucky, has 
filed his brief in opposition to affirm- 
ance. His first point he states as be-. 
ing: 

“The alleged criminal agreement (if 
it de an offense) is an offense against 
the federal law, the ‘Sherman act,’ and 
not an offense against the laws of 
Tennessee, and for this reason the 
transaction at which it was leveled and 
affected was strictly and purely one 
of interstate commerce, and the offense 
was necessarly an offense against in- 
terstate and not intrastate commerce, 
which congress alone can regulate.” 

The second point is that the Ten- 
nesse statute is a denial of the equa! 
protection of the laws and of due 
process of law, as guaranteed by the 
federal constitution. The third point 
is that the statute of limitations ap- 


plies in the case. 

Mr. Vertrees claims that the orders 
of purchase were given by Tennessee 
merchants in Tennessee to an Indiana 
drummer for oil to be delivered in 
the future and to be transported from 
Oll City, Pa. by way of Cairo, IIl., 
and to be delivered in Tennessee. 

Oil Trust is Lauded. 

Mr. Vertrees calls attention to what 
he claime the Standard is doing for 
the people of Tennessee. 

“The merchant can get oll when he 
wants it, and as he wants it,” says he. 
“There are no long ‘delays’ in ship- 
ments. The smail merchant ig not 
obliged to order a4 carioad,- nor -to’ 
‘club’ with others (even when he can 
do so) in order to get the advantages 
of carload lots. The company will 
deliver any quantity from 20 gallons 
up as desired. Oil is delivered at the 
merchant's door and measured before 
his eyes. This means full measure. 
There is no leakage and evaporation, 
as is the case when barrels are \used, | 
no loss in shipngent, no leakage while 
stored. There are no drayage . and 
cartage charges. The system is one 
that, by reason of its conveniences, 
‘absorbs the business.’” 

The State’s Case. 

Chafies T. Cates, Jr., of Tennessee, 
attorney general, has also filed his) 
brief in favor of the ouster decree. 

“With all due respect to learned 
counsel for the laintiff in error,” 
says Mr. Catés, “we have doubt but) 
if the Standard Oll Company had been |, 
indicted in a circuit court of the! 
United States for violation of the fed- ' 
eral anti-trust act, on account of the | 
matters set out in the bill in this case, 
that the defense would have been that 
the acts and doings of plaintiff in er- | 
ror and its confederates at Gallatin | 
were designed to prevent competition | 
in intrastate commerce and not com- 
merce between the states.” 

Mr. Cates says that it may be con-| 
ceded that the transaction between the | 
Evansville Oil Company and the mer- |, 
chants at Gallatin constituted com-. 
merce between the states, but never- | 
theless the federal government was, 
wholly without authority over the lo-| 
cal business of the Standard Oil Com- | 
pany at Gallatin. In the recent argu- , 
ment of the Standard Oil dissolution | 
suit. Mr. Kellogg, for the government, 
cited the transaction at Gallatin as 
evidence of alleged unfair methods of, 
comerrition practiced by the Standard. |

More than this, some of the best men 
fn the United States setret service 
have been quiétly watching Mr. Roose- 
velt singe his arrival at Cairo and will | 
watch over him until hig arrive] in 
New York. - 

No more elaborate preparations for 
protection against assassinations: have 
ever been taken in Italy, even for the 
ezar of Russia, than have been taken 
in the case of Mr. Roosevelt, and the 
fame will be the case in all the coun- 
tries he travels in in Europe. 

Tt will be next to impossible for an 
assassin to get close enough to the 
president to harm him. 

It is belng said that Mr. Roosevelt 
is an extremely difficult person to 
guard. ~ He seems to be perfectly fear- 
Jessa, and when in Italy took chances 
which gave those to whom was in- 
trusted the task of looking out for 
his safety many an unhappy half hour. 
I understand, howcver, that both he 
and his son have been Induced to arm 
themselves with automatic revolvers, 
and in case of trouble they would be 
very likely to give a good account of 
themselves.

Mr. Jordan, in a card replying to 
recent statements of Mr. Watson in 
connection with the latter’s reply to 
Congressman ‘Howard, deals ‘with hig 
connection with the Cotton Journal 
Publishing Co. and the Southern Cot- 
ton Association, of which he was 
president. 

He follows with a statement that 
he proposes to present Mr. Watson’s 
“libelous accusations . . to. the 
grand jury of Fulton county, and let 
him present proofs to the courts to 
substantiate his charges, or stand 
convicted of being a common Har and 
slanderer.” 


Jordan's Reply to Watson. 


Mr. Jordan's reply to Mr. Watson 
is as follows: 

Editor Constitution: In your issue 
of the 14th inst., an article appeared 
from Mr. Thomas E. Watson, in his 
controversy with Hon. W. M. How- 
ard, in which Watson took occasion to 
go out of the way to execute one of 
his pyrotechnical slanders against me. 

I care nothing for Watson or his 
personal opinions. 

He has been charged with manufac- 
turing falsehoods so often within the 
past few months that it appears use- 
less to apply that epithet to any of his 
statements. 

So far as the public is concerned, I 
wish to say. that I did not organize 
the Cotton Journal Publishing Com- 
pany, which appears to give Watson 
so much concern. 

I did not own the company or in 
anywise contro! itstaffairs, nor wags it 
in any sense my paper. 

Tom Watson is the only man I ever 
heard of who runs a paper to person- 
ally exploit himself.

I served in the capacity of editor of 
the Cotton Journal for two years 
without any compensation, and resign- 
ed April 7, 1909. 

Was Under Cheatham. 


The business management of the 
company was under the direct charge 
of Mr. Richard Cheatham and a board 
of 19 directors, who owned nearly two- 
thirds of the cash capital of the com- 
pany, Mr. Cheatham being the largest 
stockholder. 

l can in no wise be held responsible 
for the management of the company 
when I never handied:a single dollar 
of the funds of the company, or in 
anywise conducted its business affairs. 

When I resigned the assets of the 
company were reported to be largely 
in excess of the liabilities, 

Watson came into the affairs of the 
company abeut thirty days after 1 had 
retired, and for about eight months 
thereafter the Cotton Journal contin- 
ued its publication and also the publi- 
cation of Mr. Watson’s two papers. 
Just how the directors and stockhold- 
ers of the company will handle the 
present situation, I am not advised. 

I am quite willing to stand for ev- 
ery act of mine during my entire 
life. 

To the Grand Jury. 


So. far as Watson is concerned, I 
shall hand his libelous accusations 
contained in a recent publication of 
his Weekly Jeffersonian to the grand 
jury of Fulton county, and let him 
present proofs to the courts to sub- 
stantiate his charges, or stand con- 
victed of being a common Har and 
Slanderer. 

Regarding the Southern -Cotton As- 
sociation, I wish to say, that the or- 
ganization is still intact in every state 
in the south, and that if the same 
conditions again arise which gave rise 
to its birth, the organization with its 
full power and influence will again 
be quickly felt in every portion of 
the civilized world. Its work is still 
quietly going forward, a)though its 
methods are not shouted from the hill 
tops. 

In conclusion, Watson states that 
he was suspicious of me.

TAFT SLNDS A LETTER 
TO THE SUFFRAGETTES 


Expressing Regret That the In- 
cident Occurred --- Daughters 
of the American Revolution 
to Meet This Week and They 
May Have a Fight Over Suf- 
frage. | 


By Constanee Carruthers. 

Washington, April 16.— (Special. )— 
The convention of the National Wom- 
en’s Suffrage Association which ended 
today and the National Congress of 
the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, which convenes on Monday, 
have brought more prominent women 
to this city than any other event -or 
events which have transpired in the 
Unitd States, and today the national 
capital would, if a census had been 
taken, have showed itself the tempo- 
rary abiding place of a large frac- 
tion of the well-known women of 
the land. 

As the suffragettes wound up their 
Stormy convention and clouds began 
to form heralding trouble in the ranks 
of the Daughters of the American Rev- 
olution, when their congress assem- 
bles on Monday, developments have 
come to pass which show the public- 
at-large that women are rapidly be- 
coming adept in the game of politics. 
The spirit.of progress has already: 
caused the formation of two sets of 
insurgents, one in the women’s suf- 


frage association, and the other in the | 


Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. The insurgents are formidéble 
in each organization. In the suf- 
frage association they defend the hiss- 
ing of President Taft, and in the 
Daughters of the Revolution they are 
fostering the movement to oust Mrs. 
Matthew Scott, thé president. 


Sighs of Relief. 


Among the members of the cabinet 
and congress there are many who 
feared that in some indirect way 
they might have been drawn into the 
suffrage controversy, and tonight 
there were audible sighs of relief 
marking the close of the convention. 
Even President Taft, whose presence 
gave rise to the trouble, evidenced 
a feeling of secret joy that the con- 
vention had drawn to a close. The 
president evidently feared that the 
continual stirring of the hissing in- 
cident would have some political ef- 
fect. 

It is feared and openly commented 
that the wives and daughters of con- 
gressmen and cabinet members might 
be drawn into the interesting suffrage 
fight, which, in turn, would involve 
the men. 

For a time it was actually feared 
that something might grow out of 
the Taft incident which would: be con- 
strued into a campaign matter, and 
might be an igsue in some of the 
State campaigns next fall, especially 
in the western states, where suffrage 
prevails. 

Taft Regrets Incident. 

Presidént Taft this afternoon sent a 
letter to Mrs. Frances S. Potter, presi- 
dent of the National American Suf- 
frage Association in reply to the let- 
ter of apology. which is received. In 
part, President Taft said: 

“TI regret the incident which oc- 
curred during my speech, not for per- 
sonal reasons, for I have no personai 
feeling on the subject at all, but be- 
cause much significance has been at- 
tached to it. It might be used in an 
unfair way to embarrass the leaders 
of your movement. I thank the organ- 
ization for the kindly and cordial 
tone of the resolutions submitted, and 
hope that the incident to which I re- 
fer may soon be forgotten.” 

Some of the bolder among the suf- 
frage insurgents are not regretful 
that the hissing incident took place. 
Their sentiments were expressed by 
Mrs. Harriet Stantcn Blatch, when 
she said: 

“When the president speaks views

AT WOODLAND 
Believed Colored nants Were ; 


Carried Away During Height 
of the Storm, 


MANY HOUSES WRECKED; 
PROPERTY DAMAGE HEAVY 


Two A., B. & A. Trains Are 
Wrecked---Depot Unroofed 
and Contents Ruined--Fish 
and Alligators Came Down at 
Columbus During Storm-Two 
Persons Hurt at Adairsville. 


Manchester, Ga., April 16.—(Special.) 
Six negro infants are missing, -carried 
away by the fury of the elements, it 
is supposed; a score of houses were 
wrecked and much property damaged 
in a cyclone which struck Woodland 
this afternoon. With but little warn- 
ing, lowering clouds wrapped the place 
in semi-darkness, and the storm broke 
in awful fury before the people had 
time to seek shelter or to prepare for 
rough weather. 

Accompanied by the usual muffled 
rumblings, torrents of rain and sheets 
of hail, driven by cyclonic winds,. fell 
for several minutes, and not until the 
cloud had lifted did the people realize 
that the town had been almogt com- 
pletely swept off the map. 

Troe _Freights Wrecked During Storm. 

A freight train standing on the sid- 
of the Atlanta, Birmingham and At-— 
lanti¢ tallroad Was blown ovet on the 
main line. A passing freight coming 
into the yard during the height of the 
storm crashed head-on into the storm- 
swept cars, as a result of which con- 
siderable damage was done to both 
trains. A wrecking train was sent from 
this place as soon as communication 
was established. Several hours were 
required in clearing the tracks. 

The roof of the Atlanta, Birmingham 
and Atlantic depot was blown off, the 
contents of the building, including of- 
fice records, furniture and freight in 
the warehouse, being water-soaked. 

Communication Cut Of. 

On account of interrupted communl- 
cation it was impossible tonight te 
learn the names of the people who lost 
their houses during the storm. It 
is reported here that several busitiess 
houses were blown down and that a 
majority of the houses in the business 
section were unroofed. Scarcely & 
building in the town escaped without 
some damage. It is stated that nearly 
every tree in the place was uprooted, 
many of them falling on dwellings and 
fences. Chimneys fared badly, and 
the hail broke window glass exposed 
to the storm’s wrath. 

The dwellings occupied by negroes, 
many of them frail and poorly built, 
fhred worst during the cyclone, and 
it was from a negro quarter that the 
six infants are supposed to have been 
lifted and carried away in the storm. 

Mothers Frantic With Grief. 

Frantic with grief, mothers of the 
missing children wrung their hands 
and moaned piteously in their frenzied 
grief. Search among the debris of the 
demolished houses failed to reveal 
bodies of the children, and it is be- 
lieved that they were lifted when tha 
houses Were wrecked.

I! EMPLOYEES 
OF ROAD KILLED 


When Antiquated Boiler 
Exploded. 


Accident Occurs on National 
Railway of Mexico at Mon- 
terey--Safety Valve Had Been 
Screwed Down---Guilty Par- 
ties Unknown. 


Monterey, Mex., April 16.—When an 
antiquated locomotive exploded in the 
yards of the National Railways of 
Mexico here early tcday, eleven em- 
Ployees of the road were blown into 
eternity. Two others were horribly 
injured, but it is expected that they 
will recover. 

The fatal 
safety valve on the engine, after it 
had been run out of the round house 
caused the explosion. .Engineer Mona- 
shan noted that his steam guage was 
not working properly after he left the 
round house, and a mechanic, identity 
unknown, climbed to the boiler deck to 
examine the safety valve. 

An instant later fragments of hu- 
man bodies and twisted bits of the 
ponderous engine were hurled high in 
the air. The front end of the boiler 
was blown more than a hundred feet 
down the track, leaving death in its 
wake. 

Today where the engine stood are 
three piles of wreckage; one the dis- 
mantleq boiler and great 8-inch shafts 
broken from their trucks, cab gone, 
tubes twisted and _ shriveled. The 
other two are bent and twisted masses 
steel sheets of metal half an inch in 
thickness crumpled like cardboard. 

This is the story the wreckage 
tells, but what really happened, who 
is responsible for the accident, if any 
one was, may never be known. Doubt- 
less there will be an investigation, and 
in apparent fear of this two men are 
reported to have departed hurriedly, 
though it is not stated there is any 
suspicion that either one is responsi- 
ble for the explosion.

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PRISON POET 
GETS. RELEASE 


John CarterWrote Poetry 
in Prison. 


Wide Attention Attracted by 
His Work---He Admits That 
Carter Is Not His Real Name 
---ls An Englishman of Good 
Birth, He States. 


St. Paul, Minn., April 16.—The young 
Englishman known as “John Carter,” 
who has served half of a 10-year 
sentence for burglary and whose case 
has attracted wide attention because 
of his poetic genius, was given his 
freedom by the state pardon board 
this afternoon. Carter will be released 
from Still Water penitentiary as soon 
as the papers are made out, which will 
be Monday morning. 

Pleas for Carter’s freedom were made 
by Judge J. W. Willis and Rev. L. R. 
§. Ferguson, of St. Paul. Telegrams 
and letters were read before the board 
from Robert U. Johnson, editor of The 
Century Magazine, and from _ other 
magazine editors. The young poet ad- 
mits “Carter’ is not his real name, but 
says he is an Englishman and of good 
family. He will not divulge his iden- 
tity. He says his poems, which have 
been published in a number of leading 
magazines and have attracted consid- 
erable attention, were written “to kill 
time and ease my unhappy thoughts.” 

According to a statement made be- 
fore the pardon board by Judge Wil- 
lis, Carter was less than 20 years old 
when the crime was committed. His 
father was in an asylum and John, 
who had been working in a bank and 
did not like the confinement, was sent 
to Canada by the family, who were in 
straighted circumstances, to learn 
farming. Being unable to secure 
steady employment, Carter started to 
“beat it” from Winnipeg to St. Paul, 
but during the night was put off the 
train at Karlstad, Minn. Having had 
nothing to eat for 86 hours, Carter 
broke into the railroad station and 
stole $24 and a silver watch. 

' He was captured, pleaded guilty 
and, having no attorneys, was given 
the maximum penalty of ten years. 

During his confinement, Carter has 
been employed. in the prison library 
cataloguin books and assisting in 
the publishing of the prison “Mirror.” 
He is also,a pianist and plays a clario- 
net in the prison band.

“Yes, it is true that an attempt was 
made to bribe me to drop this prosecu- 
tion. Toward the latter part of Feb- 
ruary IT was approached, but In such a 
way that I could not take action 
against the tool of the bribers. The 
propriety of making an arrest In this 
instance did not arise. I only wish it 
could. I was given to understand that 
I had but to drop the case and un* 
told riches would pour in upon me, ané 
from sources that could never ‘be 
traced. The public generally did not 
know of the existence of the National 
Packing Company, made-up of the 
great Chicago meat packers, nor had I 
more than an inkling of-it The re- 
sults of the investigation of the cold 
storage. methods led me to believe 
there was something wrorg. I contin- 
ued these investigations untfl I was 
satisfied that certain corporations and 
individuals were violating the law. 
The company was formed in 1903. I 
knew of its real significance only by 
surmise. The public knew little or 
nothing of it. It was incorporated by 
dummy incorporators, as I ascertained 
by delving into the records. But the 
records told their-own story after I 
had penetrated their depths, for the 
names of the real incorporators ap- 
peared on subsequent documents re- 
ferring to the corporations. Then 
the lItght dawned upon me and I real- 
ized what a gigantic task there was 
ahead of me. 

“But the names are all in the pub- 
lic records and those men I purpose to 
bring to New Jersey if I can, and I 
believe I shal! succeed.”

Washington, April 16—Progressive 
republican members of the house now 
face the most serious problem that has 
eonfronted them since the opening of 
this session of congress. They have 
to ascertain what are the legislative 
measures insisted on by the president 
that they may support such measures 
and thereby successfully stand the 
president's test of party regularity. 

Broadly stated, the “progressives” 
are behind the president. Time and 
again they have announced their loy- 
alty to him and to his legislative pro- 
gram, and they are prepared to make 
good this promise when called on for 
votes. But at present they are in the 
clouds of doubt and uncertainty as to 
just what the president’s legislative 
program may be. They can not get 
the information from the president. 
Emissaries from their camp to the white 
house have returned with the most 
general information and without defi- 
nite ideas for a guide to action. 

Speaker Cannon, in the meantime, is 
prodding them to the point where they 
are tempted to remove the chair from 
beneath him, no matter how serious 
may be the results on the president's 
legislative program. Cannon lieuten- 
ants are aiding and abetting their 
dJeader in his efforts to make it un- 
‘comfortable for the progressives in 
every way imaginable. 

The white house is silent, apparent- 
ly a disinterested and amused specta- 
tor of the doings of the opposing fac- 
tions on the hill. 

The Supposed Program. 

Generally it is known by the pro- 
gressives that the president Is insist- 
ing on railroad legislation, on con- 
servation legislation, on postal savings 
bank legislation, on injunction legisla- 
tion, and on statehood legislation. This 
information they have from the public 
utterances of the president; not from 
any private conferences with him. But 
the character of the legislation on any 
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one of these great subjects has not 
been indicated by the president, al- 
though there are many rumors of dis- 
satisfaction with the results of labors 
by the house members. 

President Taft, through his friends, 


has announced that he could not usurp. 


the rights of congress to draft legisia- 
tion. All he could do is to suggest the 
character of legislation he desires as 
designed to meet the demands and 
the needs of the people. It is left 
to congress to draft the legislation 
recommended and to put it in such 
form as will carry out the purposes 
for which it is enacted. 

Notwithstanding this announced po- 
sition taken by the president, there has 
come to the house and senate from the 
president’s cabinet officers, drafts of 
every piece of legislation desired. by 
the president. It is presumed that 
these drafts of legislation have the 
sanction if not the indorsement of the 
president. But as soon as they made 
their appearance, friends of the presi- 
dent hastened to assure all inquirers 
that the drafts were mere tentative 
plans to serve as a guide for the legis- 
lators and must not be considered as 
sacred and unchangeable. 

Ratfiroad Bill Massacred. 

The first of these bills to come from 
committee for consideration in the 
house and senate is the railroad bill. 
It is no exaggeration to say that the 
house bill could not be recognized by 
the president or his attorney general 
as the tentative draft they had framed 
and submitted for the action of the 
committee. The regular and progres- 
sive members alike jumped on the of- 
ficial draft and tore it to tatters. The 


may not satisfy the house in all de- 
tails, but it has a good chance of pas- 
sage, and the Wickersham bill could 
not have made the slightest headway. 

Threugh indirect and devious courses 
there now comes from the white house 
rumors that the house bill is in no way 
satisfactory to the president and must 
undergo many changes before !It can 
be put in shape to meet executive ap- 
proval. Accompanying this notice of 
disagreement with the house commit- 
tee’s work, is the thinly veiled threat 
that the house work is to go for 
naught, no matter what the character 
of the bill passed, and that the legisla- 
tion affecting railroads desired by the 
president will be written into a bill 
to be reported from a conference com- 
mittee of the two houses. 

Suspicions of Conference Plan. 

The progressive republicans look 
upon this plan with suspicion. This 
was the plen followed by the president 
with the tariff bill and the resultant 
law has not met their approval. In the 
conference on the tariff bill there was 
written into that measure the tax on 
corporation incomes. The house was 
given no cpportunity to consider this 
tax, or to debate its desirability.

Kentuckians Accused of Con- 
spiracy in Restraint of Inter- 
state Commerce Are Found 


to $1,000. 


Cincinnati, April 16.—Bight of the al- 
leged night riders of Grant county, 


Kentucky, on trial in the United States 
district court, at Covington, Ky., were 
found guilty by a jury today. Three 
others were acquitted. Fines ranging 
from $100 to $1,000 were assessed 
against the guilty by Judge Cochran, 
who released the men on their own 
recognizance, pending appeal to high- 
er courts. 

The top fine of $1,000 was inflicted 
upon John F. Speers, a member of Ken- 
tucky legislature. Perry Simpson, A. 
C. Webb, and Jere Carter were fined 
$500 each; Frank K. Conrad, H. L. Con- 
rad and R. Lee Conrad, $300 each, and 
John Caldwell, $100. Those acquitted 
were Marion Bennett, John Callender 
and Isaac N. Conrad. The jury was out 
less than three hours. 

The defendants convicted were al- 
leged to have interfered with inter- 
state commerce by “intimidating and 
persuading” W. T. Osborne, also a 
Grant county farmer, to withdraw 
from shipment a lot of tobacco con- 
signed to the Cincinnati market from 
the station at Dry Ridge, Ky. 

All of the men found guilty are 
prominent in their locality. 

‘The prosecution in these oases 
marked the first efforts on the part of 
the federal government to take a 
hand in dealing with alleged ‘Night 
Rider” outrages. 

All of the cases passed upon today

GERMANY PLANS 


Building Great Fleet of 
Fighting Air Ships. 


Fourteen Great Ships Now 
Built and Those at Present 
Under Construction Will 
Prove Important Factor in 
Case of War. 


Berlin, April 16.—(Special.)-—Ix is 
not alone in battleships and army 


corps that Germany is pressing to the 
front in preparation for the inevitable 


time when the sword must decide the 
question of Buropean, if not world, 
supremacy. 

From the time Count Zeppelin dem- 
onstrated the fact that he was not a 
visionary dreamer, but had solved the 
problem of aerial navigation, the Ger- 
man war office had never wavered in 
its faith that the dirigible airship 
would be a great if not a controlling 
factor in the next war in which the 
Fatherland should engage, and as a 
result the kaiser has at his disposal a 
fleet of fourteen aerial warships rang- 
ing from 140 to 453 feet in length, and 
with speed ranging from 21 to 3742 
miles an hour. There are nine more 
building, one nearly 500 feet long, and 
another having an estimated speed of 
50 miles an hour. 

Ten or a dozen factories and “dock- 
yards’ where airships are manufac- 


,

tured on systematic lines are at work. 


Twelve or fifteen permanent garages 
—several of them elaborately equip- 
ped ‘“stations’’—dot the frontiers, 
the proximity of the sea, and at in- 
land centers. A special battalion of 
nearly 1,000 officers, engineers and 
men, 
aerial navigation, is ready to “take the 
air.” Germany's great ordnance- 
makers, the Krupps and Ehrnhardts, 
are perfecting airship-destroying ar- 
tillery and experimenting with guns 
and explosives for offensive operations 
from a height. Airship meéeneuvers 
have become a regular feature of the 
army’s work. 

The army’s scheme of “aerial -de- 
fense’”’ contemplates a chain of per- 
manent stations which will eventually 
extend in.a sweeping semi-circle 
through the north and east. The idea 
is that Germany shall be fortified in 
the air along her entire French and 
Russian frontiers, and in the area 
flanking the sea. Every fortress 
within this ts to be provided with one 
or more vessels. At present military 
airship stations are standing at Metz, 
Cologne, Frankfort, Berlin, Friedrich- 
ehafen, and can accommodate two more 
vessels of the largest type. Gas-gen- 
erating plants are attached to the mil- 
itary airship stations, which are to be 
duplicated gradually at all strategic 
points as the “fleet” grows. 

While working hard on the offen- 
sive program, the defensive has not 
been neglected. 

Airship Destroyers. 

The Krupps have perfected three 
airship destroyers, one stationary field 
piece with an extreme range in height 
of 6,780 yards, another for mounting 
On an armored motor car with an ex- 
treme range of 6,890 yards, anda naval 
piece which will hurl a 40-pound pro- 
jectile to the enormous height 
12,600 yards. 


For all the Krupp guns a time-fuse | protest against the high cost of 


fs made. It is claimed that the fuse 
is perfectly safe to handle, yet so deli- 
cately adjusted that it will detonate 
the shell immediately on piercing the 
hull of an airship or balloon. The 
Krupp airship-destroying guns are also 
provided with tracers whereby the tra- 
jJectory can be followed by day or 
night. 

Germany is universally enthusiastic 
Over its “future in the air.” ‘Aerial 
navy leagues” already number hun- 
Sev- 
eral universities and technical colleges 
have established aeronautical] profes- 
The kaiser is encouraging 


aerial navigation. The richly-endowed 
“Motor Airship Study Society,” com- 
posed of millionaire captains of indus- 
try, is ready with unlimited funds to 
Support any aerial enterprise, airship 
or aeroplane, which promises to in- 
crease the Fatherland's prowess in the 
clouds. Both the _ seciety and the 
army are building aeroplanes of their 
own and of foreign systems, the Ger- 
man Wright Company having perfect- 
ed facilities for turning out five bi- 
planes a4 month at their works in Te- 
gel.

Vienna, April 16.—What. is regarded |” 


as a very important sequel to the re- 
gent vatican incident occurred after the 
lumcheon which Ambassador Kerens 
gave in honor of Colonel Roosevelt, 
when Mgr. Granito de Belmonte Pigna- 
telli, the papal nuncio accredited to 
the ‘Austrian court, in the full ecclesi- 
astical vestments of his office, accom- 
panied by his secretary, Mgr. Ressi- 
Btockalper, called upon the ex-presi- 
dent. 

After being presented by the Amer- 
{ean ambassador, the papal nuncio and 
‘Colonel Roosevelt withdrew. They 
talked together for twenty minutes, 
but what transpired it is impossible 
to state, ag both subsequently declined 
to give any information. 

Message From the’ Pope. 

It was assumed generally that the 
vatican incident was discussed and 
that the nuncio was the bearer of a 
Message from the pope, as the ambas- 
gador cannot divest himself of his of- 
ficial functions. | 

This, however, later was denied by 
Ambassador Kerens, who explained he 
had invited the nuncio to be present 
at the luncheon to meet the ex-presi- 
dent, but that official was unable to 
accept the invitation because no other 
member of the diplomatic corps was 
attending, and being desirous of seeing 
Mr. Roosevelt, he came after the 
Juncheon. When asked if it could be 
assumed that the papal nuncio was 
the bearer of a message from the vati- 
ean, the American ambassador replied: 


“It would be unfortunate to place, 


that construction upon the visit.” 

Another rumor which gained cur- 
rency, attributed the responsibility of 
the meeting to the emperor, the story 
running that the emperor, after meet- 
ing Colonel Roosevelt yesterday, was 
go greatly impressed with him per- 
-gonally that he telegraphed to the 
vatican advising some step that would 
put an end to the incident. There are 
good reasons to believe this version 
is entirely incorrect. J 

Emperor in Awkward Position. 

It is explained that the emperor 
himself is in an awkward position with 
the vatican over several matters, nota- 
bly regarding the visit he owes to’ 
the king of Italy and which he cannot 
make because if he went to Rome, 
Meither the pope nor the king would 
receive him if he called upon the 
other first. It is not considered like- 
ly, under these circumstances, that the 
emperor has intervened. 

Besides, Count Aehrenthal, the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian minister of foreign af- 
fairs, is on bad terms with the papal 
muncio, who, during the controversy 
over the school question several years 
ago, wrote a letter to a clerical organ 
charging the minister with misrepre- 
sentation.

The city council committee on elec- 
tric and other railways voted yester- 
day morning to make a favorable re- 
port on the petition of the Georgia 
Railway and Electric Company, which 
asked for a franchise to make cer- 
tain changes on the Washington and 
Central avenue lines. 

A G@elegation of citizens was present, 
some to oppose the granting of the 
franchise and others to favor it. 

Those who spoke for the franchise 
were Press Huddleston, W. C. Dodson, 
W. R. Shropshire and R. W. J. Gra- 
ham. Those who spoke against the 
franchise were C. H. Girardeau, Frank 
Wilby and Policeman Randall.

The Proposed Changes. 

The street car company asked _ to 
change its two lines that go out Wash- 
ington street to Grant park and out 
Central avenue to Lakewood. The lines 
now run as follows: 

Grant park line: Out Washington to 
Ormond and out Ormond to the park. 

The Lakewood line: Out Central ave- 
nue to Dodd, out Dodd to Pulliam, out 
Pulliam to Atlanta avenue, thence to 
Crew street. 

The new franchise already secured 


by the company allows it to lay a 
track from the corner of Pulliam and 
Little, then along Little to Crew and 
on Crew to Atlanta avenue. This will 
make a loop, and the plan was to use 
this new track for cars coming into 
town and the present Lakewood track 
for cars going to Lakewood. 

Now the company asked to double 
track Washington street and lay new 
tracks on that portion of Washington 
street from Ormond to Jefferson, and 
connect up along Jefferson street with 
the Lakewood line at Crew street. It 
is further proposed to continue the 
Central avenue line from the corner 
of Pulliam and Ormond streets along 
the latter until it connects with the 
Grant park line, at the corner of 
Washington and Ormond. 

To Change Two Routes. 

In other words, it is the intention of 
the car company to make the Central 
avenue line the Grant park route, and 
the Washington line the Lakewood 
route. 

Under the plan proposed all the 
tracks along Atlanta avenue and a 
part of Pulliam to Ormond street will 
be taken up. 

Mr. Arkwright made a talk for the 
granting of the petition, in which he 
said that his company was actuated 
solely by a desire to give the people 
in that section of the city a better 
street car service.

the republican, and William Jennings | 
Bryan, thrice the democratic nominee | 
for president of the United States. By ; 
his letter, read simultaneously at Jef- | 
ferson dinners in Indianapolis and 
Washington, Mr. Bryan showed that he' 
is still a factor to be reckoned with 
in democracy, and when he arrives in 
New York from Porto Rico he will | 
have a statement to make which will 
be listened to with similar interest 
that is attached to the forthcoming 
utterances of Colonel Theodore Roose- 
velt, 


Roosevelt to Tour West. 

It must be admitted that democrats 
must reckon with Bryan just as re- 
publicans must reckon with Roose- 
velt. The report that Mr. Roosevelt 
will make a tour of the west, deliver- 
ing addresses during the autumn cam- 
paign, attaches to his coming a more 
deep-rooted interest than formerly. 
The most important deliverance of the 
former president will likely be made 
before the National Conservation Con- 


gress in Kansas City in September. 
The National Conservation Congress 
has always been looked upon as a sort 
of underlying organization for the so- 


called “Back from Elba Club.” Gifford 
Pinchot is the moving figure in the. 
conservation congress. While Mr. Pin-| 
chot said that the congress would con- | 
vene in Kansas City, it is reported | 
here that the meeting place is not defi- | 
nitely decided upon. The cities of | 
Denver, St. Paul, Milwaukee, Chicago | 
and Kansas City have been mentioned ! 
this week, with the emphasis on Kan- 
sas City. 


A Diplomatic Stroke. 


A diplomatic stroke may result in 
invitations to President, Taft and Sec- 
retary Wilson to address the congress. 
Whether Ballinger will be called upon 
to express his views is not known; it 
is doubtful, however. 

Whilst the broad and national situ- 
ation is being reviewed, we must keep 
an eye upon the bubbling cauldron in 
Washington. The strings of the fights 
in the insurgents’ states center here 
now, and Washington will continue to 
be the center of the political mael- 
strom until congress adjourns. 


Pacts to Oust Cannon. 


It is reported that the insurgent re- 
Ppublicans have been making secret 
pacts with the democrats to oust 
Speaker Cannon, but this is more or 
less of an absurd suggestion. The in- 
surgents are ready to align themselves 
with the democrats upon occasions, but 
they are still republicans in spirit, no 
matter what the provocation might be. 

Speaker Cannon, rather than fight- 
irg to hold his official position, seems 
now to be urging ouster proceedings. 
The speaker seems to think that if the 
insurgents are successful in havng 
him deposed as speaker before his 
term expires, they will be discredited 
as party men. The fight on Cannon 
will not culminate until the present 
session draws a little nearer to a 
close. There is a rare possibility that 
the next session may dawn with a new 
®peaker in the house, but this ig a 
hazardous assumption. 


A Remarkable Situation. 

The situation which now presents it- 
self is the most remarkable in the 
history of the United States. We are 
passing through the evolution right 
now. The speaker ig derided for his 
treatment of progressive republicans: 
he is taxed with the tariff, ana is 
blamed for defending capitalistic in- 
terests. Cannon and the tariff may 
not only be the issues next fall, but 
in 1912 as well. However, Cannon 
can scarcely be blamed much for the’ 
extravagance of federal expenditures, 
and he has not yet been accused of 
bringing about the high cost of living, 
although he has been held responsi- 
ble for about everything else in the 
political calendar. 

The reports which are being made 
from New York, Ohio, Indiama, Minne- 
sota, Nebraska, KanS8as, Texas, Oregon, 


California and other western states, 
indicate that the campaign will be 
more than interesting. The report 
has it that Frank Hitchcock and the 
national republican committee will di- 
nect the republican campaign. Presi- 
dent Taft will play an important rule, 
as will other of the national] leaders. 
Banmard to Succeed Hughes. 

In New York state there is talk now 
that the republicans may run Otto 
Bannard for governor to succeed Gov- 
ernor “Hughes. The republican party 
in New York state is facing the most 
serious situation in its career. Gov- 
ernor Hughes has flatly refused to run 
again, and a new legislative investiga- 
tion has been ordered, which will, if 
rumors are correct, uncover some gsen- 
sational scandal just in the heat» of 
the campaign. 

Getting back to the center of things 
against, President Taft finds himself 
in a vortex of perplexities. While his 
legislative platform has been held up, 
he has become the target for volleys 
of criticism. He must make an im- 
portant selection to fill the vacancy 
On the bench of the supreme court,

[Reports of Frauds With- 


- out Grounds. 


New Orleans, April 16.—That reports 
of fraud in the weighing of sugar at 
the port of New Orleans were without 
grounds and that the government had 
not lost a penny in this connection was 
the gist of the report which Assistant 
Attorney General W. T. Denison late 
today: placed in the hands of the 
United. States grand jury in this city. 
Mr. Denison was one of the govern- 
ment’s. special attorneys in the sugar 
fraud cases in New York, and has been 
in charge of the investigation insti- 
tuted here by Attorney General Wick- 
ersham and the secretary of the treas- 
ury. 

New Orleans Weighing Correct, 

“The figures at New Orleans show 
that the government sugar weighing 
yhere has been for ten years on the 
basis of correctness, which it never 
anywhere nearly appeared at any re- 
finery in New York until after’ the 
frauds were ‘exposed and the condi- 
tions revolutjonized,’”’ said Mr. Denison. 

“With the aid of Messrs. Waters, 
Dubois and Taylor, the custom house 
experts who aided us in unearthing 
the New York frauds, I have made a 
complete examinaticn of the sugar 
companies’ books and the custom house 
records, ecovering every cargo im- 
ported since January, 1901. The re- 
sult is totally different from that dis- 
closed by the similar examination 
made by us in New York. 

Weights Higher Than Merchants. 

“Here in New Orleans, in the large 
majority of cargoes, the government’s 
weights were even hégher than the 
weights of the merchants selling the 
sugar to the company, the govern- 
ment’s being an excess amount which 
would be accounted for by the differ- 
ence between the Spanish pound and 
the avoirdupois pound. In the com- 
paratively few instances where the 
government weights were less than 
the selling weights, the differences 
were only such as might occur between 
any different scales and different 
weighers; and even in these instances, 
the government weights were still 
higher than the private refinery 
weights. 

“In New York, at al] the refineries 
for vears prior to the discovery of 
the frauds in 1907, the government's 
weights were invariably far below 
the merchants’ and refinery weights. 

Wants Reports Refuted. 

“After the discovery .of the frauds 
in New York, the government’s weights 
there began to run slightly larger 
than the other weights and reached 
a level identical with the level they 
have maintained at New Orleans all 
the time.

Washington, April 16.—(Special.)— 
The administration of Mrs. Matthew 
T. Scott, president general of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion, was indorsed and her action in 
dismissing, without the authority of 
the board, a clerk at headquarters, 
was upheld by the national board of 
the organization this morning. 

The discharge of Miss Agnes Gerald 
has stirred up a bitter fight among the 
daughters and, the anti-administration 
faction has made much of it. It will 
be heard from at the national con- 
gress, which meets Monday. 

Miss Mary R. Wilcox, corresponding 
secretary general, sent an open letter 
to the regents of the various chapters 
throughout the country, protesting 
against this action of Mrs. Scott as 
opposed to the declaration of inde- 
pendence, the constitution of the 
United States: and of the _ order. 
Further she charged that it was 
against the divine law and cited chap- 
ter vii. of Zachariah, verse 10: 

“And oppress not the widow, nor 
the fatherless, the stranger nor the 
poor and let none of you imagine evil 
against his brother in your hearts.” 

Miss Wilcox Censured. 

In addition to a resolution indors- 
ing Mrs. Scott's administration and 
pledging the loyalty of the board 
members, the board adopted another 
resolution, censuring Miss Wilcox for 
sending out the above letter. 

“The insurgents expected nothing 
else from the board,” said Miss Wii- 
cox, “and the questian will. be fought 
out in the national congress.” 

“The action of Miss Wilcox was the 
most outrageous insult ever perpetrat- 
ed upon the dignity of a superior of- 
ficer,” was the comment of Mrs. Don- 
ald McLean, of New York, former pres- 
ident general of the daughters, and 
possibly the most influential member 
of the organization. 

Mrs, Wilcox, when asked for a re- 
ply to Mrs. McLean’s condemnation, 
tartly replied: 

“Was the revolt of the colonists 
against the tyranny of King George an 
insult to the dignity of a supreior of- 
ficer, or was it merely a declaration 
of independence against autocratic and 
insufferable policies? 

“I wish to say that the stand I have 
taken, and the stand all the antis have 
is not against Mr# Scott or any other 
person. It fs against a violation of 
the constitution by president general. 
Our point is a legal, . and not a per- 
sonal one.”

ed in any way by furnishing the in- 
formation required. There need be no 
fear that any disclosure will be made 
regarding any individual person or his 
affairs. For the due protection of the 
rights and interests of the persons 
furnishing the information every em- 
ployee of the census bureau is pro- 
hibited, under heavy penalty, from dis- 
closing any information which may 
thus come to his knowledge.’

Great Building Trades 
Lockout in Germany. 


Employers: Locked Out the 
Men, Alleging Intolerable De- 
mands on the Part of the Lat- 
ter---Labor Unions Prepare to 
Support Idle Men. 


Berlin, April 16—The building trades 
lockout, which already has made a 
quarter of a million of workmen idle, 
appears to be the beginning of a long 
Struggle affecting many divisions of 
the national industry. The employ- 
ers have locked out the men in an ef- 
fort to put an end once and for al! 
to what they regard as the intolerable 
demands of the latter. 

Workmern Accused. 

The employers declare that the 
workmen have been pursuing for sev- 
eral years a policy of forcing higher 
wages and shorter hours by bringing 


about local strikes tn various cities, 
thus securing occasional agreements 


| which they would be unable to obtain 


through concerted action. 

They also say that the time has 
come when employers must stand to- 
gether to hold their position against 
their employees. The general em- 
ployers’ organization, which includes 
representatives of every German in- 
destry, is firmly supporting the 
lockout and already has voted sever- 
al million marks for the aid of the 
master builders. The organization 
apparently purposes to supply the sin- 
ews of war so long after the lockout 
continues. : 

To Support Idle Men. % 

The labor unions, too, had been 
making preparations for the loekout, 
and planned to support their idle mem- 
bers. The general managers of the 
socialist organs, which comprise by 
far the largest part of the organized 
builders, have decided to attempt no 
assistance for the first two weeks. Ow- 
ing to the huge proportions of the 
lockout, it will be an extremely dif- 
ficult problem for the labor unions 
to secure sufficient contributions to 
maintain their members and their 
families through a proionged period 
of enforced idleness. 


DANGER OF A SPLIT 
IN RANKS OF MINERS 


President Lewis Bars Agree- 
ments With Individua 
Operators. 


Pittsburg, April 16.—By adopting a 
resolution today to sign the wage scale 
with individual operators, District 
No. 5 hag practically been served with 
notice by President T. L. Lewis that 
the international executive board has 
no authority to recognize such resolu- 
tion and there is danger tonight of 
there being a split among the miners, 
according to Lewis, if the resolution 
is put into effect. : 

When National President Lewis 
heard of the action he issued the fil- 
lowing statement: 

‘The Cincinnati special convention 
clearly specified the basis of wage con- 
tracts and no provision was made for 
signing of the contracts with individu- 
al operators. If this resolution is put 
through it will mean a serious division 
in the ranks of the miners. The inter- 
national executive board has no au- 
thority to sanction such a step. I will 
be at the convention Monday to learn 
if the termg of the resolution are to be 
carried out.”

Charges Against Sheriff. 

Montgomery, Ala., April 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Papers in the impeachment 
case against Sheriff Latham, of Tus- 
caloosa, are being sent out by Clerk 
Robert F. Ligon, of the supreme court. 
The action grows out of the charge 
by the grand jury of his county that he 
was rendering himself unfit for ser- 
vice by being drunk. The grand jury 
indictment, if it may be called such, is 
as follows: “In discharge of our du- 
ties as @ grand jury, we findgand do 
hereby report, that Edward E. tham, 
as the sheriff of Tuscaloosa County, 
state of Alabama, ought to be im- 
peached and removed from said office 
for and on account of wilful neglect 
of the duties of the office, for and on 
account of his habitual drunkenness 
and intemperance in the use of intoxi- 
cating liquors to such extent, in view 
of the dignity of the office and im- 
portance of its duties, as unfits him as 
such sheriff for the discharge of such 
duties.”

Secretary's AssistantWit- 
ness Before Committee. 


Finney Did All He Could to 
Protect the Secretary, but 
Was Forced to Make Admis- 
sions That Hurt---He Tells of 
White House Conference. 


Washington, April 16-——E. 0. Finney, 
assistant to the secretary of the inte- 
rior, occupied the stand throughout 
both sessions of the Ballinger-Pinchot 
investigation committee today. Most 
of the time was taken up in cross-ex- 
aminations by Attorney Brandeis, rep- 
resenting Louis R. Glavis,and Attorney 
Pepper, chief counsel for Mr. Pinchot. 

Because of his long service in the in- 
terior department, Mr. Finney proved 
to be a prolific witness, in that Mr. 
Brandeis wag enabled to get into the 
record much technical testimony as to 
the general course of business in the 
land office. The attorney spent much 
time on the various methods of pass- 
ing land claims through the various 
divisions to patent. 

The Hearing Dragged. 

This line of questioning proved 
rather tedious and the hearing drag- 
ged perceptibly. 

The absence of so many members of 
the committee prevented a ruling to- 
day on the request of Mr. Brandeis 
that he be allowed to defer a general 
cross-examination of subordinate of- 
,ficials of the interior department unt}! 
after he has had an Opportunity to 
question Mr. Ballinger himself. A de- 
cision probably will be reached when 
the sessions are resumed next Friday. 

Mr. Brandeis drew from Mr. Finney 
the Statement that in the memoran- 
dum submitted to the attorney genera] 
with a request for an interpretation 
of the new Alaskan coal land law of 
1908, the Cunningham ciaims were ex- 
cepted. 

“Then, why?” asked the attorney, 
“does Secretary Ballinger say in a let- 
ter to Miles C. Moore, one of the Cun- 
ningham claimants, that he is referring 
the matter to the attorney general?” 

Witness Was Mistaken. 

“I didn’t write that letter,” replied 
the witness. 

“But didn’t you say yesterday that 
you wrote it?” 

“I said I wrote two of the letters 
that were sent to Governor Moore. I 
was mistaken ag to this one. This is 
not the one that I wrote.” 

Attorney Pepper had not concluded 
his cross-examination when the com- 
mittee adjourned.

Mr. Finney said he wrote these let- 
ters.

“Mr. Finney,” said Mr. Pepper, “why 
didn’t you say in your replies that the 
real] reason for the restorations was 
the fact that Secretary Ballinger did 
not believe the withdrawals had been 
legal?” 

Conference at White House. 

“Because there had been a confer- 
ence at the white house, and Mr. Bal- 
‘linger had decided to withdraw the 
lands.”

The Question of Taxation. 


(Hon. John E. Lamb, on “Tax Dodg- 
ing.” in Norman E. Mack's National 
Monthly for March.) 

There is one fact which stands out 
like a challenge; the wealth of this 
country does not pay its just shares 
of the governmental expenses. That 
fact is recognized today by the en- 
lightened and right thinking states- 
manship of the republic. Whether we 
shall tax wealth through the so-called 
corporation tax, or rather resort to the 
income tax as other nations do, is the 
alternative presented to the people. 
The name ‘corporation tax’ smacks of 
the taxation of the wealthy, and makes 
its appeal to the thoughtless, who fail 
to realize the deep injustice done to: 
thousands of men, women and children 
of modest income. The advocates of 
such a tax fail to take into considera- 
tion the well-known fact that many 
men, in the hope of placing their com- 
Paratively small accumulations in a 
Safe investment that will net their 
families a living income after they are 
gone, secure stock in corporations. 
They fail to consider that a majority 
of the stockholders in great and 
wealthy corparations are not possessed 
of world’s goods beyond the average, 
and that the special corporation tax 
consequently works an injustice and a 
hardship upon thousands of men, wom- 
en and children who are not able to 
bear the,added burden. It is clearly 
unfair ana un-American to subject to 
@ special tax the man whose scanty 
savings are invested in corporation 
etock, while his next door neighbor, 
With an annual income of many thou- 

nds of dollars, is exempted from the 
added burden because he is not con- 
mected with a corporation, no matter 
how vast his accumulations. 

The theory of the special tax ig that 
the men So taxed are better able than 
their neighbors to bear the extra bur- 
den. In most of the civilized countries 
of the world his capacity to bear the 
extra burden is rightly judged by the 
income of the citizens. It is a mockery 
to assume or pretend that the man 
whose annual income approximates 
$50,000, and is not subjected toa

“Bat” Masterson Tells 
His Reasons. 


Johnson Only Bluffing--Noth- 


cate That He Will Whip Jef- 
fries--White Man Gamest of 


Two. 


By W. P. (Bat) Masterson. 

New York, April 16.—As the sporting 
public of the entire English-speaking 
world is busily engaged just now in 
figuring out the winner of the Jeffries- 
Johnson fight, I'll also venture a few 
remarks on this all-absorbing subject. 
Every man has his own idea about the 
contest. Some favor + Jeffries, while 
others are strong for the negro. Some 
even go so far as to assert that the 
whole thing is a frame-up in which 
the public is to be victimized. It may 
be noted, however, that those who be- 
lieve that the negro will win base their 
opinion on the fact that Jeffries is all 
in as a fighter and will never be able 
to get himself in shape to fight in any- 
thing like the form he showed when he 
retired from the ring five years ago. 
This seems to furnish the chief reason 
for regarding Johnson as the winner. 
Were they satisfied that Jeffries could 
“come back” as they call it, he no doubt 
would win; but he can’t and there you 
are. Anyhow this is what the Johnson 
followers think. 

I found, too, during the last six 
weeks, traveling about the country, 
many boxing enthusiasts whose judg- 
ment of the fighting game cannot be 
questioned, who intend to back the 
negro with their money. Also quite 
a number who seemed to think that 
Jeffries at no time during his career 
had more than even chances with the 
black man. Although those who enter- 
tain this opinion are not as numerous 
as the Jeffries followers, I ~ found 
enough of them to make a big noise. 
with few exceptions, however, all be- 
lieve the fight will be on the leveL 
Those who assume or pretend to as- 
sume that the fight is a frame-up, 
furnish a@ small minority, I’m glad to 
Say. 

Battle on Its Merits. 

As for my personal opinion, I be- 
lieve the battle will be contested on 
its merits. Also that Jeffries will win. 
I believe I’m in a position to know as 
much about the inside workings of the 
battle as anyone and I've discovered 
nothing so far to warrant the belief 
that the battle is a prearranged affair. 

In the first place, I don’t believe the 
fight could be fixed, and stay fixed, if 
all concerned were in on the deal. My 
reason for thinking so is that neither 
of the principals would trust the other, 
both would be looking for the double 
cross the first time an opportunity pre- 
sented itself to hand it out, and the 
probability is that is exactly what 
would happen. 

Besides, where is the man who 
knows Jeffries who will believe that he 
would stall with the negro, and [’ll 
venture that no one acquainted with 
Johnson will believe that he would 
trust Jeff, even though he did agree to 
stall. Jeff is aware that Johnson would 
knock his head off the first chance he 
got, no matter what arrangements had 
been made, and this can scarcely be 
doubted. This is why I think the fight 
will be on the level. 

Jeffries Will Win. 

I have many reasons, too, for believ- 
ing that Jeffries will win. In the first 
place, he will, unless all signs fail, be 
in excellent condition when he enters 
the ring. He is more powerful] than 
the negro, a much harder hitter and 
without doubt a gamer man. As for 
cleverness and speed, I believe he’ll 
display as much of both, if not more, 
than the black champion at the critical 
point. Jeff has shown that he can take 
punishment and maintain his strength. 

I can find nothing in Johnson's rec- 
ord to justify the opinion that he will 
give Jeffries a hard fight, even if the 
latter is no more than half as good as 
he was when ha retired from the ring. 

In my opinion Johnson is only bluf- 
fing. He has no more idea that he will 
beat Jeffries handily than I have. To 
be frank about it, I doubt very much 
if he believes that he will whip Jeff 
at all. If he does he must have some- 
thing up his sleeve which he has so far 
failed to show the public. 


Christine Nilsson Was a Re- 
markable Actress. 


(From “Some Musical Recollections of 
Fifty Years.” by Richard Hoffman, in 
the April Scribner. 

It is true that many singers and 
musicians of note had come and gone 
in the interval since Jenny Ling and 
Thalberg, but there had been none 
since these whose reputation and ad- 
vent had awakened such lively inter- 
est as that aroused by the engagement 
of Christine Nilsson. Great prepara- 
tions were made for her receptfon. 
Professor R. Ogden Doremus, who at

Nilsson at a reception which 
he gave In her honor at his house, then

It was dur- 
ing this entertainment that the Phil- 
harmonic Orchestra tendered her a 
serenade and offered the Swedish 
singer a welcome to America. This 
house, which has long since disap- 
peared, stood far back from the street, 
and the gardens in front afforded an 
excellent vantage-ground for the or- 
chestra to station itself. I was pres- 
ent on this occasion, and recall with 
pleasure the charming and affable 
manners of Mile. Nilsson, who made a 
most agreeable impression on every 
one. She was at this time tall and 
graceful, with an abundance of blonde 
hair, made more striking by her dark 
eyebrows and deep-set gray eyes. She 
had just come.from the Grand Opera 
fn Paris, where she had created the 
parts of Mignon and Ophelia in these 
operas of Ambroise Thomas, and her 
conception of Marguerite in “Faust” 
and of Valentine in the “Huguencts” 
was superlatively fine. We have rare- 
ly, if ever, had a finer actress on the 
operatic stage, whose divas up to this 
time had seldom developed great his- 
trionic ability. Grisi,itistrue, and her 
moments of dramatic power in 
“Norma” and the “Huguenots,” but 
Nilsson might have won fame without 
her musical gifts by her splendid im- 
personations in tragedy and melo- 
drama.

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JUAN VARGAS, 114 YEARS OLD, 
HAS A REMARKABLE HISTORY 


San Antonio, Texas, April 16.—(Spe- 
cial.)—There is only one wish left 
Juan Vargas, 114 years of age and the 
oldest man in the United States, and 
that is that he may be spared to see 
the 16th of September, the day on 
which Mexico will celebrate the 100th 
anniversary of her independence. To 
that date he would lIfke to live and 
smoke a few cigarettes, for life with- 
out the weed to the true Oaxaquena is 
unthinkable. After that the old man 
will not care what happens—there is 
so little, says he, that can keep one 
of his age and infirmities interested 
in life and its kaleidoscopic changes. ~* 

For seventy years now Juan Vargas 
has lived in this city and before that 
he spent forty-four years in’ his na- 
tive Mexico—in Oaxaca, the country to 
which the Aztecs fled after they had 
been conquered and dispersed by the 
Spanish under Hernando Cortez. Old 
Juan 1s, of course, an Aztec, for it is' 
very doubtful whether he would have 
reached the great age that is his. 
Down in Oaxaca the mothers raise 
none but pure bloods and even the 
slightest infusion of Spanish or other 
foreign blood is looked upon as a pol- 
lution. The Mayan Indian—as they 
are now called—are as race-proud to- 
day as they were when the Monte- 
zumas held court in the city in the 
middle of the lake and when thou- 


sands of them on the great feast days 
ascended the teocalli to have their 
living hearts torn from quivering 
bodies with nary a sound to punctuate 
the drama. 

In the mountains of Oaxaca, where 
President Diaz comes from, as the old 
man remarks with a great show ‘of 
pride, Juan Vargas was born on Jan- 
vary 1, 1796. In early youth he be- 
came a warrior, although he did at 
first no more than carry provisions 
for the men. The old Mayar Indians 
and the Zapotecans were still at war 
with the Aztecs, who had invaded their 
territory and against whom they owed 
many old grudges, for on these people 
Montezumas had ‘made war for .cen- 
turies and thousands of them had been 
carried off to end their lives on the 
sacrificial stone at the feet of Hulitzl. 
War, then, was the only training Juan 
had. Schooling; he did not have any, 
for the first thing the Spaniards would 
do would be to establish a school in 
Oaxaca. 

But Juan’s early training served 
him and his country In good stead. To 
the little Oaxacan pueblo there came 
rumors that the hated Spaniards would 
be at last driven from the country 
and that the Aztecs might once more 
come into power. Juan went to 
Mexico City in 1808 and in the follow- 
ing year he was one of the patriots 
who served to fan the fires of revolu- 
tion and of freedom under Padre Hi- 
dalgo. He was one of those who 
shouted “Viva Mexico, viva libertad” 
when Padre Hidalgo raised aloft the 
banner of revolt in the pulpit of the 
little chapel at Dolores on September 
15, 1810. 

After Padre Hidalgo had been shot 
Juan decided to return to his ever- 
green hills in tropical Oaxaca, the 
revolutionary fervor in him had sub- 
sided principally because libertad and 
Mexico stood not for a regime purely 
Aztec, but for that of a race of men 
who had been produced by the contact 
of the natives and the Spanish con- 


quistadores. Juan realized that the 


old days of glory would never return, | 
and for that reason there was no spe-' 
cial need for him to assist in the crea- ; 


tion of a new order of things that 
might and might not benefit his peo- 
pie. But on his way home he was 
seized by the troops of the Spanish 
king and pressed into service. As 
soon as he could he escaped, was re- 
captured subsequently, escaped again 
and was once more préssed into the 
Spanish forces. 

A few years later he fought now for, 


then against, Iturbide, as exigencies 


demanded, and returned again to his 
mountains in Oaxaca in 1821, .when 
Iturbide had established himself as 
emperor in Mexico. Nine years later 
he came to San Antonio and in 1836 
he heard there the shout, “Muert a los 
Tejanos” (Death to the Texans), and 
saw the city deserted and the Alamo 
in ruine after its Texan defenders 
had been put to-the sword by Santa 
Anna, March 6, 1836. Again he had 
been pressed into service, this time 
to serve as a menial. 

Since then Juan Vargas has lived in 
San Antonio. He has never traveled 
o ne railroad, only twice on a street; 
ear, and has always had his quota of 
gruel] and corn mush, the only things | 
he has eaten now for many years. 
Peppery food and fiery liquor he no 
longer consumes, ang the only stimu- 
lant he now takes is coffee. He says 
that he has never been abstemious in 
either eating, drinking or smoking, 
and that hig long life is due to racial, 
rather than individual traits, a con- 
tention supported by the fact that the 
Indians of Oaxaca are remarkably 
long-lived. ~— 

Juan Vargas is, of course, poor. Like 
all of hig people, he has been improvi- 
dent. Had he held all the property

Drastic Proposals Before 
Parliament. _ 


Object of McLaren’s Bills Is to 
Secure for Women a Share 
in the Property of Their Hus- 
bands--Features of ‘““Woman’s 
Charter.” 


London, April 16.—One of the objects 
of eight bills affecting the position of 
women which Sir Charles McLaren will 
introduce in the house of commons is 
to secure for wives a share in the 
property of their husbands. 

The proposals state that a wife who 
devotes her whole time to housekeep- 
ing and the care of the children shall 
have a claim on her husband during 
his life, and on his estate after his 
death, for a sum calculated-on a scgle 
not exceeding the wages of a housé- 
keeper in her station of life, provided 
she has not received any other per- 
sonal allowance. 

A wife shal! also be a creditor for 
the amount on her husband's estate 
in case of his bankruptcy. . 

In case of dissolution of the mar- 
riage or separation, it is laid down 
that a wife shall be entitled -to’ pay- 
ment for past services on this scale. 
should payment not have been maée 
during the marriage Where the wife 
is a wage-earner, she shall not be ie- 
gally Mable for the support of her hus-’ 
band or of his children unless her 
earnings or the income of her property 
exceed the minimum necessary for. her 
support. 

Among other proposals contained in 
the bilis are the following:. 

Wives who work jointly in the same 
business as their husbands shall be re- 
garded as partners. 

Fathers and mothers shall be joint 
guardians of their children. 

All universities or institutes deriving 
money from the state shall be open to 
women. 

Votes for women and heavier pun- 
ishment.for brutal husbands are fea- 
tures of this “‘women’s charter.”

The young 
feliow who plays upon a team, instead 
of buying his own suit, -as we did a 
generation ago, and chipping in a cer- 
tain modest sum to purcnase bats and 
balls, finds everything pought for him. 
Boys who have come trom modest 
homes suddenly find themselves living 
at a rate which they never before im- 
agimned: From the ample receipts of 
the athletic-committee, expensive suite 
and, 8weaters are furnished in profus- 
icn.

Educational Activity. 


' Some of these endowments have been, 


completed; others are well on the way, 
and the whole indicates an educational 
activity which was expressed in every 
department of education reported from 
Georgia at the conference. The report 
furnished by the state commissioner 
of education, Hon. Jere M. Pound, in- 
dicates the marked progress in the 
common schoo! system of the state, es- 
pecially in the rural districts; in- 
creased appropriation for better schools 
was reported, and an advance in the 
system of secondary education. 
University Extension Work. 

As the program of the general con- 
ference hinged On agricultural educa- 
tion, it was interesting to know what 
Georgia had accomplished in that new 
department of the university extension 
work of the agricultural college. Pro- 
fessor Hite, of the university, direetor 
of this work, in an interview with the 
correspondent of The Constitution, 
stated: ed 

“The extension work is reaching out 
in every direction and to the remotest 
corner of the state, to help the furmer 
and his dependencies. The work is 
unquestionably the greatest- of the 
kind being undertaken in the south, 
and promises immediate relief to the 
farming classes in Georgia. The adult 
farmers are now being reached through 
itinerant agricultural schools, confer- 
ences for farmers and their wives, 
short courses for farmers, farmers’ in- 
stitutes, correspondence course and spe- 
cial lecturers.

A School for Home Makers. 

In line with this thought continually 
[expressed in all conferences where 
farm life is discussed, that the home 
and the educational institution must be 
closely related, made most timely at 
the conference at Little Rock, the 
prominent place on the program as- 
signed Doctor L. D. Harvey, president 
of the Home-makers School of Stout 
Institute, Menomonie, Wisconsin. Stout 
Institute, representing a wonderful 
story of a group of educational insti- 
tutions, separate and yet directly re- 
lated in the plan on which they are 
developed, was represented not only by 
[the president, Doctor Harvey, but by 
| the man who has made the experiment 
| possible, ex-United States Senator 
' Stout, who has established and mag- 
nificently endowed the institute bear- 
ing his name. 

Doctor Harvey's address at the con- 
ference, however, bore directly on the 
school for home-makers. 

“We have multiplied, and are still 
multiplying, 
the purpose of training individuals for 
skill in the professions, in the shop, 
on the farm, because we have recog- 
nized and are still realizing more fully 
day by day the necessity of intelli- 
genge and skill in action, both mental 
and motor, for what we deem success 
in life,’’ said Doctor Harvey. ' 

“Money is appropriated lavishly by 
the general government, by the state, 
and by local committees for the estab- 
lishment of agricultural schools and 
experiment stations, through whose 
agencies farmers are taught how to 
improve their breeds of hogs, horses 
and other domestic animals, and thou- 
sands of dollars are expended annually 
in teaching them how to feed those 
animals properly, how to prevent dis- 
ease, and how to treat disease when it 
appears, and the proper modes of car- 
ing for and sheltering these animals. 
But while we do this, we leave the 
most important work in the world, 
that of the rearing of children to un- 
skilled labor. We also leave the other 
scarcely less important activities of 
the woman in the home to be carried 
on by her in a haphazard way, and 
without special study or training that 
would fit her to perform them with the 
greatest efficiency. We have not 
thought it necessary to provide the 
same means of fmstruction for the 
woman in the rearing of her children 
and in the discharge of other responst- 
bilities, that we have for the farmers 
in the breeding and rearing of their 
hogs and cattle, and for the workman 
for sKill in his work.” 

Dr. Harvey outlined the principle, 
scope and progress of the schoo) at 
Menomonie, which stands as a splendid 
| lllustration of the most practical and 
useful form of education for the aver- 
(age woman. 

Dr. Soule’s Address. 

Dr. Soule’s address was one of the 
ablest made at the conference. It was 
the principal feature of the evening 
program of the fourth session of the 
conference and dealt with the complex 
phases of our present agricultural 
probleme. 

The value of an efficient rural popu- 
lation is not appreciated as it should 
be, Dr. Soule argued, for if it were the 
most liberal endowment of agricultural 
education would take place immedi- 
ately. Of the city’s interest in rural 
efficiency he said: 

“The city boasts of a great new in- 
dustry; ft represents an investment of 
a million dollars and employs a thou- 
sand hands and pays a.wage of $364,- 
000 a year. It is indeed a great in-

These same city 
fathers, however, would hesitate to 
make an investment or to perform any 
service for the farmers in their com- 
munity under the mistaken idea that it 
is not worth while. Suppose, however, 
in a given county containing 260,000 
acres of arable land, 40,000 are devoted 
to cotton. On the basis of the aver: 
age yield at present of 200 pounds of 
lint cotton per acre, the yield would 
be 16,000 bales, which at $75 would be 
worth $1,200,000. If the yield were in- 
creased to one bale per acre the 40,000 
bales at $75 would be worth $3,000,000, 
a difference in net revenue to the city 
and surrounding country of $1,800,000. 
Since most of this money would be ex- 
pended in the town, is it not worth 
while for the city, even from a strictly 
business point of view, to take a defi- 
nite interest in the matter of agricul- 
tural education, and in the upbuilding 
of the rural community by which it is 
surrounded? 

‘T call attention to the fact that 
agricultural education is after all a 
universal problem, and that the city 
which strives so for industry is to be 
commended only in proportion as it 
strives also for the development of the 
surrounding country, for in the build- 
ing up of this community there is 
more definite benefit to be derived on 
the part of the city than in the loca- 
tion of several great industries.”

HOW PRESIDENT PETERS 


WASTE PLACES 


+ BUILDS UP 


President Ralph Peters, of the Long 
Island Railroad Company, one of the 
‘best managed and most progressive of 
the smaller railroad systems in the 
United States, is known as a construc- 
tive railroad official and one of the 
-greatest upbuilders, not only of the 
railroad system, but of the territory 
Which his system serves. 

Mr. Peters is an Atlantan, son of 
the late Richard Peters, and was only 
recently here on a visit to his mother 


He has been for the last five years 
president of the Long Island Railroad 
Company, and was only recently re- 
elected by the directors for another 
year. 

Atiantans iu particular and south- 
ern people generally will be interested 
in what President Peters is doing to 
develop the farming industry in the 
territory served by the Long Island 
railroad, for, despite the fact that his 
railroad work keeps him very busy, he 
still finds time to devote to the devel- 
opment and upbuilding of the country 
through which the line of his road 
runs. | 
_ President Peters recently talked in- 
terestingly to Georgia Earle, a repre- 
sentative of The New York Tribune. 

Clean Up and Cultivate. 

“After I became president of the 
Long Island railroad,” said President 
Peters in talking to the Tribune man, 
“TI saw in my trips of inspection 
through the island that just as you 
got into Suffolk county there com- 
menced a stretch of territory covered 
with scrub oak, pine and chestnut.” 

On the desk in front of Mr. Peters 
was a large map of Long island, under 
glass, and he measured off with his 
hands the sections of which he spoke. 

‘In other parts of the island were 
fertile, well-cultivated farms, but for 
about forty miles after you got into 
Suffolk county you got nothing but this 
dreary waste of unprofitable land. I 
said to my staff: ‘We've got to do 
something with this, clean it up, if 
we're going to have a real railroad 
here and a population. I think the 
soil is just as good as it is anywhere 
else on Long island, if it’s only cleared 
and cultivated. If oak and chestnut 
will grow other things will. It hasn't 
been given a chance. We've got to do 
something.’ 

“Well, you know the big railroads 
out west have been conaucting a cam- 
paign of education along their routes 
by means of lectures by experts on 
agricultural subjects. They’ve got the 
people interested, and good has come 
of it. I thought we might be able to 
do something of that sort here, so we 
wrote to the railroads and to the agri- 
cultural colleges for information, but 
somehow there was lukewarmness all 
along the line. And when we came 
right down to it, I discovered we didn't 
have any people, to speak of, in that 
region to lecture to—even if we could 
find the lecturers,” Mr. Peters laughed. 

Had to “Get Population. 

“So,” he went on, “the very first 
need seemed to be a population! But 
how were we to get one? The land 
as it stood wasn't attractive enough tb 
bring people. We'd just have to prove 
our case the first thing we did. So I 
began to hunt around for someone to 
put in charge of an experimental farm. 

“One of our men, H. B. Fullerton, 
had been very much interested in the 
idea from the start. ‘Now, go ahead,’ 
I said to him, ‘find the worst ten acres 
of land on the north shore, buy them 
and establish experimental station No. 
1, and we'll see what you can do 
with it!’ 

“We took the worst, you see, to 
prove that what we could do anyone 
else could do; that we hadn't taken the 
best to make our trial on. Well, Mr. 
Fullerton went ahead, and after a good 
deal of search bought land at Wading 
River—a piece of desolate, burned 
Over waste, covered with stumps. In 
a year he had ‘proved’ far more than 
we had hoped to prove in several 
years. 

“We found—as we expected—that 
when the land was cleared it was rich 
virgin soil. Of course, because this 
was an experiment, we tried to do 
things as cheaply as possible, to show 
the man of’ small resources that he 
could do the same thing without large 
capital. Modern methods were used, | 


than old-fashioned ways. But when it 
came to cultivation, instead of raising 
a few varities that had always been 
considered indigenous to the soil, Mr. 
Fullerton tried all sorts of fruits, vege- 
tables and grain—some of which had 
mever been raised in this country be- 
fore, to prove that, properly cultivated, 
everything would grow in the wonder- 
ful Long island soil, helped by the 
wonderful climate.” 
Pienty of Variety. 

Incidentally, the first year forty-six 
Gifferent vegetables, seventeen kinds of 
berries and fruits, fourteen different 
Rinds of forage and thirty-eight kinds 
of foliage and fiower plants were 
grown successfully on that No. 1 farm 
—880 varieties in all, if several varie- 
ties of each plant are included. All 
of which proves Mr. Peters’ contention 
that it was really an “experimental” 
station. 

“The idea,” Mr. Peters went on, “was 
to show what could be done with in- 
the will to succeed and a 
little money. Later a second farm was 
started at Medford, where the soil was 
supposed to be all sand. It proved to 
be a fine rich soil, four feet deep, with 
@ little sand on top. That farm has 
Gone as well as the other.” 

People Are Interested. 

“Have you succeeded in interesting 
the Long Islanders and encouraging 
them to do likewise?’ 

“Yes, indeed. There has been an in- 
crease of 40 per cent in our traffic in 
market garden stuff, and that doesn't 
tell the story accurately, either, for 
the people on the western end of the 
island haul their garden truckinto New 
York on wagons, insteag of shipping 
by train. It is the simpler plan for 
those near New York, as it saves han- 
dling two or three times.” 

“So the indications are that the plan 
j@ a success and that others are follow- 
ing suit?’ I asked. 

“Yes, there has been a great agricul- 
tural awekening on Long Island. You 
gee, the farmer hasn't time for book 
learning. He's tired out at night and

Mr. Peters spoke enthusiastically. 
This farm development idea has got to 
be part of the man; he is enthusiasm 
incarnate when he talking of it. 

“Will you keep up with your work, 
then?” I asked. 


The Milk Industry. 


“That brings me to another plan,” he 
answered. “I want to see the milk in- 
dustry reestablished on Long Island. 
It ought to be the greatest base of the 
At Med- 
ford, Statfon No. 2, we're building a 
model farmhouse, to cost about $6,000, 
with all modern improvements; a gmal! 
barn that will house about ten cows, 


to handle the milk. We're going to 
try to show the farmer that there is 
no reason why he can’t live as com- 
fortably as any one else. 

‘Suppose -a man buys, say, 20 acres 
of land. Twelve acres he can culti- 
vate intensively as a market garden 
and orchard. He can keep ten cows 
and raise alfalfa on 3 acres and corn 
on 3 acres as fodder for his stock. 
One acre he can reserve as a paddock 
for the cattle. That leaves him an 
acre for his house, barn, dairy and 
grounds. He has 12 acres for inten- 
sive cultivation and his cattle furnish 
him with the finest fertilizer possible.

OLDEST LIBRARY TRUSTEE 
WRITES OF EARLY DAYS 


The resignation of James R. Nut- 
ting from the board of trustees of the 
Carnegic library as a result of the 
redistricting of the city wards, which 
threw two board members into the 
sixth ward, was much regretted by 
those with whom Mr. Nutting has been 
associated for years 

He, more than any other man inthe 
city, perhaps, is familiar with the de- 
velopment and growth of the library 
work in the city, and his ming is full of 
interesting reminiscences about tHe 
work, some of which are given below 
at the request of The Constitution: 

By James R. Nutting. 


I was elected to the old library 
board in 1889, and my term of service, 
therefore, covers a period of twenty- 
one years. At that time the library 
Was located on Decatur street, the in- 
come for its support being derivea 
from the membership dues and from 
rents On two or three stores on the 
ground floor of the library building. 
There was an indebtedness of $13,000 
on the property, however, and there 
was very little income, after providing 
for interest and other charges except 
the membership dues, and the directors 
had a hard struggle to meet the nec- 
essary running expenses. In 1892 the 
property now occupied by Barclay & 
Brandon was purchased from the 
Markham estate, and in 1893 the prop- 
erty on Decatur street was sold, and the 
old Markham home was remodeled and 
changed into a very comfortable and 
attractive library building, the late 
G. L. Normann having been in charge 
of the architectural work. 

With the proceeds of the sale of the 
Decatur street property, the directors 
were enabled to pay all outstanding 
indebtedness and to pay for the prop- 
erty on Marietta street in full, and in 
addition there was a considerable bal- 
ance left for investment. This placed 
the Hbrary in better financial! condi- 
tion, but the directors stil] had diffi- 
culty in meeting the reasonable and 
proper demands for library service, ana 
finally it was decided to take up with 
Mr. Carnegie the question of a dona- 
tion for a modern, up-to-date library, 
and largely through the efforts of 
Walter M. Kelley, who was at that 
time connected with the Carnegie 
Steel Company, and who was also one 
of the library directors, Mr. Carnegie 
offered to donate to the-city the sum 
of $100,000, provided the city woul 
turnish the site for the building and 
ecntribute $5,000 annually toward the 
support of the proposed new library. 


Young Men’s Library. 


The old library association was 
known as “The Young Men's Library 
Association,” comprising a membership 
of about 400, the city, as a municipall- 
ty, having no interest in the prop~ 
erty.

The United States postoffice has al- 
ways been an express service, although 
long confined to sealed parcels or very |

In 1874, however, this postal express 
service was extended over all Kinds of 
merchandise in unsealed parcels at a 
common rate of one cent each two 
ounces, regardless at once of distance 
and of the volume of a patron's busi- 
ness. This legislation placed the 
humblest citizen in the most out of the: 
way postal district of the country on 4 
par with the biggest. corporation in 
our greatest metropolis as to the cost 
of the transportation of his produce.

Habib Ullah disapproves of ostenta- 
tious habiliment, Nazr Ullah, at the 


bidding of the priests, claims that 
foreign-style costume is opposed to 
the tenets of the Mohammedan relig- 


sition occupied by his brother, ag he is 
the commander-in-chief. In conse- 
quence of his high rank, little attempt 
is made to curb Nazr Ullah’s masterful 
will, and Habib Ulleh’s subjection to 
his brother has attracted universl at- 
tention. Nazr Ullah Khan‘not only holds 
the position of commander-in-chief of 
the Afghan army, but he is a Hafis, 
or repeater of the Koran,as well as 
‘a Shahgassi, or Gentleman Usher, and 
the Itwad-ul-Dowlah, or Pillar of the 
etete. 

in domestic politics Nagr Ullah is the 
leader of the Afghan party—that is, 
the party who, represented by the old 
Mussulman elders, are opposed to for- 
eign influences and modern innova- 
tions. This faction objected to the 
Amir’s trip to India, and it was due 
to its machinations that Habib Ullah 
encountered so much hostility on his 
return. In his official capacity, and 
at the instigation of the head mullahs, 
Nazr Ullah assailed the Dane mission 
with the whole weight of his influence, 
and, in the end, secured its complete 
discomfiture. It was said at the time 
that Nazr Ullah’s extreme antipathy 
to foreign intercourse and his hostil- 
ity to Habib Ullah’s Indian visit had 
incensed the Amir against him, and 
that relations were on that account 
considerably strained between the 
Amir and his brother. It is hardly 
possible, however, that Habib Ullah 
would risk a quarrel with Nazr Ulleh 
because, in spite of his amiability, the 
Amir does not possess a very secure 
seat upon the throne. If open estrange- 
ment between the two sons of Abdur 
Rahman gave rise to an alliance be- 
tween Nazr Ullah and the Bibi Halima, 
the intrigues of these two parties 
might ‘very easily bring about the 
Amir’s downfall. 

He Would Bid for Throne. 

It has always been recognized that 
Nzar Ullah himself aspires to the 
throne of Afghanistan, and there is no 
doubt that, should opportunity offer, 
he would make a bold bid for it. At 
the moment neither his plans nor his 
partisans are quite prepared, but if 
the rift between the two brothers 
widens, events in Afghanistan may 
mayve with incredible swiftness. It 
would be impossible to forecast the 
issue, since the influence of the mul- 
lahs would bring to the support of 
Nazr Ullah’s party the great bulk of 
the Suni Mohammedans, whose _ real 
leader is Nazr Ullah, while at the same 
time Nazr Ullah, as commander-in- 
chief, would influence a large section 
of the army, at least in the provinces 
—if not in the capital. At one time 
the Kabul garrison was loyal to Habib 
Ullah, but in the long absences from 
Kabul which have been caused by the 
Amir’s passion for traveling about his 
own dominions his hold has become 
proportionately weakened. 

Afghanistan is the most powerful 
Mahommedan country in the world, if 
Turkey be excepted: and religion ex- 
ercises a deciding voice in its affairs. 
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The gross superstition prevailing in 
the country is the direct result of this 
religious bigotry. The priests are the 
eral rulers—not only the wise men 
who have made the pilgrimage to 
Mecca, but also the wandering fakirs, 
whose fanatical tendencies are so easily 
arouse. Nazr Ullah has never failed 
to identify himself with the. mullahs’ 
party, and on all public occasions he 
participates in whatever religious cel- 
ebration may distinguish the event. 
This prince is the offspring of a Wak- 
han concubine named Gulriz, and his 
claim to the throne is in support of 
the theory that might is right. Since 
possession is nine points of the law, 
and Habib Ullah is in possession, . it 
is obvious that Nazr Ullah must make 
a considerable effort before he can dis- 
place the Amir. The Bibi Halima, the 
second factor of the situation, lays 
claim to the throne through her direct 
descent from the Amir Dost Ma- 
hommed Khan. She is of the blood 
royal and if she were in possession 
of her liberty she would compel her 
son, Sirdar Mahommed Omar Jan Khan, 
to take the field. His chances of suc- 
cess would be as great as those en- 
joyed by his half-brother, Nazr Ullah 
Khan, who is full brother to Habib 
Ullah, 
Ages of Three Sons. 

The disparity in the ages of these 
three sons of Abdur Rahman is a fac- 
tor in the situation. Habib Ullah, born 
1872, Nazr Ullah, born 1874, are many 
years the senior of Sirdar Mahommed 
Omar Jan Khan, who was born in 1889. 
In this direction it is interesting to 
recall that the lawful heir to the 
throne, Sirdar Inayat Ullah Khan, the 
son of Habib Ullah, was born in 1888, 
and is actually six months older than 
his uncle, Sidar Mahommed Omar Jan 
Khan. Habib Ullah, however, watches 
over the interests of his son very care- 
fully, consolidating his position wher- 
ever he can do so. He has made him 
governor of Kabul, and he sent him to 
India to greet Lord Curzon. : 

One of the alleged points of differ- 
ence between Habib Ullah and Nazr 
Ullah is connected with the Amir’s 
partiality for foreign-style dress. In 
his attendance at the Kabul court 
Nazr Ullah himself formerly’ § ap- 
peared in the uniform of his mili- 
tary rank, but the court attendants 
are clad in black cloth coats, vests and 
trousers, circular astrakan hats and 
white collars, with black neckties. All 
who are desirous of attending a durbar 
must don this dress.

INTRIGUES. IK 
A PRISON CELL 


Two More Victims in 


Hofrichter Case. 


Vienna, April 16.—There are two more 
victims to be added to the long list 
of persons whose lives have been sac- 
rificed or careers ruined by the Hof- 
richter poigon case. 

They are Salomon Tuttmann—an of- 
ficial of the courtmartial before which 
Lieutenant Hofrichter is being tried— 
and his sister, Sofie Turecek, a poor 
dressmaker, who have been arrested 
for smuggling letters from Hofrich- 
ter’s cell to his relatives. Their mo- 
tives seem to have been merely com- 
passion for the prisoner. 

These letters show the astonishing 
ingenuity of the man who as Lieuten- 
ant Hofrichter, was liked and general- 
ly esteemed as a hard-working if not 
very brilliant officer, while under the 
name of “Dr. Haller” he led a second 
life, in which he—as is alleged—made 
a practice of decoying young girls, and 
also conceived a diabolical scheme for 
poisoning fifty officers of the general 
staff to make way for his own promo- 
tion. One of the officers, it will be 
remembered, fell into the trap and 
died. 

The intercepted letters written by 
Hofrichter in his cell indicate that his 
thoughts have been turning towards 
suicide. This is a change of attitude, 
for when he was arrested last Decem- 
ber repeated opportunities were given 
him to do away with himself. He, 
however, consistently refused to make 
use of the loaded revolvers which were 
placed conveniently by his side. 

Simulating Madness. 

Now he has been making attempts— 
and partly succeeded in them—to 
smuggle poison into his cell. It is, 
however, possible that he wished the 
poison not for suicidé, but to assist 
him in simulating madness. His in- 
genuity in asking his wife to insert 
the poison in flowers, which he re- 
quested in order, as he said, to place 
them on the altar which he had erect- 
ed in his cell, is reminiscent of the 
“Dr. Haller” phase of his earlier Jekyll- 
and-Hyde existence. One of the inter- 
cepted letters to his wife reads: 

“I should like to commit suicide, but 
will not, as I must work for you and 
for the child (born during his imprison- 
ment). You can save me. Listen! Get 
me as quickly as possible’ sdme atro- 
pine or hyoscyamine. Victor or uncle 
will obtain it for you. Not Hquid, but 
solid. Put it carefully in a small quill 
and seal it up with wax. Put this quill 
in a carnation. The calyx, will hide it 
well. Then tie the calyx round with a 
thread, as they do in florists’ shops. In 
another flower put henbane seed, loose 
without a quill, 

The clerical newspapers, which had 
hitherto strongly supported Hofrichter 
on account of the religious hysteria 
which he had manifested since his ar- 
rest, are furiously indignant at the 
cunning which underlay his requests 
for flowers for pious purposes. It ap-

From that day, it is said 
he quite altered the course of his de- 
fense, having read that he could not 
be condemned to death unless he con- 
fessed, whereas if he confessed he 
would be Hable to death by 
strangulation. The Reichspost states 
that the prisoner actually es- 
tablished communication with two 
Vienna newspapers, and that an 
inquiry into the matter was being 
made. This may account for the vol- 
umes of details of the secret eourt- 
martial proceedings which have been 
divulged. At Hofrichter’s house. at 
Linz an astonishing collection of va- 
rious poisons and drugs is said to bave 
been discovered by the police,

It ig claimed by some of the Atlan- 
lanta petitioners who are urging the 
change in the service to Columbus 
via the Southern rallway, that it will 
be a benefit to Griffin, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that Griffin hag a peti- 
tion before the commission opposing 
the change.

“The outgoing morning train that

“UNITED STATES LAWALLY 


OF THE LIQUOR TRAFFIC” 


the Anti-Saloon 
League convention, recently held in 
this city, the superintendents and 
workers of that organization adopted 
a set of addresses and resolutions 
which give a clear view of the tem- 
perance situation in the southern 
states from the standpoint of those 
in charge of the anti-liquor crusade 
in that section. The statement con- 
tains the essence of the addresses de- 
livered at the convention and is as 


follows: 

“The development of public senti- 
ment in our beloved south has reached 
the stage at which the saloon is 
recognized as a curse to the individual 
and as a menace to society. Of the 1,326 
counties in the 16 southern states, 1,116 
have no legalized saloons and there are 
not aS many saloons in the entire ter- 
ritory south of the Mason and Dixon 
line as there are in the single city 
of Chicago.” 

Danger of Overconfidenee. 

The statement then continues by 
drawing attention to the danger of 
overconfidence bred of past successes. 
To rest at the present stage of the 
atruggle would be fatal to the cause, 
as the liquor interests are still ac- 
tive: they are possessed of vast re- 
sources and will employ any means, 
honorable or otherwise, to attain their 
ends. 

The paper continues: 

“In carrying on .its campaign of 
nullification, we regret to be obliged 
to state that the most potent ally of 
the liquor traffic is the United States 
law, which allows the flooding of dry 
territory with liquor from wet terri- 
tory, under the protection of the intér- 
state commerce law. It is a matter of 
prime importance that each state be 
made entirely independent in the ex- 
ercise of its police power. 

“The liquor traffic is primarily a 
moral, secondarily, an economic ques- 
tion. It is a political question only 
because it has been granted a license 
by the state, and legislation is there- 
fore necessary to abolish the license 
system, and because when once pro- 
hibited by the laws of the state, viola- 
tions of the law must be punished by 
the officers of the state.” 

The paper concludes with the state- 
ment that the moral issues of the 
question must be borne by the church. 
‘If the Christian pulpit will unite in 
earnest appeal to the Christian citi- 
zenship of the south to\stand for the 
enforcement of our righteous laws, the 
victory will most assuredly be ours. 


Resolutions Are Adopted. 

The following resolutions also were 
adopted by the convention: 

“Resolved 1, That the legalized av- 
erage liquor traffic is a community, 
state and national sin, and we pledge 
ourselves anew to fight for its com-

“Resolved 3, That we rejoice in the 
Sreat work that has been done by 
the Church of Christ in the destruction 
of the legalized traffic in our south- 
ern country. This work of the church 
has been phenomena! in its success, 
and has placed the south in the lead- 
ership of the nation on this great 
moral] question. We look with full 
and unabated confidence to the same 
Church of Christ to lead in the settle- 
ment of this great moral question, en- 
tirely apart from persona! and politi- 
cal affiliation, and to wage an unre- 
lenting warfare against the lawless- 
ness of sensual appetite and greed.” 

Resolution 4 petitions the several] 
religious denominations to give even 
more energev and a deeper consecration 
to the cause, 

“Resolved 5, That our peonle are 
warned against the efforts of politi- 
clans to use the League as a political 
asset.

ONCE A GEORGIA COUNTY 


Ruling Georgia When It Extended to Mississippi 


Task of 


River Was No Small Undertaking. 


By George M. Napier. 
(For The Constitution.) 

There is to be found in Watkin's 
‘Digest of the Laws of Georgia” an 
act of the general assembly creating 
the county of Bourbon (February 7. 
1785): but Mttle has been known of 
the causes which induced that enact- 
ment, nor of the reasons which made 
of it a complete fiasco. 

“The: documents herein referred to 
are partly comprised in the corre- 
spondence on the subject in the 
archives of Georgia, and were assem- 
bled by Mr. Edmund C. Burnett, who 
has contributed a valuable and ex- 
haustive account of this transaction to 
the American Historical Review; and 
they are partly included in a group 
of letters from the Mexican archives, 
and some nave been derived from Span- 
{sh gources, and from the East Florida 
papers in the congressional library. 

The Bourbon County flash-in-the- 
pan had no apparent effect; but it was 
an exponent of the dissatisfaction 
caused by the presence of the Spaniard 
in the Mississippi Valley, and was one 
of the earliest incidents in the move- 
ment to push the Spaniard beyond the 
Mississippi and off this portion of the 
western hemisphere. 

As ‘defined by the Colonial charter, 
the boundaries of Georgia extended 
from the Atlantic seaboard westward 
to the Mississippi; and, by virtue of 
the definitive treaty of September 3, 
1783, southward to the thirty-first par- 
allel of jat{tude. Spain claimed the 
territory nomh of this parallel, both 
by right of conquest and by British 
cession. Great Britain had ceded West 
Florida to Spain without defining the 
boundarie®, but during the last several 
years of British rule, the northern 
boundary ‘of Florida had, been-approxi- 
mately thirty-two and a half degrees; 
and Spain claimed the more northerly 
line as the true boundary. Of the 
western end of the strip of one and @ 
half degrees of latitude Spain was in 
actual possession. 

In 1783 the general assembly of 
Georgia declared that the boundaries 
of the state extended to the Missis- 
sippi on the west and to the thirty-first 
degree of la#itude on the south, but 
two years elapsed before any effort 
was made, tq exercise dominion over 
the western side. 

Petition for New County. 

In November, 1784, one Thomas 
Green, on behalf of the people of 
Natchez. as alleged, presented a peti- 
tion to the council, and it was referred 
to the general assembly, 
there January 17, 1785. A committee 
received and reported upon the matter 
‘and on February 3 a bill for laying 
out a district of land on the Missis- 
sippi and including Natchez was enact- 
ed providing that “All that tract or 


district of country within the charter | 


boundaries of this state, which lies on 
the eastern side of the River Missis- 
sippi and is contained and compre- 
hended in the lines, limits and descrip- 
tion hereinafter mentioned, shal] be 
and the same is hereby declared to be 
formed into a new county to be called 
and known as Bourbon County. The 
same shall begin at the mouth of the 
river Yazous where it empties itself 
into the river Mississippi, etc. 

“And be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, that when it shall 
be determined on a grant the said 
lands, the price thereof shall not ex- 
ceed one quarter of a dollar per acre. 

“And be it further enacted that the 
following persons: Tacitus Gilliard, 
Thomas Green, Sutton Banks, Nicholas 
Long, William Davenport, Nathaniel 
Christmas, William McIntosh, Junr., 
Benjamin Farrer, Cato West, Thomas 
Marston Green, William Anderson, 
Adam Benjamin and John Ellis shall 
be and they are hereby nominated and 
appointed justices of the peace. 

“Signed in the House of Assembly, 
Savannah, in Georgia, 7th February, 
1785, and in the Ninth Year of Ameri- 
can Independence. By order of the 
House. 

“JOSEPH HABERSHAM, Speaker.” 
Letter From Indian Chief. 
Alexander McGillivray, the  cele- 
brated half-breed Indian chief, writing 
to Estevan Miro, acting governor of 
Louisiana for the Spanish crown, said 
in a letter dated Pensacola, May 10, 
1785, in reference to these commis- 

sioners: 

“They are counting much on the 
belief that the inhabitants along this 
river will unite with them in their 
views and purposes. The Americans 
certainly have these designs, and they 
certainly will put them into execution 
before long. I have always reported 
to the government my suspicions of 
the Americans, so that it might be pre- 
pared against any surprise.” 

In June, 1785, Thomas Green wrote 
Felipe Trevine, Spanish Commandant 
of Natchez, as follows: 

“Please permit me to inform you that 
I have received instructions from the 
very honorable Samuel Elbert, esquire, 
captain general, governor and com- 
mander-in-chief of the state of Geor- 
gia, and from the honorable house of 
assembly of said state, to proceed with

New York, April 16.—(Special.)—

Massachusetts furnished the latest 
set of these performers, and their pro- 
tests are particularly bitter, not to say 
venomous.

Vir- 
ginia has the right, under the law, 
to choose her own representative for 
Statuary hall—and shal! any say that 
any of her sons is more worthy of the 
honor from the point of view of a 
State than Robert E. Lee? He fought 
for a principle and fought well— 
every union general has conceded that.

In a letter from William Davenport | 
to Governor Samuel Elbert, of Geor- 
gia, dated at Fort Panmure, July 17, 
1785, some account is given of how 
Green got along establishing his new 
county, stating that he arrived “by 
water from the falis of Ohio, the 24th 
of June, and ‘ound that part of the 
county which fornts the county of 
Bourbon, in possession of the Span- 
iards, and under the immediate com- 
mand of Lieutenant Colonel Traveno, 
one of his most Catholic majesties’ 
officers, which made it necessary that 
I should wait upon that gentleman 
relative to my business, who informed 
me he could not confer with me, 
neither permit me to execute my in- 
structions, until he first received or- 
ders from Governor Miro, and further 
informed that the men who rowed 
with four gentlemen who 
accompanied me could not be permit- 
ted to land until they had rode cur- 
rentine a few days, who remained 
until the 4th of July, when an officer's 
guard called upon them and marched 
them to the fort, where they were 
immediately confined and obliged to 
sleep in the calaboose, much inferior 
to our dungeons. I am at a loss to 
account for this procedure, unless it 
was from the imprudent conduct or 
measures taken by Mr. Green, who 
arrived some days before me.” 

It seems that Thomas Green, with- 
out waiting for any of his colleagues, 
had precipitated matters by his awk- 
ward and arrogant demands. Daven- 
port, as shown in the foregoing letter, 
criticised Green for his conduct, but, 
on his own part, had also acted with- 
out his associates. 


Americans Arrested. 


On July 26, or a day or two previous 
to that time, three of the Americans 
were arrested by the Spanish authori- 
ties. On that date William Davenport 
again wrote to Governor Elbert, stat- 
ing that he had made application for 
the liberty of the men confined, which 
had been granted, upon his becoming 
security for their behavior during 
their stay in that country, and further 
stating that 
two of the gentlemen mentioned as 
majestrates in the Bourbon bill, de- 
clared they will not be subject to the 
laws of Georgia, and assembled the in- 
habitants to sign a petition to send to 
congress praying that this country 
shall be formed into a@ separate state. 

“It being contrary to the Spanish 
laws, that the inhabitants should be 
assembied, but by their authority. The 
governor has taken the before men- 
tioned Gilliard, Banks and Richard El- 
lis, Senr., who are confined in the fort, 
their destiny yet unknown.” 

Francisco Bouligny, a Frenchman, 
who had risen to power at the court of 
Spain, took command of the post at 
Natchez in the place of Felipe Trevi- 
no, and on his arrival negotiations 
had been renewed, only to be‘suspend-. 
ed until the arrival of the other Geor- 
gia commissioners, Long and Christ-

ATLANTA ENGINEERS SOLVE 
WATERVLIET CIVIC PROBLEM 


The Solomon-Norcross Company, of 
Atlanta, has solved for the town of 
Watervliet, N. Y., the problem for civic 
improvement, over which the press and 
public of that enterprising town of 
25,000 inhabitants is much eleted. 

A contract has been signed with this 
well-known firm of Atlanta engineers 
and the town's bill authorizing bonds 
for the improvement is on its routine 
way through the New York legisla- 
ture. 

F. J. Keis, a member of the firm of 
Solomon-Norcross Company, is the en- 
gineer in charge of the work and will 
assume personal charge of its direc- 
tion. 
°* Waterviiet is located on the western 
bank of the Hudson river at the 
terminus of navigation on the famous 
Erie canal 5 miles from Albany. The 
city has been a constant sufferer from 
the overflows of a stream known as 
Dry river, a tributary of the Hudson. 
These overflows occur at least once a 
year aygd some time more often, inun- 
dating a large section of the city, 
flooding cellars, depositing filth and 
debris over the streets, damaging num- 
bers of residences and stores along 
its course and depreciating the value 
of much property. During the sum- 
mer months the stream becomes dry, 
except in pools, and these, owing to 
the discharge of sanitary wastes and 
filth into them, putrefy under the ac- 
tion of the heat of the sun and are 
the direct causes of a very high sick 
and death rate in Waterviiet. 


Object of the Improvement Scheme. 

The object of the city was to in- 
vestigate the cause of the floods from 
Dry river and to remédy same as early 
as. possible and reclaim the stream 
channel for building lots, city streets 
and parks. A great number of solu- 
tions of the problem have been recom- 
mended, and after due investigation 
were turned down as impracticable. 
The report of. the Solomon-Norcross 
Company was adopted upon this most 
important problem. 

Character of Floods, Ete. 

The drainage basin, in which Dry 
river originates, is located north of 
the town and practically the entire 
watershed is under cultivation. The 
soil is of such @ nature that it is im- 
permeable and the character of the 
watershed is very rough and steep. 
During the winter time there is a 
very large precipitation of snow and 
accumulations of ice, forming immense 
ice gorges in the channel] of the 
stream. When warm spring freshets 
come this ice and snow is quickly 
melted and rushed down upon the city 
in flood tide. The open channel of the 
stream, following its course through 
the city, is so limited and the grades 
so light that even with no ice to ob- 
struct the culverts under the streets, 
the great amount of water reaching 


the city after a thaw renders an over- 
flow unavoidable. The culverts be- 
come choked, water being forced out 
of the channel and over the streets, 
filling the cellars, preventing egress 
and ingress of houses, causing untold 
inconvenience, damage and danger to 
public health. Large blocks of ice 
float over the streets and surrounding 
lots and further cause nuisance. 

In the summer time very excessive 
freshets, due to heavy precipitation 
from summer rains, have a like effect 
upon the city. The stream runs 
through the most attractive residential 
section, as well as a business part of 
the city, thus decreasing values in 
real estate. 

Unsanitary Conditions. 

The unsanitary conditions caused by 
dry river freshete have become 80 
grave a menace to the city that it is 
at last absolutely essential. that some- 
thing be done. The state board of 
health has insisted that conditions be 
corrected, and at last the proposition 
has been brought to a head. 

The engineers, realizing the grave 
condition of affairs, made a very thor- 
ough study and Investigation of meth- 
ods for this fieood prevention, and after 
detail surveys, estimates and plans, 
and consultation with city officigis and 
state officials, the following course 
was recommended. That there be bullt 
two large storage dams on the head 
waters of the river. which would con- 
trol and equalize the flow of flood 
waters. Next where the channel of 
the stream reaches the city, the flow 
coming from the dams would be con- 
ducted into large storm water sewers, 
ranging in size from 7 to 9 feet in 
diameter, and thus conduct the water 
under ground to an outfall, into the 
Hudeon river. 


Comparison as to the cost of differ- 
ent type of structures wére made, and 
it was found that an earth dam witb 
concrete core wall with submerged in- 
takes and outlets, built of concrete and 
steel, would give the best § results. 
These dams will prevent possible dan- 
ger from all future floods, as the dis- 
charge of water from these dams is 
regulated according to hydraulic and 
engineering principles. 

Building these large dams will im- 
pound a large volume of water and the 
natural topography of the country will 
make it possible for the establishment 
of beautiful parks, etc. 

The estimated cost of this proposi- 
tion is about $200,000, and upon pre- 
sentation of the plang to the city 
council of Waterviiet, by the engi- 
neers, they were adopted. They were 
then presented to the New York state 
board of health, the largest and best 
equipped organization of its type in 
the entire United States, and received 
the stamp of aproval of that board.

But Demand for Most of the 
List Was Very Poor. - 
‘Bonds Steady. 


New York, April 16.—The emand for 
stocks today proved somewhat spotty 
and the price movement irregular, but 
the market was sustained by the 
strength of special stocks, notably the 
group. There was the usual 
disinclination to enter into extensive 
new commitments at the week-end. 
The tendency often seen to close up 
existing commitments at that time was 
under restraint and the market had 
but little profit-taking sales to ab- 
sorb. The beginning of next week 
ig awaited: in fact, to disclose how 
far the demonstration of strength this 
week has served to attract outside in- 
terest in the market. The weekly 
letters sent out by commission houses, 
the news reviews of the week’s events 
and the idle interval given for consid- 
eration of a situation often serve to 
determine a new decision in market 
operations on the part of the specu- 
lative public at large as distinguished 
from the more limited circle of pro- 
fessional traders in stocks and the 
habitual operators, with inside infor- 
mation of corporation and financial af- 
fairs who seek to imitate stock mar- 
két movements and to profit by the 
later incursion of the wider circle of 
buyers. Since the supreme court an- 
nounced the re-assignment of the anti- 
trust cases on Monday, the preliminary 
steps of such a movement have been 
traceable in the market. Next week 
is expected to show whether encour- 
agement is offered for pursuing the 
campaign. 

New developments today were scan- 
ty. An engagement of gold for ship- 
ment to South America proved some- 
what puzzling on account of the claim 
that the transaction was not for 
European account, as is usual with 
shipments from New York to. that 
destination. 

The diversion of European demand 
for grain to Argenina, the high price 
ruling on exports of rubber from Bra- 
zil and the movement of coffee from 
that country all serve to build up the 
credit balance on South American ac- 
count. Easier money conditions seem 
promised in the immediate London 
prospect. In the longer outlook the 
whole money prospect is by no means 
clear. The copper stocks were af- 
fected by reports of large sales of the 
metal at the week’s low prices, but 
the reports lacked official. authority. 
The material strengthening of the con- 
dition of the banks, disclosed by the 
actual changes, both by gains in cash 
and reduction of deposit lMiabilities 
through loan contraction, explain the 
manner in which the money market 
eased towards the close of the week.

LATEST REPORTS FROM ALL THE MARKETS 


COTTON OIL TRADING 
_ HEAVY THE PAST WEEK 


‘Late in Week Liquidat- 
ing Had About Run 
_, Its Course. 


New York, April 16.—Heavy profit- 
taking sales have. characterized the 
cotton oil market during the greater 
part of the week, but notwithstand- 
ing these the tone of the situation has 
been exceedingly firm and the tendency 
of yalues has been upward. The vol- 
umie of trading has been heavy and 
activity has been fairly well distribu- 
ted. The buying power has been vested 
chiefly in the two large refining in- 
terests and the volume of nearby oil 
taken for these accounts has involved 
many thougand barrels. Late in the 
week, it looked as though the liquidat- 
ing movement had about run its course. 
Refiners offered to take round lots of 
spot, April and May oi) at current 
prices, but no unusual offerings came 
to the surface. 

It is known that the profits accrued 
by certain long interests during the 
recent advance have been enormous. 
The object of these operators was to 
realize when the market reached 8 
cents, but the weakness in the lard 
situation and the erratic movements in 
cotton treated uncertainty and conse- 
quently liquidation developed sooner 
than many of the larger interests ex- 
pected. The action of the oil market, 
however, was*looked upon as decidedly 
encouraging and confidence in materi- 
ally higher prices has remained su- 
preme. 

According to those who are usually 
well posted on market movements, an 
8-cent market is predicted for the May 
‘position and judging from the late 
movements of the July and September 
deliveries, there seems to to be a good 
foundation for the forecast. It is ad- 
mitted, however, that there will likely 
be difficulty in’ sustaining prices at 
such a high level, owing to the un- 
certainty of the cotton crop situation. 
It is contended that the cotton crop 
will be in a fair way to form some 
definite opinion as to the approximate 
‘yield before June 1 and that the final 
movement of the option will be in- 
fluenced largely by cotton conditions 
current at the time. Regarding the 
July delivery, a leading operator of- 
feted to wager a round sum that this 
option would sell at 8%. Sentiment 
late in the week appeared to be more 
bullish than at any time during the 
year. 

A decline in lard prices had a tend- 
ency to check the increase in consum- 


ing inquiries which was previously |

noted. The compound producers have 
bought moderately on all reactions and 
it was said that large buying orders 
for this account had been placed 
slightly under current quotations. The 
demand for. compound is reported 
heavy and the output is being readily 
absorbed both at home and abroad. 
Those in touch with the lard situation 
look upon the reactionary price move- 
ment as merely temporary. On April 
1, the total amount of lard in this 
country, Europe and afloat was esti- 
mated at 137,236 tierces. These com- 
pare with 136°243 tierces on March 1, 
and 269,129 tierces on April 1, 1909. It 
is claimed, therefore, that this showing 
is not material, sufficient to encourage 
any prolonged bear campaign in the 
hog product. Practically every other 
competitive commodity is selling at 
or near its high price for the year. 
City tallow has established a new high 
point with sales of 200 hhds. at 7%c, 
the former price being 7%c. All ani- 
mal greases are scarce and fully main- 
tained at the highest points for the 
year. Heavy importations of vegetable 
oils have not tended to ease that mar- 
ket and the soap kettle has absorbed 
a goodly part of new arrivals. 

Cotton oil inquiries for export ac- 
count continue to be well distributed, 
but actual business has shown no sub- 
stantial improvement. Liverpool, Rot- 
terdam and Hamburg appear foremost 
in demand, but the West Indies and 
various countries throughout South 
America nave manifested increased in- 
terest in the product and there appears 
to be a tendency to increase consign- 
ments. Aggregate shipments from 
this port for the week amounted to 
4,684 barrels. 

The strength of the crude oil situa- 
tion has proved an important factor 
in the sustenance of the refined oil 
market. It is coceded that supplies 
held at various points throughout the 
south are now very small and holders 
show little desire to offer goods, even 
if the market is established at the 
highest point for the season. Refiners 
early in the week bid 62c for any of 
the oil crop deliveries without dislodg- 
ing more than a few scattered tanks 
of oil. Later 653c was bid without 
producing any better results. Those 
who are in close touch with the cost of 
refining operations claim that at the 
present basis for crude, refined is 
worth considerably above 8c. The only 
way that the proper ratio can be ad- 
justed is for crude oil to decline or 
refined oil to advance. Considering 
conditions as a whole, there are many 
who bleieve an advance in refined 
could be accomplished easier than a 
decline in crude oil. At the close, 53c 
was bid with holders demanding 65c 
fur limited offerings. 
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IN THE STOCK MARKET 


Caused by-Court’s Ac- 


tion in the Standard 
Oil Cases.

New York, April 16.—(Special.»— 
Commencing Monday, when the United 
States supreme court ordered the re- 
argument of the Américan Tobacco 
Company and Standard Oil cases, the 
stock market commenced to assume 
steady strength. There was a relax- 
ation in the business hesitation 
throughout the country when the an- 
nouncement came from Washington. 
This week the total business of the 
stock exthange was about 4,000,000 
shares, widely distributed. Some of the 
advances were 5% in Reading, 6% in 
Union Pacific, 5% in Steel, 3% in 
Amalgamated Copper and 6% in South- 
ern Pacific. There were several con- 
tributimg causes this week to add a 
brighter feeling to the stock market. 
The United States Steel Corporation 
has increased the wages of their 250,- 
000 men practically 6 per cent, which 
will likely forestall any labor trou- 
bles: The coal miners in the western 
Pennsylvania district and skirting the 
Pit&burg industrial beit, have had an 
advance of wages offered them, but 
the strike situation is by no means 
improved. Presilent Taft's attitude 
against the proposed investigation of 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
is in line with the plea for industrial 
peace. Attorney General Wickersham, 
in his Chicago speech, said that the 
government would not interfere with 
legitimate business enterprises, and 
President Taft is maintaining an at- 
titude supporting Mr, Wickersham’s 
statements... The gold shipments to Eu- 
rope still keep up and at the present 
time $12,000,000 gold has been sent 
abroad.

CHANGES 1 


_ SMALL DURING WEEK 


At New Orleans May| 


Gained One Point and 
July Two Over Last 
Week. 


New Orleans, April 16-—-The net 
changes in the cotton market this 
week were small. In the old crops, 
May gained 1 point over last week’s 
closing and July gained 2; in the new 
crop October lost 7 points and Decem- 
ber lost 4. The week was quiet, with 
an absence of wide fluctuations, the 
range being only over about 30 points 
on the old crops and 20 points on the 
new. Uncertainty over the May deal 
in the New York market served to 
limit the volume of trading. 

A feature of the week was the in- 
tendency of the new crop 
mcrths to break loose from the influ- 
ence of the manipulation in the oid 
crop. Thus the high on the old: crops 
was reached on the week-end, but the 
high on the new crops was made on 
Wednesday. The distant positions re- 
fused to follow the moderate advance 
in the near months. Encouraging 
the bears during the greater part of 
the week were most favorable crop 
accounts. Several states reported cot- 
ton up to a good stand and being 
chopped out This state of affairs, 
however, came near acting like a 
boomerang late in the week, for a cold 
wave developed to the west of the cot- 
ton belt and threatened to sweep over 
the cotton country. Bulls predicted 
a general wiping out of young cotton 
should frost materialize over Sunday. 

The cotton belt is now in the midst 
of the planting season and nearly 
everywhere seeding is progressing in 
a favorable manner. Some delay to 
planting was caused by rains in Texas 
and Mississippi. Bears talked very 
hopefully of a largely increased acre- 
age, and this was one of the chief fac- 
tors in holding the price of the new 
crops down. 

The week-end figures favored the 
long side of the market to a@ sensa- 
tional degree, but the bulls did not 
take advantage of the report. Spinners’ 
takings were much larger than expect- 
ed, 252,000 bales, against 237,000 bales 
this week last year and against 192,000 
bales this week two years ago. The 
visible supply showed a decrease for 
the week of 147,587 bales, against 106,- 
316 bales this week last year and a 
decrease against this week two years 
ago of 76,871 bales. Cablegrams from 
Manchester cloth and yarn market 
were also sensationally bullish and 
the rise of silver in London to 25%d 
per ounce was a strong bullish argu- 
ment. The leading bulls, however, ap- 
peared to have adopted a waiting 
policy and apparently did not wish to 
put prices up. This was generally 
taken to indicate that the leading bulls 
were not desirous of forcing May and 
July up to levels which would attract 
much spot cotton to the big markets 
to be delivered on contract. 

In the spot. market prices lost 1-16, 
middling closing at 149-16, against 
14% last week and 105-16 this week 
last year. Sales on the spot amounted 
to 2,772 bales, against 3,110 last week 
and 15.450 this week last year; sales 
to arrive totaled 2,184 bales, against 
$227 last week and 13,500 this week 


last year.

Rangoon, 1910.—(Special Correspond-

missioner keeps track of the wild herds 
and annually sends out men to hunt 
them and catch the young bulls. The 
cow elephants and a certain number 
of bulls are turned back into the for- 
ests. The bull. calves are kept and 
trained, and are finally disposed of 
to the lumbermen, a few being retained 
for the government use. 

In hunting the elephants, they are 
sometimes captured in pits and some- 
times led into corrals by means of 
tame elephants trained for the pur- 
pose. The tame beasts mix with the 
wild ones and lead them into the pens, 
whereupon the elephant hunters sort 
out from the wild ones those they 
wish to keep and turn the others back 
into the forests. Most of the 
phants at Rangoon have come from 
the government herds. 

In the Lumber Yards. 


I wish I could show you some of 
the huge beasts at work in the yards. 
They lift great logs on their tusks and 
stack them in piles. They carry tim- 
bers to the saws and lay the planks in 
order for shipment. Their every ac- 
tion shows reason and they seem to 
caloulate cause and effect. At one 
sawmill) I saw two beasts, 
-big as Jumbo, piling lumber, working 
together. Each had a Burman, clad in 
turban and gown, seated upon his 
head, and he was directed by him. 
The man used both hand and heel as 
well as word of -mouth to tell the 
elephant what to do, and in addition 
@ sharp brass hook which he jabbed 
into him if he did not obey. The logs 
handled were of great weight. I 
measured some which were 20. feet 
long, as thick as a cider barrel and 
as tall as a two-story house. Either 
of these two elephants could lift one 
such log on his tusks, and carry it 
‘across the yard. He would kneel down 
before the middle of a log, crowd his 
great tusks under it and then, throw- 
ing his great trunk over the top, 
would raise it bodily and carry it to 
the truck upon which it was to be 
pushed to the buzz saw. If the log 
proved very heavy he would rest one 
end on the ground and drag it. 

In another part of the yard I watched 
an elephant piling lumber. He would 
lift the timbers up and lay them down 
on the others as evenly as though he 
had measured each piece. Sometimes 
he rested a log on th? pile and pushed 
it into place with his trunk. 
times he kicked it up with his right 
hind foot. In some caseS where it was 
necessary to carry two logs at a time

The managers tell me many of these 
beasts are employd in the forests and 
at the lumber camps up country. They 
are used for all sorts of heavy trans- 
portation. They not only carry 
logs to the streams, but aid in forming 
the rafts and booms. They wade or 
swim about, according to the depth of 
the water, towing the logs this way 
ang that. When the logs come to the 
ports they break the booms by push- 
ing out the key log. They then take 
the timbers out of the water and put 
them on the cars, which carry them 
to the mills. 

In .some places the elephants work 
together,and I am told theer are boss 
elephants which keep the others up to 
their work and pound them with their 
trunks when they lag. In some yards 
each elephant has its own job, one class 
being used to carry hay for the stables 
and to mix the bran, 
other food which form the daily 
rations of the beasts in that estab- 
‘ lishment. 

Beasts Which Watch the Clock. 
These elephants at Rangoon are par-

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ticular as to their working hours. They 
seem to almost watch the clock, for 
they get restless as the noon hour ap- 
proaches, and stop now and then to 
wait for the bell. When the whistle 
sounds and the bell rings at 12 o’clock 
they will drop whatever they have on 
their tusks and bolt for the feeding 
sheds. It is the same at night. 

I am told that they have to be care- 
fully fed and that each’ must have his 
bath twicé a day. At one of the yards 
I saw them washing the beasts. The 
elephants sat down while buckets of 
water were thrown. over them. After 
that their masters scrubbed them with 
rough brushes and curried them, as it 
were, all over. -‘Ags -the water was 
dashed upon them \they ‘wagged their 
tails and flapped their ears and grunt- 
ed in joy. | 

I’ asked one of the men if 
beasts were hard to handle. He re- 
plied: “No, but we must be always 
on guard, and if they grow angry they 
make no bones of killing us.’’

In fact, about the only place where 
the white elephant has any semblance 
of royalty left is Siam. The common 
people there worship him, and the king | 
now and then rides out upon one in 
great state. The national coat of arms 
is a picture of this royal beast. It 
has its place upon the flag and also 
upon the’ principal coins. With the 
awakening of the country and the new 
movements, however, superstitions are 
passing away. The better classes think 
much as we do, and his“majesty, the | 
king, keeps his white “elephants only 
out of sentiment and‘ fespect for the’ 
beliefs of his people. He has elephant 
stables connected with his palaces, and 
there dre several.‘of these so-called 
white animals ip the stalis, I visited | 
them during my last stay in Bangkok. 
They were chained to stone posts and

the hotel and spat on the ground as 
they made the elephants .perform for 
me, 


These beasts were of an ashy gray 
color and they looked dirty rather 
than white. I am told that their color 
comes from a disease somewhat like 
leprosy, and that this sometimes causes 
the animal affected to go crazy. In- 
deed, a white elephant is usually a 
rogue elephant, or one which should 
always be watched and never allowed 
to go loose.

The Gateway to South Asia. 

I write this letter in what is the 
most up-to-date booming city of the 
far east. Rangoon ig the capital of 
Burma. It igs growing faster than Cal- 
cutta. 

It already stands third among the 
great ports of the Indfan empire, 
crowding the heels of Bombay, and 
there are many who prophesy that it 
will eventually be the biggest city of 
southern Asia. Lying here at the 
mouth of the Irawadi it forms the only 
gate to one of the richest valleys of 
the world, and in time by railroads al- 


ready projected, it will be the gate- 
way to western China as well. The 
city has now a population of 300,000. 
It runs for miles up and down the 
river and extends back into the flat 
alluvial Irawadi delta. It is backed | 
by some of the biggest rice lands of 
the world, and it exports more fice 
than any other port on earth. The 
amount to be shipped this year is val- 
ued at $65,000,000, and the river is 
now filled with great steamers load- / 
ing for Japan, China, Australia, In- 
South 
America. Among them are river boats 
and barges which have brought rice 
in from the country, and there are 
great fleets at the mills loading and 
unloading their cargoes. Rice ig the 
money crop of. the country, and 
makes the Burmese comparatively rich. 
Burma in a Bird's Eye. 

But before I go farther, let me ‘give | 
you & bird’s-eye view of this country. 
You all Know its location. Better, per- 
haps, than the Bostonian, who, when 
asked where it was replied: 

“Burma! Burma! Of course I know 
where it is. I have a cousin out there, 
but he calls it Bermuda.” 

The Burma from where I am writing 
is away off here on the opposite side; 
of the world. It lies near the eastern’ 
shores, of the Bay of Bengal, several 
hundred miles south ef the Himalaya.

It has 50,000 Chinese, a 
large number. of Malays, 5,000 Euro- 
peans, and more than 100,000 Indians 
from all parts of Hindustan. The peo- 
ple are of all colors, black, white, yel- 
low and brown, and they wear all 
sorts ef costumes. The East Indian 
coolies.are naked, except for a cloth 
around the waist and a red or white 
turban, Their. black skins shine like 
jet under the tropical sun. Many of 
the Chinese are rich, and they are clad 
in silks or fine. eottons, while the 
Burmese strut about in silk skirts of 
the most delicate colors, their heads 
covered with gorgeous silk turbans.

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If I feel a little sense of pride in 
the conduct of my office, having built 
it up on a very high plane, I hope the 
public will pardon me and give me 
credit for having a pardonabie pride 
in the matter.

But 
increasing duties, being forced to pay 
more and more attention to patients, 
make it absolutely essential that a 
great deal of this work shopld be 
loaded onto others. But I have bullt 
wp an office here where there are ab- 
solutely no secrets about i!t, excepting 
the secrecy of protecting a patient's 
interest, first, last and all the time. 
That is an essential factor always and 
will remain so as long as I have any- 
thing to do with it, and from present 
eppearances I think it will be, or at 
least hope {t will be, many years yet 
before I give up my active work. I 
have believed that if an office can do 
good work, the public will appreciate 
it, and I have put in practice the giv- 
ing of such satisfaction to my patients 
that they would appreciate it always. 

There is a great deal that we doctors 
know, and there is an awful, awful 
lot that we do not know. Personally, 
T do not feel competent to treat a case 
of typhoid fever or pneumonia, and 
would hesitate to treat a fractured 
limb, although the general principle of 
all this I understand, of course. But 
the general practitioner and the sur- 
gweon are better qualified for this work 
than I am, but heving given, over a 
quarter of a century now, close atten- 
tion to the line of my work that I 
have made a specialty of, I feel quali- 
fied to have an opinion on these cases, 
and qualified to give my patients the 
very best that is possible to be had. 
Il have believed that the public are 
intelligent enough not to think that 
any man is infallible, and they do not 
give me credit for performing mira- 
cles, or doing the impossible. But I 
want them to give me credit for try- 
ing conscientiously to do good work

without any sharp practice in my. of- 
fice, such as the guarantee cure busi- 
ness, or the sending out of special let- 
ters, that a distinguished specialist is 
going to’ be in my office for a day or 
two and has kindly consented to see 
a few. patients, the distingyjshed 
specialist in the majority of cases not 
being entitled even to practice medi- 
cine. <All this I have denounced, and 
will continue to do 80, without fear or 
favor. 

I believe that when a patient con- 
sults a doctor they are entitled to the 
very best that is possible to be had; 
they are entitled to attention, and 
careful attention combined with sym- 
pathy, and for all this I believe that 
a patient is willing to pay a proper 
fee: so that I have made my fees just 
what I thought was right under the 


circumstances, and I have found that 


this: has been more than satisfactory 
to my patients always. 

I do not believe in horse-jockeying 
methods, when it comes to treating the 
sick; I believe that there is too much 
sentiment about the practicing of my 
profession to do this, so that if I 
srould ever make a single misstate- 
ment in any of my advertisements or 
write-ups, I hope some one will cor- 
rect me, for it will be done uninten- 
tionally. I want every one to feel] that 
they can consult me in perfect confi- 
dence, and that confidence will be pro- 
tected all the time, and never be 
abused under any circumstances. 

I haven't referred yet to what 
brought out this line of ‘talk, but 
really I had a little thing to come up 
in the last week that has touched a 
somewhat tender spot. Probably some- 
one will remember that a year or s0 
azo I found it necessary to denounce 
the methods of a certain party here 
who was sending out pamphlets that 
were written by me, to which he had 
no right whatever to the use of.

FRIDAY NIGHT. 

The Ar nent Act 1.—Lieu- 
tenant B. F. Pinkerton, of the 
United States navy, is about to contract 
a “Japanese Marriage’ with Cho-Cho- 
San, known amiong her friends as But- 
terfly.

While the guests are joyfully 
drinking the newly-wedded pair's 
health, a weird figure suddenly appears 
on the scene, shouting and cursing 
wildly. It is Butterfly’s uncle the 
Bonze (Japanese priest), who has dis- 
covered her renunciation of faith and 
has come to curse her for it. He in- 
sists on all her relations, including her 
mother, renouncing her forever; where- 
upon Pinkerton, annoved at the dis- 
turbance, turns the whole lot out of 
his house, and they depart, shaking 
the air with their imprecations. But- 
terfly is left weeping bitterly, and 
Pinkerton proceeds to comfort his poor 
little Japanese wife. He soon woos 
her back to smiles and happiness, and 
a@ passionate love scene follows. And 
sO we leave this strangely-assorted 
pair on the threshold of their life to- 
gether. 


ACT II.—PART 1. 


Three years have passed. Pinkerton 
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hag long since been recalled to Amer- 
ica, promising hts little wife to re- 
turn to her “when the robins nest.” 
The curtain ri8es on a sadder and wiser 
Suzuki, praying against all conviction 
for Pinkerton’s return, and on a faith- 
ful, ever-trusting, never-doubting But- 
terfly. She declines to listen to 
Suzuki's misgivings: “’Tis faith you 
@re lacking!” she says, and in most 
touching language she draws a vivid 
picture of Pinkerton’s.speedy return, 
“This will all come to pass just as I tell 
you.

Pinkerton throws Butterfly 
into such a transport of excitement 
and joy that she ig unable to listen to 
its contents. He has written, he has 
rcmembered her, and, of course, he 
must be returning! Then they are dis- 
turbed by a visit from Yamadori, a 
wealthy Japanese suitor, whom Goro 
is urging Butterfly to marry. She is 
very indignant. “How can I marry 
rim?” she protests, “when I am al- 
ready married?” And when Goro and 
Sharpless, appalled at her blindness, 
suggest that Pinkerton’s desertion of 
her constitutes divorce, she proudly 
tells him: “That may be Japanese 
law, but not the law of my country, 
America!” It is a hopeless task to 
try and undecelve a faith such ag hers. 
After Yamadori has taken his depart- 
ure, Sharpless makes one more attempt 
to open her eyes to the truth, but she 


Silences him once for all by fetching 
in her 


a blue-eyed, fair- 
heired replica of Pinkerton. “Look, 
she says, with maternal pride, “can 
such as this well be forgotten? When 
Pinkerton hears what a fine son is 
waiting for him, will he not hasten 
back to Japan?” And the poor consul 
hag reluctantly to take his leave with- 
cut having achieved his mission. 

He has hardly gone before the harbor 
cannons announce the arrival of a 
man-of-war. Their eyes dim with 
happy tears, their hands shaking with 
excitement so that they can hardly 
hold the telescope, Butterfly and Suzuki 
discover it is Pinkerton’s ship, the 
Abraham Lincoln! Now Butterfly's 
transports know no bounds. She has 
proved herself right! Her faith Is re- 
warded! Her husband is returning to 
her! She and Suzuki decorate the lit- 
tle home with flowers until it is a 
very bower. She and the baby are 
adorned in their very best, and then she 
stations herself, Suzuki and the babv 
in front of three holes she has pierced 
in the Shosi, there to watch for Pink- 
érton’s arrival. As night §$ falls, 
Suzuki and the baby drop off to sleep. 
The curtain falls on the pathetic pic- 
ture of Butterfly, rigid and motion- 
less, waiting and watching in un- 
shaken faith for the return of the hus- 
band who has forsaken her... .

SATURDAY NIGHT. 
Argument, Act First.—iIn a 
of Calabria, on the feast 
of the assumption, a troop of 
mountebanks arrived and set up a 
theater amid the jokes and laughter 
of the villagers. Canio,.the manager, 
and his wife, Nedda, to whom Tonio is 
very attentive, prepare for the show, 
which is to begin at 7 o’clock, and 
Canio accepts an invitation to take a 
glass of wine accompanied by Beppe, 
the harlequin of the troupe. 

Tonio, however, declines on the 
ground that he must attend to the com- 
fort of the donkey which draws the 
cart containing the properties of .the 
company. 

Nedda, left alone, is joined by Tonio, 
who makes love to her and receives a 
slash across the face from Bepe’s whip 
deftly handled by the indignant Nedda. 
He rushes off vowing revenge. . Then 
Silvio, a young villager, leans over the 
wall and a dialogue ensues in which 
Nedda owns her love for Silvio and 
agrees to fly with him. Tontfd and 
Canio surprise them embracing, and 
Canio is restrained by Tonio until 
Silvio goes, Nedda bidding him adieu 
with the promise to be his that very 
night. Canto, enraged, bounds to the 
wall, and Nedda places herself in front 
of him, but is pushed aside roughly 
into a corner, where Tonto watches her 
while Canio follows Silvio. 

Nedda reproaches Tonio, who boasts 
that he has betrayed the lovers, and 
Canio comes back baffled and en- 
raged. He orders Nedda to tell the 
name of her lover. She refuses, and 
he is going to stab her when Beppe 
interferes and takes Nedda into the 
theater. However, the hour has arrived 
for the performance, and, with a sore 
heart, he must don the motley and play 
his part.

ENGLISH WOMAN’S SEARCH 
FOR SHAKESPEARE RECORDS 


London, April 16.—For twenty years 
Mrs. C. Carmichael Stopes has devoted 
herself steadily to throwing light on 
Shakespeare and the times he lived in. 
Her most recent discovery is a docu- 
ment showing that Shakespeare, as a 
king’s player, received a livery to join 
in the accession procession of James I. 

“I have spent a great deal of time 
at Stratford-on-Avon examining the 
records,” she said when seen in her 
home at Hampstead. “Trinity college, 
Dublin, and, of course, the record of- 
fice have yielded material. I have also 
been through many church records, 
particularly those of St. Margaret’s, 
Westminster, and St. Martin’s-in-the- 
Fields. In order to understand the 
times Shakespeare lived in and the 
lives of his friends I have found the 
registers most valuable. 

“The simplest records threw light on 
many obscure points. For instance, 
even the Shakespereans have express- 
ed wonder at the knowledge possessed 
by a poor boy living in what they 
called a bookless neighborhood, but I 
have found among the local records 
the will of a Stratford-on-Avon man 


left 170 books. 

“Moreover, I have found more law 
papers relating to Shakespeare’s fam- 
ily than to any other family in the 
district. His grandfather, for in- 
stance, left house property to be di- 
vided among seven daughters, and as 
Shakespeare was the only one of his 
family who could read, he would have 
had to explain the various documents 
to them. Later, the theater he joined 
was involved in constant litigation. 
Thus Shakespeare learned his law from 
the cases in which he was concerned.”

In a little restaurant in Soho the 
other evening I heard W. B. Yeats 
narrate the pathetic, gradual dissolu- 
tion of a coterie of poets existing in 
London ten years ago under the style 
ofthe Rhymsters’ Club. For the twelve 
poets who had formed the club, Mr. 
Yeats claimed the sincerity which 
marks the true artist. Several of them 
had gained distinction, yet of the little 
party two had since died of drink, a 
third had committed suicide, and two 
others had lost their reason. 

“A poet’s life must almost neces- 
sarily be troubled,” said Mr. Yeats. “AH 
songs are those of victories won in 
the poet’s mind. If you could find a 
perfectly steady nature, you would find 
&@ silent one.” 

“Eton Under Hornby,” by “O. E.,” is- 
Sued quite recently, is a sheaf of de- 
lightful reminiscences of the Eton of 
30 or 40 years ago. Dr. Hornby, the 
|a@uthor tells us, was never really ac- 
cessible to modern ideas. When it was 
frst proposed to place a bust of Shelley 
in the upper school (where it, now 
Stands) he is said to have replied: “No, 
he was a bad man,” and to have ex- 
pressed his humorous regret that the 
poet had not been educated at Harrow. 

A colleague who asked Hornby’s per- 
mission to invite William Morris to 
lecture before the school began to fear 
that the head master might not have 
realized that it was Morris,’ the go- 
Clalist, who was coming. 

“It is Morris, the poet,” he said with 
emphasis. To which Dr. Hornby re- 
plied (with reference to a well-known 
Windsor tradesman): . “Well, did you 
Suppose I thought it was Morris, the 
confectioner?’”’ 


Shelley’s “Address to the Irish Peo- 
ple,” for which fancy prices are now 
asked, was originally given away, the 
10 cents at which it was published be- 
ing in many cases too much for the 
class of persons tO whom the pam- 
phlet was addfressed. Shelley and his 
wife landed in Dublin on the 12th of 
Webruary, 1812, armed with the man- 
uscript of the pamphlet. Within a 
week it was published. Shelley’s in- 
tention was “to disseminate truth and 


happiness” throughout the world, and 
he regarded Ireland as a favorable 
base for his propaganda. 

He threw himself into the work with 
characteristic enthusiasm. The “Ad- 
dress to the Irish People” was follow- 
ed by a second pamphlet on the ques- 
tion of Catholic emancipation. On the 
2ith of February he wrote to a friend 
in England: ‘ 

“I have already sent 800 of my Irish 
pamphlets into the world, and they 
have excited a sensation of wonder in 
Dublin. Kleven hundred yet remain 
for distribution. Copies have been 
sent to sixty public houses. . BEx- 
pectation is on tiptoe. I sent a man 
out every day to distribute copies, with 
instructions when and how to give 
them. Hits account corresponds with 
the multitudes of people who possess 
them. I stand at the balcony of our 
window, and I watch till I see a man 
who looks likely. I throw a book to 
him.” WALTER ROLLINS.

The grist that has fed the mills of evolution from time imme- 
morial has been the grist of both quantity and quality, so far as 
children are concerned. 

The work of the world-requires armies of men and women.

is founded. 

What the race needs is not concentrated attention on quantity 
and quality in CHILDREN so much as concentrated devotion and 
intelligence upon quantity and quality in PARENTS.

Oliver Wendell Holmes remarked, whimsically, that children 
should exercise the utmost care in the selection of their ancestors. 

Unfortunately, the children can’t comply with the advice. The 
parents ought to do it for them. 

Health in mind and body on the part of mothers and fathers, 
keeping themselves “unspotted from the world,” plain living and 
high thinking, will speedily do away with the CULL part of the 
race. 

Under these conditions, let the children multiply as fast as 
nature provides, and the world will use them wisely, justly, mer- 
cifully, understandingly in the great program of human advance- 
ment. . 
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A PERSONALLY CONDUCTED REVOLUTION. 


It is just as well, occasionally, to’ go to the outside to get a 
perspective on southern growth, southern promise and the reasons 
for both.

Nowadays, 
the south is learning to trade with itself, all the way from the cotton 
field to the clothing store. Over one-half of the cotton grown in the 
south is now manufactured in the south. It is only a question of 
time until the whole of the cotton crop will be manufactured there. 
Hand in hand with this expansion of the manufacturing interests 
down Dixie way goes the safe and sane exploitation of the south’s 
financial institutions.. Its banking ‘houses are multiplying by leaps 
and bounds; its life and fire insurance companies are waxing stronger 
and stronger every year. A veritable flood of golden dollars, once 
flowing—apparéntly forever—toward New York and New England, 
now spreads itself around and about its own clime and nourisheg its 
‘home soil in a@ way that soil has never before been nourished.. 


In brief, the south is now enjoying, and will more largely enjoy 


in the future, the beneficial effects of a personally-conducted revo- 
lution in its commercial, economic, industrial and agricultural atti- 


tudes. 


The Herald may be a little optimistic when it says that over 
half the cotton grown here is manufactured in the south; but in 
the main its premises and conclusions are correct, and the state- 
ment of its prophecies is absolutely accurate. 

The Constitution has always contended that the south was so 
gifted by nature that it could, given the desire or necessity, develop 
irto a commercial principality amply capable of supporting itself 
without aid from the outside.

Senator Burton, of Ohio, chairman of the national waterways 
commission and an undisputed authority, is vigorously fighting the 
proposition, He is against piecemeal work, in the first place, and, 
what is of more importance, he is entirely opposed to many of 
these iridescent and impractical projects.

But legitimate waterways are one thing, and pork barrel proj- 
ects another, and vastly different, thing. It is a safe bet that 40 
per cent of this $52,000,000 is political pork, pure and simple, ex- 
pressed in projects to widen impossible creeks or dredge hopeless 
harbors, neither of which ever can or ever will figure in either local 
cr interstate commerce. , 

If HALF OF THIS YEAR’S PROPOSED APPROPRIA- 
TION should be diverted from theoretic streams and hypothetical 
karbors and spent instead ON NATIONAL GOOD. ROADS 
PROJECTS, we should experience a national impulse toward 
prosperity near incalculable. 

Even conceding, for the sake of argument, that every penny 
ci this fabulous $52,000,000—about the same amount, by the way, 
thrown away in obsolete warships. now going to the scrap-heap— 
is founded on reason, it would still be incumbent on congress to 
provide at least proportionately for GOOD ROADS. 

In their most highly developed aspects, waterways can only 
benefit a FRACTION of America’s population. Decent highways 
throughout the nation benefit EVERY class of population, stimu- 
lating rural and urban development, lessening the exorbitant cost 
of living, increasing the national wealth, so that in the near future 
the immeasurable drain of such luxuries as battleships and aca- 
demic waterways will bear less heavily. 

It is the people’s money that congress is frittering away to 
reinforce personal political reputations. Today the people are de- 
manding that a portion of the sums taken from them in taxes be 
spent upon good roads—a project interesting every man, woman 
and child living and yet to be born in this country. 


THE TYPHOID FLY IN GEORGIA. 


In Atlanta, and in several other cities of Georgia, there has been 


. 
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‘and will be waged a systematic and persistent fight upon the ty- 


phoid fly—the common house-fly, whose scientific name—Musca. 
domestica—does not deprive him, of his ability to deal death and 
disease. 

It is not so certain that rural Georgia is as thoroughly warned 
against its sinister possibilities, or that adequate measures will be 
taken to minimize them. 

It is relatively as easy to eliminate the disease-carrying fly from 
the country as from the city districts. The main preliminary is 
knowledge of his deadliness, and organized effort to delimit it. 


The house-fly carries death on his feet. He tramples over gar- 
bage, sewage and offal, in which may lurk the germs of a dozen 
diseases, and then—obligingly invites himself into your home, 
trickles over your food and plants the death and disability he gath- 
ered up in another locality, perhaps far removed. 


From a standpoint of health, rural Georgia should be a Garden 
of Eden, for certainly nature has fulfilled its part of the compact. 
It remains now for man to meet Providence half-way, fighting with 
the aid of science from the vantage ground of natural advantage. 


Cleanliness is the sworn and effectual foe of the typhoid fly. 
A recent issue of Suburban Life gives the following explicit and 
easily-followed instructions for insuring cleanliness, as they apply 
to the elimination of the fly with death on his feet: 


Sprinkle the garbage cans with lime or kerosene, and keep them 
constantly covered. 

Do not allow decayed vegetable or other material to accumulate 
Keep your premises clean. 

Be careful that all doors and windows are screened. 

Screen all food, if it is not possible to keep the flies from it in 
any other way. 

To kill flies in the house, dissolve 818 grains of bichromate of 
potash in ten ounces of water. It should be sweetened with sugar 
and placed in shallow dishes throughout the house. This material 
is cheap, can be purchased at the drug store.. 

Another anti-fly mixture is one part formaldehyde (formalin) and 
four parts of water. If this preparation is placed in tins or saucepans 
about the house, it will prove very effective, as it attracts the flies, 
and kills them Instantly. 


The Constitution should like to see these precautions observed 
in every household in Georgia, whether on the one-horse farm or 
ir: the plantation palace. 

It is farce to blame Providence for untimely deaths and sickly 
bodies when Providence itself places the means of salvation in our 
own hands. 
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THE UNEARNED INCREMENT IN ATLANTA. 


The theory of the “unearned increment” tax is already casting 
a prophetic shadow over Atlanta. 

One of the most prominent business men and civic leaders of 
the city sends to The Comstitution an extract from The tage 
in which that periodical reproduces the communication to The Con- 
stitution of Professor D. Y. Thomas, of the University of Arkansas, 
wherein he pointed out that phenomenal increases in the property 
values of this city were enjoyed exclusively by landlords, who, in 
many cases, had done nothing more constructive than to “sit 


tight.” 
Commenting upon the communication, this prominent Atlanta 
business man goes on to say that— 


“The abnormal increase in the rentals on Whitehall 
street is a serious matter that is giving all the stores con- 
siderable concern. The merchants of Atlanta push busi- 
ness, are public spirited and contribute largely toward all 
public enterprises. The city grows, and yet the rents are 
increasing in some instances from 25 to 100 per cent. The 
landlords—who are not contributors—are, in a.large num- 
ber of instances, the smallest donors to any public enter- 
prises and are not the leaders in civic affairs, but reap the 
benefits.” 


There is inescapable truth in the statements of our local cor- 
respondent. 

And what he says of marvelously enhancing values on White- 
hall street applies, proportionately, to every portion of the city, 
and to unimproved as well as to improved property. And the same 


,™ 
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thing applies to all other cities. 


To the general statement of our correspondent that landlords 
do not contribute to public projects, The Constitution could file 
niany exceptions. A large number of them are active in the policy 
ot improvements, giving also with great liberality to enterprises 
making for the common good. Some, however, do not assume their 
share of the burden of public enterprise. 

But it certainly seems equitable that wealth created by the 
activities of the community should return a commensurate share 
ci its unearned increment to the community.

Editor Constitution: Some of the 
changes needed in the criminal law 
of this state involve our organic law, 
while others can be effected by the 
passage of the proper laws by the leg- 
islature. Other changes occur to me, 
but these seem the most important for 
the proper administration of the crimi- 
nal law in this state: 

1. Give to the state and defendant 
the same number of peremptory strikes 
in selecting a jury. 

2. Give the state the right to cross- 
examine the defendant and to restrict 
his statement to facts relevant to the is- 
sue involved. By this I do not mean that 
the state should be allowed to call the 
defendant as a witness against himself, 
but, if the defendant takes the stand, 
the state should have these rights. 

3. Give the state the right to amend 
indictments and put criminal pleadings 
on the same footing as civil pleadings, 
so far as amendments are concerned. 

4. Allow no issue of venue to be 
raised unless by special plea in writ- 
ing before arraignment. 

5. Let three-fourths of a jury con- 
trol verdicts in both criminal and civil 


cases. 
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6. Put every prosecuting officer on 
@ salary, and abolish the fee system. 

7. Give courts the power to remove 
a sheriff for flagrant violation of his 
duty or incompetency and to appoint 
another in his place. 

8. Change our constitution so as to 
allow corporal punishment for misde- 
meanors. 

9. Change the state and federal con- 
stitutions so as to give the power to 
the legislature to prescribe, not only 
the method of carrying arms, but what 
arms may be carried. 

10. Repeal the law making it man- 
datory on our supreme court and court? 
of appeals to grant new trials when? 
the presiding judge expresses or even 
intimates an opinion on the evidence. 

11. Allow courts wider discretion 
in passing on motions to continue. 

12. Do away with the right to demand 
indictments in all misdemeanor cases. 

13. Require all exceptions to the. 
charge of the court as grounds for: 
new trial to be brought to the atten- 
tion of the court immediately upon the 
conclusion of the charge.

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| OLD WORLD COURT GOSSIP

Monaco’s recent teacup revolution, 
which resulted in the grant by the 
reigning prince of a constitution to 
his few thousand subjects, recalls the 
last thing of the kind that took place 
there about 120° years ago. In fact, at 
the end of the eighteenth century the 
people of Monaco considered it neces- 
sary to take their cue, not only in 


from the Parisians. Monroe IIL, of 
Monaco, was the very counterpart of 
King Louis XVI. of France, the one 
being as easy-going and kindly as the 
other. When France obtained the 
concession of a national assembly from 
Louis XVI. Monaco immediately in- 
sisted on having one conceded by 
Prince Honore III. When the French 
assémbly abolished feudal rights the 
Monaco assembly straightwapyollowed 
suit. When Louis XVI. made his vain 
attempt to escape from France, Prince 
Honore fled from Monaco, taking the 
road to Paris, whereupon his subjects, 
like those of Louis XVI. organized 4 
national convention. When the Tuiler- 
ies was sacked, Prince Honore’s cas- 
tle at Monte Carlo underwent similar 
treatment at the hands of the Monaco 
eo eS 
Indeed, every revolutionary move in 
Paris had its counterpart in miniature 
at Monaco with this difference: that 
Prince Honore aid not lose his head. 
However, he was solemnly deprived 
of his title of prince, and was styled 
from thenceforth, in communications 
from his former subjects, and by the 
authorities of Paris, where he resided 
as “Citizen Monaco,” just in the same 
way as Louls XVI. became “Citizen 
Capet.” All his property was confis- 
cated, and eventually he was thrown 
into prison, and incarcerated in a. jail 
in the Rue de Sevres at Karis. After 
spending more than a year in captivi- 
ty, he was released in a dying condl- 
tion, to expire at his home in the Rue 
rennes, in Paris. 
eg yor Marie Brignole-Sale, 
daughter of the last Doge of Genoa, 
survived him, marrying after his 
death Louis Joseph de Bourbon, Prince 
de Conde, on whose mysterious death 
by strangulation the late Duc 4’Au- 
male inherited Chantilly, now the prop- 
erty of the Institute of France. 
Honore III. had three sons, the eld- 
est of whom succeeded him as Honore 
IV., great-grandfather of the present 
ruler of Monaco. His second son, 
Prince Joseph Grimaldi, married 
Therese Francoise de Stainville, 
daughter of the celebrated French 
Marshal de Stainville. Arrested at 
Paris during the terror, she became 
one of the heroines of that epoch. 
When brought before the revolution- 
ary tribunal, the infamous Fouquier, 
as public prosecutor, demanded the 
head of “the woman Monaco,” as he 
designated her, and she was condemned 
to be guillotined on the Sth Thermi- 


dor. 
The Tie Troubled Her. 


On the advice of a friend, who was 


convinced that the terror was draw-- 


ing to an end, and who hoped to save 
her life by—delaying her execution, 
she announced) that she was about to 
become a mother. But two days after- 
wards her became 
troubled with having thus told a 
lie, and she wrote to Fouquier 
himself, a letter, which has been pre- 
served, in which she informs him that 
she was not enciente, and that she does 
not wish to save her life, or even to 
obtain a prolongation thereof, by 4 
lie. Fouquier, instead of being moved 
by the letter, saw to it that the order 
for her execution was earried out. She 
was guillotined on the 9th Thermi- 
dor, being actually the last victim of 
the revolutionary tribunal, which was 
overthrown at the very moment when 
head fell. 

ag Princes of Monaco aré Grimaldis 
only through the female liné. The 
dynasty itself became extinct in the 
female line by the death in 1721 of An- 
thony I., who was succeeded by his 
only daughter, Louise, married to 
James de Goyon-Matignon, Duce 
4’Estouteville, one of the nobles of the 
court of Vere illes, and who, with the 
authorization of Louls xV., was per- 
mitted to assume his father-in-law’s 
French dukedom of Valentinois. It 
was the son of this union who was 
Honore Ill, the Monaco counterpart 
of the, ill-fated Louis XVI. of France.

through him the French dukedom of 
Mazarin, with the consent of Louis 
XVIII of France, passed to the princes 
of Monaco. Of this marriage there 
were two sons—Honore V, who died 
in 1841, and Florestan, who had dur- 
ing the reign of Emperor Napoleon 
earned his livelihood as an actor at 
the Ambigu theater, at Paris, marry- 
ing Caroline Gibert, daughter of a 
Parisian ‘‘charcutier,” or delicatessen 
vendor, who had been very kind and 
charitable to him when he was not 
earning enough on the stage to keep 
body and soul together. The ex- 
Ambigu theater actor and the pork- 
butcher’s daughter are therefore the 
grandfather and grandmother of the 
present ruler of Monaco. 


As to “Lady Fitsgeorge.” 

In view of the stories which are 
being published all over the country 
to the effect that “Lady Fitzgeorge,” 
who for the past two years has been 
making her home in this country, and 
who is now living at a hotel in the 
suburbs of New York, is about to 
bestow her hand upon ah American, 
it may be just ag well to explain her 
relationship to the reigning house of 
England. To begin with, she has no 
title whatsoever, and her correct 
designation is “Mrs. George William 
AugustuS Fitzgeorge.” Her second 
husband died in Switzerland about four 
years ago, and was the eldest of the 
three sons of Prince George of Eng- 
land, duke of Cambridge, by the lat- 
ter’s union with the Lrish actress, 
Miss Louise Farebrother, the union 
being invalid in the eyes of English 
law, and the sons, as such, debarred 
from inheriting any of their father’s 
honors. 

The late Colonel Fitzgeorge did not 
share the regard which his two young- 
er brothers enjoyed on the part of the 
king, and of the remainder of the 
royal family, and while they figured 
conspicuously at the state funeral of 
the old duke, at which King Edward 
was chief mourner, Colonel Fitzgeorge, 
who was alive at the time, was rele- 
@ated to the background, and had no 
place in the procession. Moreover, hig 
two younger brothers received titles 
from the king, together with the Star 
of the Victorian Order, one becoming 
Sir Adolphus Fitzgeorge and the other 
Sir Augustus Fitzgeorge. But Colonel 
George Fitzgeorge remained without 
any such token of royal favor and rec- 
Ognition. 

The fact of the matter is that the 
colonel had been a good deal of a 
thorn in the side of hig royal father, 
and of the other members of the reign- 
ing family, by reason of hig foolish 
speculations and extravagance, which 
forced him to leave the army, and which 
landed him in the bankruptcy court, 
with Habilities to the tune of nearly 
a million dollars, and lesg than a 
thousand dollars’ worth of assets.

Eventually, by dint of a g00d deal 
of sacrifice on the part of the duke, 
Colonel Fitzgeorge was extricated 
from his difficulties; but to the end 
of his days seemed to be always ime 
bued with the belief that he could ree 
store his shattered fortunes by eme- 
barking in the most foolish and wild- 
cat enterprises. He was married to 
the widow of Captain F. W. Ark- 
wright, of the Goldstream Guards, ghe 
being a daughter of William Henry 
Baring, M. P., of Norman Court, 
Hampshire, and although Mrs. BYtz- 
george thus belongs to the now ex- 
tremely numerous clan of Barings, 
some of the members of which, such 
as Lord Northbrooke, Lord Revel-« 
stoke and Lord Cromer, are accounted 
rich, yet it has always been under- 
stood that she was, both during her 
second marriage and subsequent there- 
to, in very straitened circumstances, 
and that on this account the cost of 
the education of her two daughters 
and of her son, who is now a mid- 
shipman in the Royal navy, had been 
assumed by Rear Admiral Sir Adolphus 
and Lady Fitszgeorge. Under the chap- 
eronage of the latter the girls are now 
going out in London society. It ig 
likewise asserted in London that Mrs. 
Fitzgeorge is living in this country 
on an allowance from relatives, and 
inasmuch as the allowance will cease 
on her marriage, they are naturally 
anxious that she should wed a well- 
to-do American. .

From Yokohama te Kioto. 


Glimpses Through a Car Window Be- 


tween Yokohania and Kioto Reveal 
a Human and Vegetable Disregard 
for Climatic Conditions Which Is 
Astounding—Fruited Orange Trees, 
Bare Legs and Ice in Profusion. 


(The writer of these letters is Migs 
Harriet Adams Ganahl, of Augusta, 
who, in company with her friend, Miss 
Margaret Gould Weed, daughter of 
Bishop Weed, of Florida, is making 4 
round-the-world trip, beginning at San 
Francisco in Janua! and ending at 
New York some tim@ during the early 
fall. Miss Ganah! wfll gnake a stop of 
a month or more in the Philippines, as 
the guest of friends in Manila, and 
will, afterward, proceed on her trip 
by way of India, Egypt and back 
through Europe. 

The writer of these letters is one of 
the most talented of southern women 
newspaper writers, and is peculiarly 
well equipped to present bright and 
entertaining accounts of her travels.) 


In the language of the guide book, 
“One goes by rail from Yokohama to 
Kioto”—and in this case, I was that 
one. 

Madge, whose plan is to return to 
Japan and join a party there after 
spending a few weeks in Manila, de- 
cided to let Kicto wait for her return 
trip; but I, who make a point of hav- 
ing no definite plans and never know- 
ing exactly what I am going to do 
next, suddenly surprised myself with 
the .discovery that my mind was made 
up to launching out alone in Jap land, 
so that I might. drink in more of it 
during the few precious hours that 
still remained for me. I found I could 
put in a trip on a Japanese railway, 
spend a night and day at Kioto and 
then run down and catch the Chiyo 
in Kohe after nightfall, instead of 
remaining on her and adding another 
day and night to my experience in sea 
travel. 

I was in possession of permits from 
the American embassy at Tokio to see 
the Imperial Palace and Nijo castle, 
and this fact gave me courage to be- 
lieve that all would turn out well. I 
had mastered but one word of Jap- 
anese, which was “Matti,” and is the 
thing you say to the rickshaw man 
when you want him to stop, but the 
fact that I had no language and no 
Japanese currency, did not hold back 
my enterprising spirit. 

I arose in the cold, dark dawn and 
was off for the station under the 
gfuidance of a faithful little rickshaw 
man to whose mind I had conveyed 
my wishes the night before by a series 
of creditable pantomime actions, and 
the repetition of a few foolish words 
which the guide at Tokio had written 
On a card fer me. 

Your Nods and Blinks. 

I soon found out, however, that 
every one in Japan felt more respon- 
sible for me than I did for myself. 
Spoken language, as a genera] thing 
is unnecessary, because your nods and 
blinks and gesticulations are so read- 
ily interpreted, but. when histrionic 
gifts fail and things are getting hope- 
lessly snarled up, then some beaming 
little face will look up into yours with 
a promise written on it, a little figure 
will dodge away to return again in 
an instant, bringing some one who 
understands English and acts as an 
interpreter. It was by some such fas- 
cinating method that I managed to 
exchange my American gold for Jap- 
anese money, bought my ticket and 
secured my Place in an express train 
for Kioto. Pores 2 

One sits sideways all day long in a 
Japanese train; also, one gets a stiff 
neck from screwing around to look 
out at the interesting country. Among 
many other queer things about Japan 
is that no matter how bleak and cold 
the weather is, neither the people or 
the vegetation pay any attention to it. 
Ice will show itself crusted about the 
sides of the little streams, but the 
peasant women and men run about 
half clad, with bare legs and arms and 
throats. 

Orange trees, which in Florida would 
sulk and refuse to bear fruit, seem to 
preserve a serene unconsciousness of 
the surrounding atmosphere and con- 
tinue to deck themselves in a profusion 
of golden fruit. Vegetables and other 
fruits show the same inconsequent re- 
gard for the temperature, and even the 
flowers do not seem as much discour- 
aged as you would expect. There is 
some current or other which is sup 
posed to explain all this, but I am in- 
clined to reject this explanation and 
class all these things along with the 
rest of the unexpected which always 
happens in this—as Madge calls it— 
“Topsy Turvy Land.” 

Learning From Car Windows. 

An intelligent observer could learn 
much from his car window about the 
irrigation methods and the great skill 
and industry given to cultivating the 
lands and reforesting the hill sides; 
even I was deeply impressed with the 
wonderful enterprise and _ efficiency 
which the numerous little cultivated 
patches, all closely placed together. 
stretching far up the hillside and 
covering miles and miles of land. 
represented. Rice fields, tea fields and 
Vegetable grounds. all planned on a 
miniature scale and elaborately irri- 


themselves too fully to the practical 
side of things. 

Communion with nature through the 
car window soon brought me into sym- 
pathy with the reverence and worship 
which the Japanese are said to feel for 
their’ beloved Fuji. It assuredly seem- 
ed, that day, to have a supernatural 
way of appearing and vanishing in the 
skies, first on one side of the car and 
then the other. 

It would hover grandly over the 
more mortal and substantial mountain 
tops, like an heroic, sublimated and 
spiritualized vision of all that a moun- 
tain, made perfect in form and radiant 
in light, might become. No wonder so 


much poetic superstition and venera- 
tion is aroused in the Japanese mind 


by the mystery and majestic loVeliness 
of this glorious old volcano. 


The contemplation of nature Was 


not, however, the sole and uninter- 
rupted pleasure of the day, for I be- 
came deeply absorbed in the conversa- 
tion of a fellow passenger who came 
into our car at some point on the road 
about two hours out of Yokohama. 


Wow. He Did Talk. 


He was an American, who Had been 
knocking about Japan for months, get- 
ting himself steeped 
phere and keenly observing and study- 
ing it all in the most enthusiastic, I 
might say almost impassioned, way. He 
had, evidently, not had many oppor- 
tunities to give vent to his impres- 
sions in his own language for some 
time, so that he fell upon me, figura- 
tively, as fair prey—and how he did 
talk! 

He poured so much information and 
comment about Japan into my brain 


that I felt it spilling over and getting | 
lost, so that I centered my efforts to | 
selecting only the salient features of | 


his discourse to hold in.my memory; 
but it was all good and I could cry 
with grief that I could not take short- 
hand notes as the torrent of talk swept 
on. 
He spoke delightfully of Japanese 
art, history and customs, but it was 
not difficult to observe that his admi- 
ration of the Japanese knew limits. 
Their gentleness and suavity, which 
to me is so grateful and pleasing, 
seemed to irritate him beyond meas- 
ure. In their bland and ingratiating 
manner he reads treachery and hatred 
and he assured me that they are the 
most tricky people in the world. 

Under my very doubtful acceptance 
of his views he warmed to his subject 
and grew stronger and more eloquent 
in support of his convictions. He be- 
lieves, in his very heart, that all Japan 
is a volcano about to erupt. He a8 - 
sured me that for years they have 
been deliberately and carefully plan- 
ning for war with the United States, 
and are in possession of the most 
detailed and exact information of our 
military strength and weakness—in 
fact, of our entire condition and equip- 
ment, even to an understanding of the 
character and peculiarities of the com- 
manding officers in our navy and 
army. 

Japanese Crouching to Spring. 

“The Japanese are purring at us,” 
he said, “even while they crouch to 
spring.” 

The poverty. and financial embar- 
rassment of the Japanese, of which we 
hear so much at home, are,he assured 


me, only a part of their bluff to disarm 
suspicion of their intentions. There 
is great poverty among the lower 
classes, of course, but there is also a 
tremendous hardiness and strength in 
them and their lives are so bare and 
simple that they are almost as free 
from dependence upon money as are 
the squirrels and field rats. 

The presence of the United States in 
the Orient is a thorn in the Japanese 
flesh, and the Philippine Islands with 
their wonderful possibilities and allur- 
ing wealth are a temptation too great 
for the covetous eyes of ambitious, 
hungry and over-crowded Japan to be- 
hold. He assured mse that our policy 
in the East, and with Japan especially, 
had been so fraught with follies, so ill 
advised, hap-hazard and inconsistent 
that trouble, if not disaster, must 
necessarily respond to our unconscious 
invitation. Japanese spies, he said, 
had been allowed to fairly honeycomb 
Manila and the Philippine Islands, and 
the Japanese are very busily at work 
among the nations, arousing them to 
discontent and insurrection. 

He had even planned, in his mind, 
how the Japanese were going to 
swarm in upon Manila and wipe out 
our insufficient and absurdly small 
protecting forces; then at the same 
time, perhaps, invade Alaska and set 
their coolies to work picking out the 
gold from our mines there. 

It was all like a sudden,eominous 
cloud, spreading itself over my “‘starlit 
skies and sunny olimes,” and my 
happy-go-lucky spirit was reluctant to 
sit and brood under it. 


Land of Toy People. 

Japan and the Japanese, as I am 
seeing them, seem just.a lovely land 
ef toy people, and I did not feel like 
looking behind the surface of things 
for a “bogie-man,” but I thought of 
how Gulliver in the consciousness of 


head and the delicate little glistening 
threads, no one of which seemed 


more than a spider’s yarn. 

The notion began to fascinate me 
and 1 wondered vaguely if my com- 
panion was going to reveal himself to 
me as Richmond Pearson Hobson in 
disguise. I questioned him very 
closely though, and could not help 
being impressed with the idea that his 
views had been carefully, almost re- 
luctantly, taken from men who had 
lived long-in Japan and come to know 
the Japanese character and methods— 
that is, as far as the Western white 
man can know and understand the 
yellow men of the East. 

It was all awfully thrilling, and I 
tried to remember that the eloquence

and magnetism of my companion was 
probably entirely responsible for the 


‘tense state of mind to which I was 
; pitched. 
| We parted at dusk, when the train 
| drew in to Kioto, and as I sat in my 
|nicksham, pacing through the streets | 


of the great strange city in the op- 
pressive and mysterious darkness, my 
imagination kept me joggied and 
jolted itn heart and mind, even as lI 
was joggled and jolted in body by the 
little bobbing coolle to whose kind 
will and intention I had resigned 
myself. 

The Myako hotel was finally reach- 
(ed, however, without the slightest 
mischance or adventure, and 1 must 
confess that the creepy feeling left 
me all too soon and flatley, when I 
found mine host and the corps of little 
bell boys, maids and hotel attendants 


/so happy and beaming at the sight of 
me. 

In fact, everyone was so pleased to 
see me that I soon became delighted 


| with myself and once again so charm-

Better Cotton Crops. 


(Raleigh, N. C., Progressive farmer 
and Gazette.) 

Except for the expense of picking, 
the cost of human labor on bale-per- 
acre cotton is only half as much as it 
is on a field which makes half a bale 
per acre. 

We must have more bale-per-acre 
fields and not merely one bale per 
acre, but two bales per acre. Instead 
of a bale per acre being a big yield, it 
ought to be considered a normal aver- 
age which any farmer ought to be 
ashamed to fall below in a@ good year. 

Half-a-bale-per-acre cotton belongs 
along with fifteen-bushel-per-acre 
corn. The same improved methods 
which we are going to adopt in get- 
ting out corn average up to 35 or 40 
bushels will help us carry our cotton 
average to at least one bale per acre.

mén are urging the importance of ob- 
serving the day. 

Dr. George Brown, the well-known 
tuberculosis expert of Atlanta, has 
addressed persona! letters to the min- 
isters and leading business men and 
others throughout the state in the in- 
terest of the day. He calls attention 
to an address he read before the Geor- 
gia Medical Association five years ago. 
One feature of that address he quotes 
as follows: + Na 

“I wish to go on record here in 
demanding that tuberculosis:.patients 
who are unable to work and support 
themselves, and who havé no means, 
be made the wards of the state, and 
be given,at theexpense of the state, 
the proper care and attention. 

“I want to go on record in demand- 
ing also that the same laws that apply 
to smallpox and other infectious dis- 
eases be applied to tuberculosis pa- 
tients.”’

Make the Hill Country a Land 
of Flocks and Herds. ! 


(Raleigh, N. C., Progressive Farmer | 
and Gazette.) 

Large areas in Virginia, and smaller 
ones in eastern Tennessee and western 
North Carolina, have developed blue- 
grass pastures equal to those of Ken- 
tucky and the west, and there are 
thousands of other acres. which might 
be made equally productive. Other 
thousands, if given the proper treat- 
ment, would give far larger returns in 
pasture, growing richer all the while, 
than they can ever be expected to yield 
in cultivation with all its risk of gul- 
leying and soil depletion. Some years 
ago the writer heard a very successful 
farmer at the East Tennessee Farm- 
ers’ Convention declare: “This part of 
Tennessee needs nothing so much as 
to have half its plows dumped into the 
rivers.” This was a picturesque ex- 
aggeration of what is an indisputable 
fact—that there is entirely too much 
plowing done on these clay hills. The

; galled, unprofitable lands all along the 


| foothills of the 


Blue Ridge and the 
Great Smokies bear testimony to this 
statement. If these lands were kept 
in grass most of the time (bluegrass, 
redtop, orchard grass, the fescues, 
Timothy and Bermuda are all! suited 
to some part or other of this beautifu! 
hill land), and turned for cultivated 
crops only at intervals of four or five 
years, the humus-filled soil would not 
wash away, but would yield bountiful 
crops and be ready to go back into 
grass again. Of course, along the 
rivers there are level lands as pro- 
ductive as the prairies of Illinols, but 
within sight of these in most cases 
are other lands that should never be 
plowed at all, but be allowed to re- 
main in timber or be kept clothed with 
grass through all the years to come. 
This, then, is the message we would 
bring to the farmers of the southern 
hill country: Remember always that 
yours is first of all a grazing section. 
You have grass lands of the finest, the 
most splendid dairy region tn the 
south, an unsurpassed place in which 
to raise horses and sheep, hops and 
poultry. If you make grass and live 
stock the basis of your farming, you 
may make your land one of the most 
prosperous, as it {is one of the fairest, 
in America; but if you Insist on culti- 
vating these hills year after year, you 
are destined to see the surface soil of 
many of them start on its long jour- 
ney to the Mississipp! or the Atlantic.

The Ormond street plan haés so far 
progressed that the county has agreed 
to do the work of grading’ and paving 
and the city has laid water mains and 
sewers. Ormond street from Wash- 
ington is a broad, straight thorough- 
fare, when it ds ready for public 
travel, after grading and paving, peo- 
ple going to the park can ‘take either 


Capitol avenue or Washington street, 
both of which are being repaved, and 
have a fine roadway all the way from 
the center of the city to the park. 

Atlanta avenue is perhaps the widest 
street on the south side. It has no car 
line and is therefore well fitted for a 
driveway. It requires some grading 
between Capitol avenue and Cherokeé 
avenue. This avenue will make a long 
and good driveway from Washington 
street to South Boulevard. 

The two views herewith presented 
show Ormond street looking east from 
Capitol avenue, and Atlanta avenue 


looking east from Fraser street. 

Both of these streets will connect 
with Cherokee avenue, which is to be 
widened by the city donating a 10- 
foot strip from the west side of Grant 
Park, between Atlanta avenue and 
Sydney street. 

All of this work has been inaugurat- 
ed and pushed through by the Second 
and Third Ward Club.

INTEREST IN PEDIGREE. 


England at present seems as active 
in pursuit of pedigree as America. 
They have their quarterly magazines 
devoted entirely to genealogy, to an- 
swering queries concerning families 
and the printing of old records. They 
have printed abstracts of old wills, 
public school registers, college records 
and inscriptions upon old tombstones. 

Since almost everybody has learned 
to recognize the importance of having 
an ancestry and Knowing who their 
ancestors were, it becomes the duty 
of the state to help in this work and 
see that from now on her citizens shall 
be able to find upon certain public rec- 
ords the names of their ancestors 
without being driven to the long, ex- 
pensive and sometimes hopeless search 


SIGNIFICANT PROMINENCE | 
OF SOUTH’S CLUB WOMEN 
AT LITTLE ROCK CONFERENCE 


“This body has, from the beginning, 
had in mind one central object: the 
effort to place in the way of every 
child in the south the opportunity for 
that education which will help him 
in his struggle for life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness.” . 

So spoke Mr. Robert C. Ogden in the 
president’s address, which was a no- 
table feature of the opening session 
of the thirteenth conference for edu- 
cation in the south, which convened in 
Little Rock, April 6, 7 and 8. 

These words explain the link be- 
tween the conference and all federa- 
tions of women’s clubs, the object of 
which it ig to secure the opportunity 
for this education for all the children 
and to likewise bring about a healthy, 
clean, decent world in which they may 
obtain such education and then em- 
ploy it. 

The two bodies are therefore closely 
united in object and aim, though, so far, 
there has been no organic recognition 
between the two. 

School Improvemeht Work. 

The woman’s side of the conference 
has taken the form of reports of work 
done by the School Improvement Asso- 
ciations of the various. states, such 
work being fostered by the Southern 
Education Board and reported on at 
the conferences from year to year. 

The school improvement work thus 
organized is now being done in Vir- 
ginia, Alabama, Tennessee, Arkansas, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Flor- 
ida, Georgia, Texas, Kentucky and 
Mississippi. 

In all these states an immense vol- 
ume of school improvement work is 
being done and it is of interest to note 
that in three of the states most infiu- 
ential in this work, it hag all been 
done entirely and solely as the work 
of the education committee of the State 
Federations of Clubs. 

These states are Kentucky, 
and Alabama.

Take Homer's lLliad and 
read Paris, the son of Priam. Take 
any ancient history and read how 
faithfully the names of one’s ancestors 
are preserved. It is a good old custom, 
from which the present commercial 
world has departed and to which with 
the help of the state, thinking men and 
patriotic women we hope to return.

In the last two states separate 
school improvement societigs have just 
been formed, the work up to this time 
having been done entirely by the state 
federations. In most of the other 
states there is very close association 
in work between the School Improve- 
ment associations and the State Fed- 
erations of Clubs. The most _§ ideal 
state of coordination of forces is, per- 
haps to be found in Mississippi, where 
the School Improvement Association, 
the Federation of Women's @lubs and 
the state educational authorities work 
hand in hand in a very simple and 
yet perfect state organization. Even 
in the states, however, in which this 
close relation between federation and 


| 
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school improvement association exists, 
there is much educational work being 
done by. the federationg which does 
not fall under the head of school im- 
provement, and in states where the re- 
lations are not so close it is needless 
to say how much fine educational work 
done by southern women fails alto- 
gether of being accounted for at these 
conferences. 

For tnstance, the Georgia Federation 
of Clubs secured last year for educa- 
tional work in the state about $8,000, 
besides &n incalculable amount of im- 
petus ‘and energy added to the sum 
total of Georgia’s educational activity. 
Since the conference is along all lines 
of educational endeavor a sort of clear- 
ing house for such effort in the south, 
it seems a pity that its “proceedings” 
should fail to embody so large a slice 
of woman’s work in this section. When 
the conference met in Georgia last year 
the club work of the-state was pre- 
sented by our state chairman, Mrs. 
Robert Park, and at Little Rock the 
club work of Arkansas was exploited.

The Decatur Woman’s Club was or- 
ganized in July, 1908, with about 20 
members. This, the second year, we 
number 77. We have four sections: 
Educational, Literary, Civic and Hu- 
manitarian or Social Service. 

In the educational work, we organ- 
ized. first a pay kindergarten. Next 
week we expect to open a public kin- 
dergarten in the new school house, 
which, for the present, is under the 
club’s charge. At the beginning of the 
school year the committee had a clean- 
ing-up day in the old school and did 
some very necessary building and re- 
pair work. 

This year, during a scarlet fever 
“scare,”’ the committee fumigated the 
rooms where the disease was the 
worst. Through their efforts, the old 
water bucket was abolished, hydrants 
put in the yard and each child re- 
quested to bring- his own cup. 

The board of education very kindly 
consented to appoint a visiting board 
of ladies from the club to cooperate 
with them in the betterment of school 
conditions, 

A mothers’ and teachers’ section was 
organized, that the mother might more 
understandingly cooperate with the 
teacher in the school work and the 
teacher with the mother so as to best 
develop the child through improved 
home and school environment, 

The civic section first placed trash 
boxes—strong and commodious—on the 
different street corners, at the post- 
office and courthouse square, then 
having a cleaning-up day for the town 
in general. The city council was pe- 
titioned to continue the trash wagons. 

Through the efforts of the club the 
council passed an ordinance prohibit- 
ing the display of undesirable adver- 
tising. 

This section is interested in arrang- 
ing for a public playground: in inter- 
esting the railroad in beautifying the 
depot grounds, and in beautifying the 
cemetery. 

The social service section is one of 
the most interesting sections. It has 
been very fortunate in having Miss 
Thompson, of Atlanta, to lecture at its 
meetings along philanthropic lines. 

This section is doing noteworthy 
work about town, teaching those who 
need it how to best care for themselves 
and caring for the sick and infirm who 
have no one to whom to look. 

The literary section has two meet- 
ings a month which are spent in dis- 
cussing the writings of chosen authors 
or following the plans of a historical 
line of reading.

The club federated with the city 
March, 1909, after a charming invita- 
tion extended by Mrs. Sam PD. Jones, 
and has, at the last meeting, decided to 
affiliate with the clubs of.the state.

' the others crossed and swung up along 


the northeastern slopes of the moun- 
tain. where elephants are most fre- 
quently found. 


Our party decideé to take the south- 
ern slope, notwithstanding we were 
warned that we mighi find the natives 
troublesome and treacherous. We 
were also warned that we should be 
: district 
Where there were no trails and where 
Mative guides could not be secured. 
Nevertheless we started and brilliantly 
,blundered into some most diverting ad- 
ventures. 

The first day's march after crossing 
the Nzoia river was through  asacrub 
country and what we considered high 
The next day we struck real 
high grass. It was so deep that we 
bad to burrow through it. Only the 
helmets of those on horsehack marked 
where the caravan was passing. The 
leng line of porters carrying _ their 
burdens were buried from view. It 
Wasa terrible place to meet a rhino. 
and perhaps for that very reason we 
to meet one. 

Rhine Works Flank Movement. 
We were riding ahead, followed by 
the cook and the tent boys, and behind 


-them-was the long string of a hun- 


dred or more porters, askaris, totoes, 
and so forth. The end of the line was 
some hundred yards behind the head. 
Suddenly there was a wild cry of 
“Faru!’’ (rhino.) 

It was disconcerting, but after one 
or two hurried and flurried moments 
we got our heavy batteries in readi- 
Mess and prepared to sell his life as 
theaply as possible. But no rhino

of sight in the tall grass. One of the 
porters whose veracity is unquestioned 
by those who don’t know him estimat- 
ed the forward horn to be four feet 
long. He said the rhino charged earn- 
estly and with hostile intent. 
Rhino Charge Diverts First, 
After. 

A rhino charging a safari is always a 
plecsing diversion—pleasing after it’s 
all over and diverting while it lasts. 
The cry of “faru” is a good deal like 
“car coming” at an automobile race. 
Instantly everybody is all attention, 
vith the attention divided between the 
rhino and the nearest tree. If there is 
no tree the interest in the rhino be- 
comes more acute. 

The thought of being impaled en 
brochette’on the born of a rhino is one 
of the least attractive forms of mental] 
exertion that I know of. It is a close 
second to the thought of being stepped 
on by a herd of elephants marching 
single file. 

Well, we survived the charge of the 
heavy brigada and then moved onward, 
ever and anon casting an alert glance 
at the deep clumps of thicket along 
the way. Fortunately no more rhinos 
appeared and the next thing we struck 
was Thanksgiving day. 

The proper way to celebrate that de- 
servedly popular holiday is not by sit- 
ting in tall grass with a can of beans 
and bottle of pickles in the foreground. 
Thig fs said with all respect to the 
manufacturers of beans and pickles 
who may advertise in this paper.

For a time, however, beans and 
pickles seemed to be the nearest out- 
look for us, but after a while the 
cook, whose nerves had been shaken 
by the impetuous adventure of the

soon appeared some hot tea, some bread 
and honey, some beans and deviled 
ham, and a few knicknacks in the line 
of ham and cheese. That was luncheon, 
ani we resolved to do better for din- 
ner. 

We told the cook all about Thanks- 
giving day and what its chief purpose 
was. We also told him of the beauti- 
ful significance. of the occasion, what 
happy thoughts it inspired, and how 
much sentiment was attached to it. 
Then we told him to get busy. We 
were in a Thankisgiving mood, being 
grateful that we were not riding 
around on the bowsprit of the rhino,: 
and because our relatives and friends 
at home were well at last reports, 
two months old. 

True, our guide, who had never been 
over the tra!) before ang who was try- 


"ing to guess the way by instinct, had 
gotten us hopelessly becalmed in a sea 
of high grass so that we didn’t know 


where we were. But we knew what 
we were. We were hungry! 


One Grouse the Bag of 24 Hunters. 

In the meantime we planned and 
carried into brilliant execution a 
grouse hunt. There were lots of 
grouse in the country through which 
we had come and all day long, coveys 
of them had .been whirring away from 
our advancing outposts. It. seemed a 
simple thing to go out gnd get @ 
few for our Thanksgiving dinner, soa 
we gave orders to make camp and 
consecrated the afternoon to @ grouse 
quest. 

I'll never forget what a formidable 
looking party it was. When we had 
spread out to comb the grass by the 
river side we looked Hike a skirmish 
line of an army. There were four of 
us supported by 17 gunbearers and 
porters. Our battery consisted of four 
elephant guns, four heavy rifles, three 
light rifles, and four shotguns. The 
latter were for grouse and the others 
were for incidental big game which 
one must always be prepared for, 
whether he goes out to shoot grouse 
or take snapshots -with his camera. 

We spread out and beat two miles 
of perfect cover. Then we beat back 
again, and finally, after all our hercu- 
lean efforts, one lonely bird flew up 
and was knocked over. That was the 
astonishing total of our slaughter, 
and when the army marched back into 
camp with its one little grouse the 
effect was laughable in the extreme. 
I took a photograph of the entire 
group and by good luck the grouse is 
faintly seen suspended in the middle. 


But Feast Causes Real Thankfulness. 


That night, with the camp fires burn- 
ing and with out tents almost buried 
in the tall grass, we celebrated 
Thanksgiving in a way that must have 
made old Emperor Lucullus fidget in 
his mausoleum. 
plains was compelled to yield tribute

to our table: eland and grouse and 
Uganda cob appeared and disappeared 
as if by magic; the vast storehouses 
of Europe and America poured their 


and one by one we safely put away 
succulent lengths of asparagus, cakes 
and chocolate, wine and olives, pickles 
and honey, nuts and cheese, plum 
pudding and coffee, and soup and salad, 
all in their proper sequence and in 
sufficient quantities to go round and 
round. 

A soft moon shone down from the 
velvet sky and the trees of the river 
bed were bathed in white moonlight 
as we sat by the great camp fire and 
smoked and talked and dreamed of the 
folks at home. 

It was an unusual occasion, one that 


called for a special dispensation in the 
way of late hours, so it wes almost 9 | 
o’clock when we turned in. and| 
dreamed of armies of rhinos playing 
battledoor and shuttlecock with our 
bulging forms. It was a great dinner, 
and to be on the safe side we com- 
plimented the cook before we went to 
bed. 
Find Need for Double Interpretation. 
A day or two later, after blindly 
floundéring about in a sea of waving 
grass for miles and miles, and getting 
more and more hopelessly. lost, we 
stumbled upon signs of human habita- 
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as the case may be, are a cattle and 
sheep-raising tribe. ‘In other words, a 
tribe in which the women do all] the 
manyal labor while the men folk sit 
on a hillside with a shield and spear 
and watch the herd partake of nour- 
ishment. They are the standing army. 

We followed the man with the spear 
to a little village hard by. This village, 
like all the numerous other ones that 
we came to in the next few days, was 
inclosed in a zareba, or wall of tangled 
tlLorn branches that encircles the 
village. Within the wall were a num- 
ber of low ‘houses, 6 feet high, built 
of mud and wattle; ang within tne 
houses, spilling over plenitifully, were 
large numbers of children and babies 
and a few women. A gateway of tan. 
tled boughs led into the inclosure, 
while in One part of the village were 
the curious woven wicker work 
granaries in which the community 
store. of kaffir corn is kept. There 
were no street signs on the lamp posts, 
probably because. there weré no streets 
end no lamp posts. 

In that first village all the men were 
away, evidently waiting toc see whether 
our visit was a hostile or a peaceful 
cLe. 

Warriors Await 

We 
peace footing and after that the war- 
riors began to appear._out of the tall 
grass in large number from all points 
of the compass. They all carried 
spears and shields, neither of which 
they would sell for love or money. At 
least they wouldn’t for money. We 
resolved not to try the other unless 
the worst came to the worst, and we 
had to fall back on it as a last des- 
perate measure. I suppose they didn't 
know how soon they might need their 
weapons, and we heard that the sultan 
had just sent out a positive order for- 
bidding them to sell their means of 
defense. 

The first procedure when entering @ 
district where the natives may be un- 
friendly is to send out for the chief, 
Or sultan to preside over the destinies 
of his tribe and to take any money 
that happens along. So we sent for 
the sultan, who was off in a neighbor- 
ing village, so they sald. After a long 
weit, during which we pitched our 
camp and offered a golden reward for 
eggs and chickens, a sultan drifted in. 

We knew he was a sultan because 
he carried a chair—an unfailing sign 
f. rank among a nation of expert sit- 
ters. He also wore an old ‘woolen 
dressing gown that had worked. its 
way in from civilization : many. years 
before. It was built for arctic regions, 
but the sultan of all the Ketoshians 
vcore it right straight through the 
ardent hours when the sun kisses one 
with the fiery passion of a mustard 
plaster. He was- slowly being cre- 
mated, and ft was fascinating to watch 
rim sizzle:

After the sultan came and seated 


Entente Cordiale. 
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The Sultan and His Sulfte and His Overcoat. 
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tion. The first sign was a great 
stretch of valley in which a number | 
of smoke columns were ascending. 
Where there’s smoke, there’s folk, we, 
thought, patting ourselves On the back 
for our cleverness. We knew we were 
approaching fresh eggs and chickens. 

A little later we came upon another 
sign of human agitation. Over a rise' 
in a hill we saw a large spear, and in 
a few minutes we overhauled a native 
guarding a herd of cattle. He carried 
a spear anda shield, and over his 
shoulders he wore a loose dressing 
sack that hung down nearly to his 
éeanpits. Civilization had touched him 
lightly, in fact it had barely waved at 
him as it brushed by. 

We tried him with several languages 
—Swahili, Kikuyu, the language of 
flowers, American, Masai and the sign 
language, none of which he was con- 
versant with. Then we tried a relay 
system of dialects which established 
a vague, syncopated kind of intellect- 
ua] contact. One of our porters spoke 


Kavirondo, so he h.xld converse with 
the far from handsome stranger, trans- 
lated it into’ Swahili, and this was re- 
translated into English for our benefit. 
Ketosh Men Warriors, While Women! 
Work. 
The stranger, whom we will call 
“he” for short, was a “Ketosh.” We 
didn’t know what a Ketosh was, but it 
sounded more Iike something in the 
imperative mood than anything eth- | 
nological. It developed later in the 
day, however, thet a Ketosh is a mem- 
ber of a tribe of that name, and their 
habitat is on the southern slopes of 
Eigon. The Ketoshites, or Ketoshians, 


| dered. 


himself with his retinue of spearmen 
(dressed in the altogether save for the 
futile cloth around their shoulders) 
grouped around him we took our seats 
and began a “shauri.” 

Shauri (rhyming with Bow’ry) is a 
native word meaning @ powwow or a4 
parley and is a word that works over- 
time. Everything that you do in Afric 
has to be preceded by a shauri. You 
have a shauri if you ask a native 
which road to take. Other natives 
hurry up, also a number of your own 
caravan hurry up, and then you stand 
around and talk about it for an hour 
or so. 

If you want to buy a chicken ora 
cluster of eggs there must first be a 
prolonged shauri with much inter- 
change of views and conversation and 
aerated persiflage. The native loves 
his shauri, and if he asks you a cer- 
tain price for a chicken and you give 
the price without haggling he is 
greatly disappointed. In fact, I have 
often seen them offer an article for a 
certain price and tnen refuse to ac- 
cept the money if it {s at once ten- 
Later the native will accept 
much less if the shauri goes with It. 


Sultans by Wholesale Seek Presents. 


Well, we had shauris to burn for a 
couple of days. As soon as the first 
sultan had departed with presents and 
words of wood cheer there was a flock 
of other sultans that hurried in to re- 
ceive presents and to assist in shauris. 
They came from far and near, and 
they all carried chairs, thus proving 
that they were not impostors; and the 
worst of it was that we couldn't find

out exactly which was the real. most 
exalted sultan ‘of the bunch. Here we 
hail to gize presents. to many who 
perhaps weer only amateur or ‘pren- 
tice sultans, sultans whose domains 
were onlv.a littie village of half a 
dozen families. 

For two days our camp was clogked 
with sharuis- and. sultans sitting 
around. We couldn't step out of our 
tents witheut stumbling over a sultan 
or two. When we would take our 
baths in our tents there would be sul- 
tans and warrtors peeping in modestly 
from all sides. There was not a secret 
of our inner life that remained intact. 
Even the ladies, from the. banana be!- 
lied little girls of 6 and 6 up to the 
leathery !imbed old matrons, inclusive, 
were not above a feminine curiosity in 
things which doubtless interested them 
but didn’t concern them: The stand- 
ing army of the Ketoshians sat around 
all day wearing out the grass and -be- 
ing frequently stumbled over. 

If we asked a’ sultan if there were 
sny elephants in the neighborhoog it 
meant at least 15 minutes of loose con- 
versation through a relay of interpret- 
ers, with the final answer boiled down 
to a “no” in English. For a language 
that has only a few words like shauri, 
baksheesh, apana, and chukula the na- 
tive lingo is a most elastic one. 

There were two or’three things that 
we had come to Mount Elgon for and 
about which we. desired information. 
Th. first was elephants and we found 
aftcr hours of .talk that there were 
none fn the vicinity. Secondly we 
wanted to’ get'food for aur men, and 
thirdly we wanted: guides to take us 
up to the ancient cave dwellings in the 
mountain and more guides to take us 
up to the top of the mountain itself. 


Natives Knew “A Good Thing.” 


It seemed almost impossible to get 
satisfactory information upon either of 
the last two subjects. The natives 
didn’t want to part with their grain, 
while for their cattle they asked out- 
rageous prices. We were almost tempt- 
e@ to boycott them by stopping eating 
meat for two months. They also 
seemed reluctant to let us have guides 
to take us up to the caves and none 
of them geemed to know the trails that 
led up into the forests and the heights 
of the mountain. It was evident that 
only a few ever had been up the moun- 
tain upon the slopes of which they had 
spent their lives. 

We began to think that they wanted 
us to stay In their village just so they 
could have the pleasure of their daily 
shauris. 

Finally one sultan promised to get 
us guideg and accepted a generous 
present on the strength of it; but when 
the time came he failed to produce 
them. It was at precisely this point, 
to be strictly accurate, that we aban- 
doned the polite phraseology of the 
court and told him with many excla- 
rration points that he would have to 
guide us himself or we would take 
steps to dethrone him. Of course all 
of this had to be strained through two 
interpreters, but even then I think 
he caught the gist of it. He said that 
he himself would guide us to the near- 
est and Jargest cave. 

We told him that we would be ready 
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of the caves could defend it 
an enormous attacking force. pers 
It was nearly an hour’s climb toe the 
ledge where the cave entrance appear- 
ed. Several naked men armed with 
spears stood upon the rocks, outlined 
in bold and striking relief against the 
velvety blackness of the cave entrance. 
They appeared curious, but not un- 
friendly, as we breathlessly . panted 
our way on to the ledge where they 
stood waiting, spears in hand. 


Immensity of Scene Worth the Trouble. 


Our first impression was one of 
gasping wonderment. We seemed to 
stand upon a great stage of an im- 
mensity which words cannot describe. 
It was a stage proportioned for giants. 
The rock proscenium arched above us 
(0 feet and the stage was nearly 200 
feet wide. As an audience chamber 
one could look out over 25,000 square 
yates 2 bes Africa.:

magnitude of the place alseenit samt 
one’s breath away. Two regiments of 
soldiers could have marched upon the 
Stager There was even room for a 
squadron of cavalry to maneuver. 
Upon the well-beaten floor were the 
tracks of cattle, showing that from 
times immemorial the cave people had 
driven in their herds for shelter or for 
safety in times of tribal warfare; and 
in places the solid rock was worn 
Smooth and deep by the bare feet of 
centuries of naked people. 

And yet in spite of the titanic pro- 
portions of the cave there was some- 
thing quite homelike about it. It al- 
most suggested a prosperous farm 
yard. There were chickens walking 
about, with little chickens trotting 
alongside. There were wicker work 
granaries standing here and: there, 
while around the Inner edge of tha 
great entrance hall were little mud 
and stick woven houses five feet high 
which gave the effect of a agmal! vil- 
Jage street. 


Cave Dwellers Industrious and Thrifty. 


From the front of the “stage” back 
to the row of little houses was a 
distance of about 100 feet. By stoop- 
ing down one could enter one of the 
little houses, to be surprised to find 
himself in another little farm yard 
where cattle had been housed and 
where there were many evidences of 
the thrift and industry of the occu- 
pants. Gourds of milk were present 
in. generous numbers, and as one’s 
eyes became accustomed to the semi- 
darkness all sorts of ,domestic para- 
phernaHa wele revealed. 

Little separate inclosures ‘were 
fenced off fcr human tenantry and 
the glow of smbers gave a pleasant, 
homelike look to the place. Cavern 
after cavern extended back Into the 
cliff, a network of them, but how far 
they went would be hard to tell. Per- 
haps the cave in.all its subterranean 
ramifications has never been entirely 
explored. e.3 

We wandered back through some of 
the caverns, sometimes stooping to get 
through and sometimes standing be- 
neath domes 30 and 40 feet high. And 
always that queer, mystical light, with 
exaggerated shadows and sometimes 
black darkness ahead, where could be 
heard the drip, drip, drip of water in 
invisible lakes.. In time of siege the 
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We Couldn’t Step Out of Our Tents Without Stumbling Over a Lot of Sultans. 
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to start immediately after luncheon. 
Only ourselves and a few men to carry 
cameras and guns were to constitute 
our party, the rest of the safari re- 
maining in camp, from which certain 
embassies were sent,out to buy grain 
for the porters’ food. 


Sualtan’s Forces Join Guiding Party. 


Soon after lunch the sultan arrived 
and we marched away. Little by lit- 
tle groups of his janissaries, mame- 
lukes and other members of his offi- 
cial entourage joined us and by the 
time we reached the slope leading up 
to the great cave dwelling we had 
quite an imposing procession. Most 
of the natives: were armed with spears 
and knives, and some of them had 
painted their bodies with red dirt and

mutton grease, and when this coating’ 


hed partly dried they had traced with 
their fing@rs many designs in stripes 
down their arms and legs. Some were 
a light mauve in color, but most were 


of these designs was rather pretty, but 
dripping red ofl from their hair was 
not pretty and on a hot day exuded a 
strong. overpowering odor. 


Above us, nearly a thousand feet 
from where we stood, boldly visible in 
the face of the great cliff, was the 
broad ledge and black opening of the 
cave. A short distance to the right of 
it was a bright waterfall, looking like 
a ribbon, but in reatity quite broad 
and dropping in three stages several 
hundred feet. An incline of 45 de- 
grees led up to the cave, while up be- 
yond that was the great stratum of 
solid rock that extends for miles along 
the south of Mount Elgon and which 
is honeycombed with hundreds of pre- 
historic cave dwellings. A determined 
foe stationed at

holders of this cave, with granaries 
filled and with herds of cattle and 
lakes of water, could hold the place 
forever. 

The tenants of the place soon be- 
came pleasant and hospitable. Per- 
haps many of them had never seen 
white people before, but they sat down 
and watched usa with friendly interest. 
There were mariy babies and they were 
bright-eyed and rugged-looking. 

While we were there the cattle were 
out on the open hills grazing, but In 
the evening the long herds are driven 
up to their airy stronghold and made 
snug for the. night... And who- knows 
but that a great herd of cattle would 
not add much’ to the heat of the cave 
and make its nearly naked tenants for- 
get that they were high on the chilly 
slopes of one of Africa’s greatest 
mountains? 


Orseaments Their Only Dress. 


They certainly do not dress warm. 
Around their arms and legs ere all 
sorts of brass and nickel wire wound 
in scores of circles. Chains and wire 
and beads encircle the women’s throats 
and elephant ivory armiets are often 
clasped about the arms so tight that 
it would seem that the natural circu- 
jation would be hopelessly retarded. 
Eut they must be healthy, these people 
wo go about with only @ thin sheet 
of ‘dyed cotton thrown about them, 
while we northerners shivered with 
sweaters and warm woolen things 


about us.

1g a “Man from Mars” should by 
. any chance happen to fall on 
some part of the United States 
next Sunday. April 24, and should 
wander into almost any nearby 
church or churches, he would indeed 
wonder at the astonishing message 
which he would hear. For, instead of 
theology and creed, he would find one 
message being preached by Catholic 
and Protestant,~Jew and Gentile, the 
message that tuberculosis is a danger- 
ous disease and that it can be prevented 
and cured. And if this stranger should 
inquire why so much emphasis was be- 
ing iaid on the prevention of one singie 
disease, he would be informed that this 
great plague demands annually in the 
United States alone over two hundred 
thousand lives, and that three or four 
times that number are constantly sick 
with ft, He would be told that tuber- 
culosis is the result of ignorance, and 
that ts why the churches are celebrat- 
ing National Tuberculosis Sunday in 
every section of the country, in order 
that the rich and poor alike may know 
how to prevent it. 

and when on Monday and the days 
following the celestiai visitor should 
travel up and down this land, and 
should hear in the fetid tenement, the 
country farmhouse, the iaborer’s home 
or the millionaire’s palace the dry, 
hacking cough of the consumptive, and 
should find the marks of the destroy~ 
er’s nand in evidence in almost every 
family, he would be amazed that 60 
little provision had been made for the 
care of these needy sufferers, and that 
so few precautions to prevent the 
spread of disease bad been taken. “How 
strange it seems,” he would remark, 
“In a iand of churchgoers, where 60 
much is done for humanity, that not 
one consumptive in thirty can find @ 
piace to be treated for his disease! 
how indifferent the people seem to this 
appalling loss of life and to the con- 
tinued spread of the disease!”

Several years ago Dr. Livingston 
Farrand, the executive secretary of the 
National Association for the Study and 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, made the 
folowing statement: 

“We are organized for a work of 
prevention against a disease whose 
stronghold is in ignorance—a disease 
pre-eminently of the overworked and 
the underfed—precisely the classes of 
our communities who are least in 
touch with the progressive movements 
of the day and least apt to reach out 
independently for that knowledge 
which would relieve the conditions un- 
der which they suffer. Our chief func- 
tion has been from the outset, there- 
fore, to carry on an aggressive cam- 
paign of education by whatever means 
were available or could be devised.” 

Ho~ true Dr. Farrand’s statement 
was has been shown by the. fact that 
wherever the people have been aroused 
out of their indifference to a knowledge 
of what is needed to prevent tubercu- 
losis, provisions have been made for 
tuberculosis cases. In New York, for 
instance, a new program has been in- 
stituted which will mean “no uncared- 
for tuberculosis in 1915.” If every State 
in the United States should this year 
adopt the same program, on the author- 
ity of such eminent and world-famed 
Specialists as Dr. Robert Koch of Ber- 
lin, Dr. Edward L. Trudeau of Saranac 
Lake, Dr. R W. Philip of Edinburgh, 
Dr. Frank Billings of Chicago, Dr. Vin- 
cent ¥. Bowditch of Boston, Dr. &

Adolphus Knopf of New York and 
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others, In the next ten years the coun- 
try would save more than one hundred 
thousand lives, besides millions of dol- 
lars. 

In Massachusetts, Maryland, Pennsyl- 
vania, Illinois, California, Missouri, 
Iowa, Minnesota and avery other State 
where campaigns of\ education have 
been carried on, the hesult has been 
that hospitals and sanatoria have been 
erected, dispensaries have been opened, 
visiting nurses have been engaged, and 
the tuberculosis patients have been 
cared for to a greater or less extent. 


WHAT 
THE CAMPAIGN 


HAS DONE 


What the campaign of education has 
done may be judged from the fact that 
on January 1, 1905, before the national! 
movement against tuberculosis was 
fully organized, there were in the en- 
tire country 115 sanatoria and hospi- 
tals, 19 dispensaries and only 24 asso- 
clations for the treatment and preven- 
tion of tuberculosis, To-day there are 
nearly 400 sanatoria, about 275 dispen- 
saries and over 400 associations, Twen- 
ty-five years ago Dr. Edward L Tru- 
deau declared that tuberculosis could 
be cured, and demonstrated his faith by 
treating and turning out as “cured” 
a dozen men and women from the Adi- 
rondack Cottage Sanitarium at Saranac 
Lake. Last year our tuberculosis sana- 
toria and hospitals cared for over 31,000 
patients and gave a total of nearly 
3,200,000 hospital days’ treatment, while 
the special tuberculosis dispensaries of 
the country treated 60,000 additional 
patients. Twenty-five years ago Dr. 
Trudeau had hard work to raise a pal- 
try $10,000 for his pioneer work. Last 
year $8,180,621.50 was spent in tuber- 
culosis work, and this year nearly 
$15,000,000. will be spent. 

Eighteen years ago the Pennsylvania 
Society for the Prevention of Tubercu- 
losis, the first anti-tuberculosis associa- 
tion in the world, was greanized at 
Philadelphia: To-day the associations 
for the prevention of this digease in 
the United States number 60,000 mem- 
bers, and similar organizations are in 
existence and being forméd daily in 
every cornef of the civilized woNd. 
Even the Orient is arousing to battl 
against tuberculosis, and China, India 
and Turkey are preparing for national 
movements. 


WHO 
Is 
HELPING 


Less than ten years ago the co-oper- 
ation of a labor union, a fraternal) or- 
ganization or a church tp any move- 
ment against tuberculosis was unheard 
of Workingmen did not know that 
tuberculosis kills every third man who 
labors with tools. They did not rea}- 
ize the frightfal sacrifice which they 
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were making needlessly to consump- 
tion. Few people knew ten years ago 
that every other workingman who be- 
comes incapacitated must ascribe his 
condition to tuberculosis, nor did they 
know that in some trades, particularly 
the dusty ones, $85 to 60 per cent. of all 
deaths are caused by tuberculosis. But 
at last the campaign of education 
reached the unions, and for a time, in 
some trades, such as among the cigar- 
makers and ‘printers, the thoughts of 
Strike and boycott gave way to those 
of the prevention of this one disease. 
A winning fight is being waged by the 
printers, the printing pressmen and the 
photo engravers’ unions, and hundreds 
of thousands of laboring men in all 
trades are to-day working to prevent 
tuberculosis. 

The schools are teaching tuberculosis 
to the children to-day. In some cities 
arithmetic and the “Story of Tuber- 
culosis” stand side by side on the text- 
book shelf, It is safe to estimate that 
fully 2,000,000 school children wil! this 
year be educated about tuberculosis. 

Women’s clubs, with a membership 
of a full million, have asked to help in 
the campaign against tuberculosis. 
From drawing room and lecture plat- 
form, in homes and shops, these women 
are spreading the truth that tubercu- 
losis can be prevented and cured. 


TEN 
MILLION 
FIGHTERS 


How the newspapers add to the ranks 
of the crusaders, with their millions 
of readers and their weapons of pub- 
licity! There ig hardly a paper in the 
United States where no tuberculosis 
news can be found. Even trade and 
technical journals, humorous and re- 
ligious papers, and al) kinds of maga- 
zines are telling the message of tuber- 
culosis. Every week the press of the 
United States gives nearly 350 pages of 
Space to the anti-tuberculosis cause. 

The billposters and printers of show 
bills have entered the lists against tu- 
berculosis, and this month on billboards 
in all parts of the country posters call- 
ing for fresh atr and open windows as 
preventatives of tuberculosis are being 
displayed. 

Among the latest recruits are the fra- 
ternal organizations and insurance 
companies. It is not a matter of phi- 
lanthropy with them, however, but «@ 
question -of.dollars and gents, Among 
the organizations who are in this cam- 
paign of prevention for investment are 
the Modern Woodmen of America, the 
Knights of Pythias, the ‘Royal League, 
the Odd Fellows, Workmen's Circle, 
Knights of Columbus, Foresters of 
America, Order of Eagles, Brotherhood 

American Yeomen, the Catholic Mu- 

tu nefit Association, Independent 
Order of Foresters, the Red Mén, the 
Royal Arcanum, and the Metropolitan 
and Provident Life Insurance compa- 
nies, 
‘All told,. these various interests 
bring into the ranks of the fighters 
against tuberculosis an army of nearly 
10,000,000 men and women and chil- 
dren! 

And we have not mentioned the 
churches, whe have helped so much. 


Thousands of churches have become 


interested in the anti-tuberculosis 
movement, and throughout the country 
the religious bodies are in cordia] sym- 
pathy with the crusade. Dr. Elwood 
Worcester, the leader of the Emanuel 
Movement, says: 
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“AU persons who are acquainted with 
the powerful prevalence of tuberculosis 
in this country realize that the disease 
can be checked and finally controlled 
ony through the co-operation of all 
available forces. Among these agen- 
cies the church ought to be included. 
Clergymen are constantly consulted by 
their parishioners in regard to their 
health, and advice and instruction given 
in the form of occasional lectures, illus- 
trated talks, etc,, are very useful. Many 
clergymen of my acquaintance have ob- 
tained the co-operation of physicians 
in giving such instruction to their peo- 
ple, Clergymen generally should be 
alive to the importance of this sub- 
ject.” 

In Dr. Worcester’s church in Boston 
was organized in 1905 the first church 
“Tuberculosis Class,” and as a result 
of this experiment many congregations 
and societies, particularly in the East, 
have undertaken similar work. The ob- 
ject of the tuberculosis class is to treat 
to best advantage at home those cases 
of consumption which cannot for some 
reason be removed to a sanatorium, The 
Classes usually meet weekly and receive 
instruction from their medical and spir- 
itual leaders. They are visited fre- 
quently by a nurse or other worker, and 
are taught how to sleep out of doors, 
and how to “take the cure” on a roof, 
in a back-yard tent, on a home-made 
porch er in any other convenient spot 
where the sun may shine and the fres! 
alr may be inhaled in large doses. In 
view of the fact that the senatoria of 
the. United States can accommodate 
hardly more than three per cent. of 
those who have tuberculosis, the treat- 
ment of many cases at home is impera- 
tive. For such hame treatment the 
class method is admirably suited. It 
affords aiso a way in which any large 
church congregation can take care of 
the consumptives within its parish. 

If every clergyman does his part next 
Sunday the result in the education of 
the people will surely result in largely 
increased provision for tuberculosis pa- 
tients in every State and city. 


DR: - 
KNOPF'S 
STATEMENT 


Dr..& Adolphus Knopf of New York, 
author of the well-known “Prize Es- 
say” on tuberculosis, who has discussed 
this subject from hundreds of pulpits, 
says of the opportunity of the church 
jn the prevention of consumption: 

‘A church Which is‘willing to lend 
its pulpit to the dissemination of 
knowledge whereby a disease like tu- 
berculosis can be prevented and physi- 
cal suffering and the often concomitant 
mental anguish diminished ‘fulfil’s in 
every respect its highest mission 1 
hope there wil] not be a church in this 
land, of no matter what denomination 
or creed, which will not be willing to 
join in this work. : 

“Every clergyman should see here 
his opportunity to render an invaluable 
service to the great anti-tuberculosis 
cause. He should fee] that through 
such a Tuberculosis Church Sunday 
many & consumptive sufferer would be 
helped towards the cure of hic dis- 


ease, and many a well person prevented 
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from contracting it. Let those who I! 
know are in the great minority, those 
who object to bringing such topics into 
the pulpit, remember that service to 
man is seryice to God, nay, even more, 
that he who serves his fellow-men 
serves God the highest way he can. 

“I am looking forward to great re- 
sults from this Tuberculosis Sunday. 
While it is to be hoped that the tuber- 
culous poor will be largely benefited 
by generous contributions, the educa- 
tional value of the tuberculosis ser- 


Surpass our most sanguine expecta- 
tions.” 

The Right Reverend John G. Murray, 
Bishop Coadjutor of Maryland, says in 
relation to the value of Tuberculosis 
Sunday: 

“A great boon to the world and bless- 
ing to the church would be the full 
recognition and grateful acknowledg- 
ment of the debt that it thus owes to 
Christianity by the former, and the 
practical conviction of an inherent re- 
sponsibility for the physical welfare 
and life of humanity (no less than its 
Spiritual) upon the last of the latter, 

“Suggestive of such recognition and 
acknowledgment is the appeal from the 
National Tuberculosis Association to 
the church of our land for assistance 
in its campaign of education regarding 
the nature of this dread digease, and | 
am heartily in favor of a favorable re- 
sponse being made and action being 
taken tn obedience to this request un- 
der a conviction of Christian obliga- 
tion and in the discharge of Christian 
duty by our clergymen and people at 
large.” 

Bishop Nelson and Bishop Doane of 
Albany, N. Y., have issued letters cal)- 
ing upon all of their clergymen to 
preach on Tuberculosis Sunday. Bishop 
Nelson says:

tion and cure.”
